EXPLANATION OF THE GENERAL ARMISTICE 


I have postponed until now the transcript I am making of this 
subject of last year because 1 want to be opportune in inserting it 
in this month of August, in which is celebrated the feast of the 
Assumption of Our Blessed Mother to Heaven; something that was 
published very superficially last year, and is related to a revelation 
that Our Lord deigned to give me also in the year 1937. The first 
revelation was in the month of February, the 8th day of that same 
month and year. Through those years, the dialogue between Our 
Lord and my poor soul was almost continuous, in which He dis¬ 
posed that I would be in many sufferings. Because sufferings are 
like bonds that obtain for us very great goods and crucibles that 
purify us and dispose us to receive Divine chansms. And thus Our 
Lord had me suffer then and that day He said to me: 


“Write for souls a great secret that 1 am going to reveal to you; 
it is a secret of My love for justice . . . that is to say, of those 
excesses of love, that in justice 1 have for surners! Look Keep it 
also in your heart, so that you may give Me wOTyrt&mmj'W rue, 
then so Mv Church may know WHICH IS THE DAY OF 
GFNERAL ARMISTICE, OF THE GENERAL ENTRY INTO 
HEAVEN; and it is that day on which the CHURCH MILITANT 
ANNUALLY CELEBRATES THE MYSTERY OF MY ASCEN¬ 
SION INTO HEAVEN, from its vigil through its octave. And in 
memory of My Sacred Humanity’s being glorified and placed at the 
side of My Heavenly Father, HE CANNOT CONDEMN 
ANYONE on that day. (Our Lord calls a day a period of time, 
‘from the vigil through the octave’) IIE CANNOT CONDtMN 
ANYONE THAT DAY, NOT A SINGLE BROTHER OF THE 
SON OF MAN; for all that time the gates of hell are closed and 
justice is suspended. In such a way that the Amnesty is: Justice 
for all.’ (I note here that, when Our Lord says Justice He means, 
to have pity, compassion, mercy with sinners Thus, many times 
He repeats to me: ‘My justice is love ... If I were not just, 1 
might not be merciful ... it is just to use mercy with the miser¬ 
able.’ The most exalted revelation of the general Armistice of me 
Ascension continues:) 


“That is when the Heart of the Redeemer of men is dilated 
with joy and attracts many sinners in a fraternal embrace, purify¬ 
ing them in an effusive act of love. (Our Lord refers to: ‘attracting 
them in a fraternal embrace’ as if to say: He calls them to give an 
account of themselves in the other life, but first He gives them the 
actual grace of contrition; because contrition includes the perfect 
act of love: sorrow for having sinned, solely for having offended 
God. The words of this most exalted revelation continue:) Tell 
Me: can I do more for them than this great excess of mercy? For¬ 
tunate the soul that on that day (in that period of lime) of the gen¬ 
eral Amenesty, may be called to eternity; because: I will excuse 
the just from his purgatory and I will purify the sinner there for 
Heaven.” 

When I heard such sentiments—although 1 understood that noth¬ 
ing was contrary to dogma—nevertheless, I feared that it was not 
the voice of God that was telling me such things. But He responded 

to me. “You are afraid? Your doubt does not offend Me; it glorifies 
Me and it will be a better testimony of My truth, when you see, 
face to face, the spectacle of My Redemption in the Eternal Man¬ 
sions.” Here I thought that He was referring to the day on which I 
would die; but a few days later He permitted me to see a most 
beautiful vision, on the day of His Ascension into Heaven. Some, 
thing indescribable . . . ineffable or inexpressible, not with words 
nor with brush; it was Jesus ascending to Heaven surrounded by 
many souls, and on high, at a distance, a city of glistening gold was 
seen and many winged and vaporous angelic figures mingled about. 
And in the background, as though beneath the earth, I saw the 
demon in the form of a dragon, shackled in chains and crushed as 
though with gates of heavy iron. 

When 1 had the vision, Jesus spoke to me thus: “Only through 
this redemption is glory attained. Because I suffered, man rejoices; 
because I died, he will live eternally; because I arose, he will arise 
on the last day; and because I ascended to Heaven . . . all are 
saved. Because I have condemned sin to make you co-heirs with 
Me in the Kingdom of My Father.” (These last words must be 
understood correctly; that is to say: we will enjoy those privileges 
attained by the passion of Jesus, if we follow in His footsteps the 
road of the Cross and of a holy death, as He gave us an example 
and taught us by His words.) 

When I had that unforgettable vision, being absorbed in it, Jesus 
told me still more : “Now you have seen that which I had said to 
you. Now your heart will enjoy the spectacle of this great indul¬ 
gence of My love for sinners. The day of the Armistice is approach¬ 
ing; prepare yourself to win souls. I am going to give you a pro¬ 
gramme for this preparation, so that you can purchase places in 
Heaven through the means of sufferings borne for love. Later, I will 
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Show you the souls that you ransom with your sacrifices and I will 
show you another phase of this secret.

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MESSAGE OF JANUARY 4, 1972 


A Divine Message for the Poor "Portayoz” directly from 
the lips of Jesus (given on Tuesday morning, January 4, 19 U) 


It was more or less about ten minutes to ten in the 1 
(9.50 am). At that moment, 1 had just come from Msistmg at the 
Sniritual Roadine with the Community. Before sitting at the type- 
writer to 'perform my tadc for the day, 1 intended to go outside in 
The sunshine for a little while. Hence, forth* pm I di « fd 
my steps towards our cell, to change my shoes and go down to the 
yard, before starting to write. Indeed, for more than t*o months 
and a half writing is the only activity which I am able to perform. 
For. dud Vail time. T have been very ill; almost totally pro- 

strate in bed. ... . c ,, 

Thus on entering our Private Cell, as I passed' in front of e 
writing desk, 1 heard the voice of my Jesus saying to me. 

“My spouse, write.” 

Immediately taking some paper and a marking pencil from the 
desk J knelt Then I began to write the words which Our Lord 
dictated to me. While standing beside me. at my Tight, Jesus dic¬ 
tated: the following words: 

“It is My desire that you understand what 1 am now doiug in 
your regard. That is, you need to comprehend the manner in which 
I am treating you. At the present time I am sequestering you with 
Me, in My own prison, which is: the Eucharist. 

“It is essentially important that you understand this reality: this 
little house* all i », every part of this little house in »s entire* 
is My Tabernacle—(every nook and corner of this entire little 
howe is My Tabernacle!)—and, together with Me, all of you are 
hosts of immolation! . . 

“As for you? As far as you are concerned, it is My Will that you 
should never leave this little house again. Remain here, hidden and 
crucified, until I mark the hour of your departure. 

After pronouncing these words, Jmus paused JHis voice wunded 
as though He had completely terminated what He had to say. Yet, 
T remained in an attitude of expectancy. I remained m suspense for 


a while longer, because 1 still felt the presence of Our Lord very 
close to me. Thus I waited for Him to say something else. Indeed, 
that is exactly what happened; for, a few moments later Jesus 
added: 

“Do you understand, now?” 

That was all. Immediately afterwards I perceived that Jesus had 
gone. However, at that moment I received a penetrating light which 
lingers within me. It is this light which helps me to understand the 
Divine Plan. This penetrating illumination does not merely clarify 
God’s Plan in what pertains to me alone; but, it touches upon 
almost everything. 

That is to say, this piercing light transparently clarifies all that 
pertains to all of us who five in the Vergel at the present time. Even 
more: this keen discernment elucidates the Divine Plan regarding 
all the Minims of both Branches (both the Nuns and the Brothers), 
who will come to dwell here in the future. 

It seems to me that Jesus will grant very special graces to those 
who will came here to live, in the observance of the Rules and 
Constitutions. These are the Rules and Constitutions which Jesus 
desires to see perfectly observed, to the letter; exactly as He dic¬ 
tated them. However, these graces will be bestowed, only on 
condition that they (our Minims) practise a great deal of sacrifice; 
and that they submit themselves with fidelity to all that is pre¬ 
scribed. Truly, it is only by fulfilling these directives that one can 
be faithful to Doctrine; and, to the True Church of Jesus Christ, 
Our Lord. 

Most assuredly, I have a deep presentiment that Jesus will soon 
come. He will come soon. Not only for me will Jesus soon be com¬ 
ing, but also in answer to our prayers. I feel a strong premonition 
that Our Lord will present Himself “quickly”; that is, very soon, 
just as we have been imploring Him to hasten and come without 
delay. 

Yes, we ought to continue pleading with the Heavenly Father. We 
ought to beseech Jesus and implore the Holy Spirit for this speedy 
Coming of Our Lord. In order to obtain this longed-for grace, we 
must also unceasingly entreat Our Blessed Mother, our Holy 
Father, Saint Francis, and all the Saints and Angels. .. . 

Indeed, I repeat: They will grant us this favour of accelerating 
the hour of the visible presence of Jesus among us once more; when 
He will walk in our midst again. This is my deep presentiment. 
Our Lord will grant us this favour because it is for the good of all. 
It is urgently necessary for the salvation of many. At the present 
time, we have a grave responsibility to offer prayers and sacrifices 
for this intention. 
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—THE KIND OF SACRIFICES TO BE PERFORMED— 


These Sacrifices consist in doing many different things. Besides 
Fasting (from food and drink), we ought to perform various other 
acts, such as: Conquering our self-love: Mastering our Predomin¬ 
ating Passion (Our Predominant Passion is our strongest evil in¬ 
clination): Controlling our sensuality (not yielding to the cravings 
of the senses), and the like. In fine, Sacrifice consists in striving to 
subdue all our inordinate inclinations. It is a constant endeavour to 
gain the Victory over self, by Mastering the entire human person. 

This is the true idea of Victimhood! In this does Victimhood 
consist. It is a constant, relentless endeavour, to gain complete 
control of the inordinate inclinations of our human nature; of the 
whole human being! _ . 

Behold, now Jesus comes to notify us with this reassuring in¬ 
formation. Mark well how He reiterates and re-emphas.ses the fact 
that this Blessed Place is His Tabernacle, His Abode, His Dwel¬ 
ling Place! ... , . . 

Oh, Father Jonas, and all the Minims, both the Nuns and the 
Brothers! May we learn well how to correspond!

NOTES—CONSCIENCE MATTER 
TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 29, 1972 


Since my health becomes worse day by day, I have been seriously 
reflecting, that, perhaps I may never get well again. I pondered 
these thoughts even though my Jesus had notified me since last 
year, that He would soon come to me. Therefore, I should hasten 
to make clean copies of all His words which I have preserved since 
my childhood. 

Now, 1 have not been able lo acomplish even that part of His 
advertance. for lack of time; and, on account of my ailments, 
according to my judgment. Hence, since my ill-health does not per¬ 
mit me to do hardly anything, I made a petition to Our Lord last 
night. Yes, as I retired for the night, and just before falling asleep, 
T besought Our Lord not to come suddenly or unexpectedly for me. 
I asked Him not to take me before I am able to arrange everything 
in proper order. 

This petition was made by me, not only because of what He has 
already indicated, but also because of other real motives. For, re¬ 
garding the clean work to be left completed, the Sisters of the 
Community could also arrange that part. Yet, there are some de¬ 
tails which only I can comment upon. Those points the Sisters 
could not handle. And, without the commentaries and notes which 
comprise certain points of interest, the work would not be clear. 
These are the points which consist of the teaching concerning the 
disposition of a soul in the state of Victimhood. Without this ex¬ 
planation, the doctrine would be incomplete and obscure. 

However, this particular night which has recently passed, was my 
most painful night. Since these ailments did not permit me to sleep, 
I arose at 4.00 a.m. 

A few hours later, I became aware of the fact that the Com¬ 
munity had already gathered in our little Chapel. All were assisting 
at Holy Mass, and it was just about the moment of Consecration. 
Therefore, J went down to the Chapel imploring my Jesus to assist 
me. I kept asking Him to help me so .that I might not have to sus¬ 
tain a bronchial attack of asphyxia, or suffocation, during the 
moments of Consecration. I insistently pleaded that I might be able 
to receive Holy Communion, without experiencing suen a risk. 
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Blessed be Our Lord! I was indeed able to receive Holy Com¬ 
munion. Immediately afterwards, I retired to our cell once more, 
full of gratitude and love. 

As I knelt at the foot of our bed conversing with my Jesus, He 
permitted me to experience His presence. Then, He allowed me to 
behold Him, even though I had my eyes closed. Yes, my eyes were 
still closed. However, being deeply moved at that moment, l 
opened my eyes and continued contemplating Jesus before me. 

This time, my Jesus appeared to me nailed on the Cross, with 
His arms extended. Our Lord was wearing priesdy garmcrUs sim- 
ilar to the representation which is seen on the Holy Cards marked. 
“Jesus, Priest” (Jesus, Sacerdote). 

The wounds in His feet and hands were clearly distinguishable. 
But, upon the breast of Jesus. His Heart was seen to be radiant 
This time Our Lord appeared wearing the Crown of Thorns. I saw 
three Thoms deeply piercing His forehead, and, staining His Flesh 
with Blood. 

The appearance of Our Lord s Countenance was so very sad that 
I wanted to cry; but I could not. For, just then. Jesus extended His 
right hand, and placed it upon my mouth . -At that mraaent .I 
could do nothing more than kiss His hand. Then, as I felt His 
Blood on ray lips, Jesus said to me: 

“Drink My Blood for it is yours also; because the Souls of My 
Victim Spouses are fused with Mine. Hence, their blood and their 
flesh are interfused with Mine.” 

However, there is one unexplainable point which I do not under¬ 
stand', thus: How is it that 1 was not attacked by asphyxia or by 
the usual coughing during those moments. On the contrary, i 
completely forgot about myself. As I gazed upon the wounds of 
Our Lord, and contemplated His forehead copiously bleeding, 1 
■fell no pain whatever in my body. 

Then I said to Our Lord: ‘Jesus, never have I seen Thee like 
this! Never before! . . . Tell me: Why art Thou in this condition? 
Or on what occasions dost Thou appear in this manner? May it be 
that I have caused Thee to suffer, now, because I am not patient 
in bearing my ailments? Is it because of my impatience during 
this attack of sickness? My Jesus! . . . Please tell me! ! . . . And. 
if I am the oause, I shall never do it again. 

Just then, my Jesus permitted me to behold Him transformed 
before my eyes. Now He was seen under another aspect Yet, 1 
continued beholding Him as a Priest; robed in His Priestly Vest¬ 
ments However, under this aspect, Jesus no longer manifested His 
Wounds: nor the Crown of Thoms. Then Our Lord said to me: 

“My beloved little spouse: . . . Forget yourself, absolutely: 
completely. Do not be disquieted about anything. Do not permit 
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any occurrence to disturb you. Whether or not you succeed in 
transcribing My words is no longer imperative .... That has 
already become a secondary matter. That is so, because you have 
already revealed a great number of My words to the world. 

“Now what you must do is to ask your daughters to help you. 
l^et them assist you in making copies of My words, exactly as you 
have preserved them . . . Because, I may perhaps come for you 
when you least expect Me to do so. Today, I come to give you an 
explanation of the following truths: 

“A victim of My Divine Justice must deliver herself totally to 
the Divine Will. Within her heart she must bear the sentiments of 
being willing and ready to suffer either one thing or another; she 
must be prepared to die any day, he it one day or another; to die 
of an ordinary sickness, or of any other accidental infirmity; of any 
illness which may appear as being accidental. 

“A victim should always live united to Me, both by day and by 
night. She must be absolutely liquefied, interfused, dissolved, and 
melted in Me, so to speak. This blending of her will with Mine 
must be so complete, that I may be able to make use of her just 
as I desire. That is, for one thing or for another: in life: in agony: 
in death: or in purgatory . . . 

“The victim should convert every occurrence into one single 
act . . . This single act should consist of love for Me: and, love 
for souls because of Me. And, this act of love must always be 
offered through Mary, our Virgin Mother.... Do you now under¬ 
stand?” 

As Our Lord pronounced these words, I saw a flowering smile 
upon His lips. This smile made me feel so happy, that I exclaimed: 
‘How is it that Thou art so pleased now?* 

At that moment, Jesus drew very near to me. Then, taking me 
by the arm. He said: 

“Now get into your bed, My little spouse. ... My very little one 
... get into bed and rest a little. I will take care of you.” 

Indeed, these words uttered by Jesus and their fulfillment, were 
one and the same thing. For, at that precise moment, I got into bed 
and immediately fell fast asleep. There I rested peacefully for 
more than half an hour. Really, there was no disturbance of any 
kind. Nothing molested me in the least. Not even the violent 
coughing spells which have recently been almost continual! 

As soon as I awoke, the following words kept passing through 
my mind: ‘Jesus, the Spouse of Souls! . . . Thou dost never leave 
them alone. , • . Not even for one moment! .. • 

Then, why should we fear? . . . Why should we live in dread of 
anything? We must permit ourselves to be gently guided by Him; 
to be led by Him as He may fittingly dispose all thing in our 
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regard. Thus, may all things be accomplished according to His 
good pleasure! . 

“ We are in the hands of Jesus and we love Him. . . . Yes. w« 
are in His hands! ... We love Him! ... Let us, therefore, permit 
ourselves to be moulded, formed and fashioned by Him as He 
wills . . We must allow Him to do whatever He pleases with us. 

That suffices!! . . . Blessed be my God and Lord!! 


CONSCIENCE MATTER — AT DAWN ON ASCENSION 


Tuesday, February 29, 1972 

These Notes were written by me at 10.00 a.m.

THURSDAY, MAY 11, 1972. 


Feast of the Ascension of Our Lord into Heaven. 


At 3.00 a.m., while sleeping, I was awakened by the touch of a 
hand on my forehead. Understanding instantly that it was my 
Jesus, I sprang to the floor and knelt. Effectively, it was He; and 
He permitted me to see Him, gloriously resplendent, as He said 
to me: 

“Prepare yourself to write, and to read.” 

At Chat moment Jesus disappeared. In the meantime I prepared 
the necessary materials of paper and pen. Unfortunately, the light 
bulb wouldi not function. So, I had to spend a considerable amount 
of time looking for another. As soon as I was ready, I saw Jesus 
once more. Our Lord was dressed in a dark, red tunic, and a blue 
mantle. His expression was majestic, but sad. 

Then, I confessed to Him my interior state, concerning some 
very painful events that had recently occurred; and. which had dis¬ 
pleased me exceedingly. The matter was about some men who call 
themselves, and are. Ministers of the Church. Yet, -they undermine 
that selfsame Church. They are enemies of its Holy Doctrines and 
Morals. They corrupt the masses: especially the young: our 
youth. In fine, they are Communistic Leaders and Heretical Agi¬ 
tators. 

The aspect of Our Lord changed instantly. With a sorrowful 
Countenance, though still majestic and 1 beautiful. He manifested 
intense indignation. Then He sternly answered me: 

“These are those of whom I speak when I say: I know you not! 
You are not My Apostles. Depart from Me, you workers of 
iniquity!!!’ 5 

After that, Jesus directed me, saying: 

“Open the Holy Gospels, and read chapter XIII of Saint Luke.” 

I did as Jesus commanded. Then, when I had finished reading. 
Our Lordi said: 
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‘Therefore, those who are now proudly vaunting their malice, 
shall weep and gnash their teeth, blaspheming m ''a'Q. eterna.lv 
Yes for Si eternity; because, at that time 1 shall not be abk to 
i „ ’ mprrv No niercv will be manifested towards them at 

that time because, even from now, from the present time, they 
dose their will against Me. Sealing their will, they profane that 
which is Holy.” 

The voice of Jesus was solemnly grave. Then, 1 said to Our Lord: 

‘T «rd what can we do for them? ... Is there nothing that can 
begone now, for the good of their souls, and for Thy Glory, my 
Jesus?’ Jesus replied: 

“Yes, suffer with Me, and make atonement to My Justice.” 

Again, 1 asked: ‘Is there still time for them to be converted?’ 
Once more, Jesus was pleased to answer me, thus. 

“There is yet time! . . . however . • • They dose their souls 
against all Grace! . . . They are possessed by Satan.

Light to understand all that He explained. Then, I replied. 


‘O my Jesus! Then let it be now! Please send Thy Justice (pun¬ 
ishment) without delay!!* 

At this point, Jesus smiled again. Then, extending His right 
hand, He placed it upon my forehead and said: 

“I love you .. . and, you love Me.” 

After He had traced the Sign of the Cross upon my forehead 
with His thumb, Jesus disappeared. It was 4.45 a.m. 


Later that morning, while assisting at Holy Mass, I prayed in¬ 
tensely. Yes, at the Canon of the Mass I implored our Lord Jesus 
Christ, as the Second Person of the August (Majestic) Trinity, and 
as the Divine and Human Victim, that He should deign to present 
my petition to the Eternal Father. Indeed, since yesterday evening 
(the Eve of the Feast of the Ascension), I had written my little 
letter, as it is customary to do in Religious Communities. That is, 
on the Eve of the Ascension of our Lord into Heaven, as well as 
on the Eve of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, the 
Religious always write a little note of Petitions to be offered on 
those two Feast Days. 

This time, in my written petition I asked the Eternal Father, to 
grant me the grace quickly to leave this body. I besought Him to 
hear me; so that, my soul, being freed from the weight of the body 
may become more useful. Indeed, as soon as my soul is liberated 
and freed from these physical miseries, it will be more useful. 
Assisted by God’s grace, my soul will- then be enabled to render 
a more efficacious service to Holy Mother Church. 

This is the grace for which I have pleaded and hoped. Hence, 
with a deep faith, I firmly believe that it will be granted to me. 
This is my belief because, since I was a childl have been imploring 
Our Lord to grant it to me. The particular grace which 1 desire, is 
that He may permit me to serve His Holy Church until the Last 
Day: that is to say, until the End of the World. 

This was my selfsame intention when I consecrated myself as a 
Victim of Divine Justice. This intention of mine was even more 
deeply intensified when 1 repeated this Consecration by Perpetual 
Vow. Now again I am asking this favour with great fervour and a 
yearning desire. 

At that moment, I experienced a very intimate infusion; a pro¬ 
found certitude, that this favour will be granted to me. Indeed, 
this deep conviction was confirmed when I received Holy 
Communion. 

According to my usual custom, after Holy Communion I always 
retire from my place before the Altar. Especially when, as at pre¬ 
sent, I am still pervaded by the presence of the Supernatural! This

tinotly became aware of His Eucharistic Presence. 

At that very instant, Jesus said to me: 

“All of von ... the souls whom I have called to the V erge!...

It was then 7,15 a.m. Yet, Jesus still added: 

“Remain in Peace, My little one ... Now, go and attend to your 
duties ... I am always watching over you.

Padre Jonas: 

I wish to communicate this information to you:

VERGEL OF THE 

IMMACULATE VIRGIN OF GUADALUPE—June 9. 1972 

FEAST OF THE SACRED HEART OF JESUS 

During Holy Mass at 6.30 a.m.—At the hour of Holy Communion 
—which is usually a few minutes past 7.00 a.m. 


ANTECEDENTS: 

Lately I have been in very poor health; and 1 , this morning, it 
was worse than ever. I felt so ill that my assistance at Mass seemed 
impossible. For a few moments I thought that I would be de¬ 
prived of Holy Mass and Holy Communion. (This is what I 
thought because, among other ailments, my greatest indisposition 
in the morning consists of nausea, or a sickness of the stomach 
with a desire to vomit. This condition is now complicated with the 
vestiges of bronchitis which has remained with me for three 
months. 

Nevertheless, despite these indispositions, I was able to attend 
Holy Mass. I arrived just before the Consecration. — (When I am 
ill in this manner, it is my custom to retire to our cell immediately 
after Holy Communion. 1 retire in order to be with Jesus in soli¬ 
tude, while adoring Him during these moments. That is exactly 
what I did this morning.) 

Therefore, as soon as I knelt (in our cell), I felt the presence of 
Jesus. This time He was not alone; for, I saw Him before me with 
a whole Celestial Court of human beings. These were glorified 
souls; all of a feminine aspect. That is to say, a choir of women! 
At Our Lord’s right, there was the Blessed Virgin; and, at the 
opposite side of Jesus, there was one whom I did not recognise 
immediately (she resembled a Spaniard, having Spanish features). 
Indeed, the spectacle before me was simply fantastic! 

Here, I must be careful not to omit this particular detail: Both 
Jesus and my Blessed Mother were characterised by the colours of 
their apparel. Both of them wore red tunics (deep red) and blue 
mantles. With regard to the individual who stood opposite the 
Blessed Virgin, I could not discern the form nor the colour of her 
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apparel. The best that I could do was to barely decipher the form 
of her body. Her appearance was like a luminously glorified 
human figure. 

While contemplating this admirable spectacle before me. I 
heard the voice of Jesus saying to me: 

“This is the Choir of the Confidantes of My Heart” (confid¬ 
ante is a trusted person to whom secrets are imparted). 

Now, since I was able to distinguish the Blessed Virgin very 
clearly among them; and, knowing that, in fact. She was really 
His very first confidante, I asked Jesus: 

‘Who are the others?* 

Just then, Jesus began to name them for me. I believe that Our 
Lord named only a few of them; not all. I say that He did not 
name all of them, because, what I saw resembled an entire army 
behind Him. As Jesus called their names, each one replied: 

“I am Thine, O Heart of Jesus”!!! 

Our Lord began to name them in the following order: 

“Mary Magdalen of Bethany—Cecilia, Martyr—Agnes, Martyr 
—Rufina. Martyr—Claudia, Martyr—Eraerenciana, Martyr—Rose 
of Viterbo, Martyr—Margaret of Alacoque;”—(Just then, before 
this great Saint could reply. Our Lord named another, simultan¬ 
eously.) — “Margaret of Cortona, Virgin ” — (Our Lord called 
Saint Margaret of Cortona, a Virgin; even though, according to 
her biographers, before her conversion she had lived with a man 
in mortal sin). 

(Oh! The inscrutable, the sublime judgments of God! . . .Only 
God knows and understands His own exalted, unfathomable 
judgments. Hence, all that we can do is respect them, adore them, 
believe in His all-embracing power; and, in His unqualified will as 

Then Our Lord continued naming them as follows: 

. ‘^Magdalen de Pazzi — Sister Josefa Menendez, My Secretary— 
Sister Maria De Agreda” (this is the one who was on the other side 
of Jesus; opposite the Blessed Virgin. I noticed her well, because 
she replied immediately; and, I applied myself to studying her 
features; though briefly. This is the reason why I said that I im¬ 
mediately recognised in her, the Spanish characteristics of her 
features). 

Jesus then kept on calling each one by her name: 

“Sister Benigna, My Consolation — Sister Faustina — Gene¬ 
vieve Safrosa and her children — Angela of Foligno — Emiliana 
Romana — Sincletica the first — Macrina, Virgin, Martyr — 
Gudelia, Virgin — Marciana, Virgin and Martyr — Thccla, Jus- 


tina. Virgins, Martyrs — Pisca (Priscella) — Radegunda, Virgin** 

NOTIE:—Since there are two Saints who are named Radegunda, 
and since both of them are Virgins, I cannot tell to which of these 
two Saints Our Lord referred, unless He should deign to designate 
the particular Saint later on, I cannot be sure. Hence, there are 
two Saints named-Radegunda. One is from Paris, 680; the other 
from Spain, 1152.) 

Our Lord continued: 

“Adelgunda. Benedictine Abbess (of Belgium, 684) — Batidis, 
Queen (of Paris, 680) — Juana (Joan, Jane) of France, (Queen)— 
Agatha, Virgin and Martyr — Juliana of Bologna — Catherine of 
Siena and Catherine Emmerick — Apoloma, Virgin and Martyr— 
Sotera, Virgin and Martyr — Scholastica, Benedictine Abbess— 
Bemardita (Little Bernadette) — Eulalia, Virgin and Martyr — 
Euphrasia of Italy •— Pcrpotua and Felicitas, Martyrs. 

“Catherine of Bologna — Aurea — Mathilde of Germany — 
Louise dc Marillac, of Paris — My Columba, Virgin and Martyr— 
(this Saint’s name is marked on the calendar under March 15th; 
she was from Cologne). — Gertrude, Abbess, My ardent and 
faithful Confidante (her feast is on March 17th) — Fotina and her 
children. Martyrs — Clementina of Switzerland — Eugenia of 
Spain (on the calendar this Saint is called Virgin and Martyr. She 
was from Cordoba, Spain, 923). 

4k Balbina, Roman Virgin (130)—'Theodora, Martyr of Rome — 
Bbda, Abbess, Martyr of Scotland — Mary of Egypt, a most lov¬ 
ing and faithful penitent •— Engracia, Virgin and Martyr — Juli¬ 
ana, Abbess, My beloved Spouse of Liege (Feast day, April 15th); 
she proposed, and through her petition, -the Feast of Corpus 
Christi was instituted.) —Crescencia of Bavaria, intimate Confid¬ 
ante of My Heart — Casilda, Hermit, a Moorish Princess. 

“Gemma Galgani, a small but loving Confidante — Visia, Virgin 
and Martyr, to whom I showed Myself at the end of her life, with 
My Heart visible to her sight. In this manner I fortified her for 
martyrdom (on the calendar, her name is under April 12th). — 
Lidwina, Virgin of Holland; she was tender and little; she had 
revelations of My Mystical Passion — Basilisa and Anastasia, 
Martyrs at the beginning of My Church — Engracia of Zaragoza, 
Virgin and Martyr (of the year 304). 

“Potenciana, Virgin and Martyr (on the calendar it is written 
thus: Andujar, (First Century) —Honofrida, Virgin and Martyr, 
of Rome (Feast Day on the calendar, April 22nd). — Mariana, the 
Lily of Quito (Feast Day on the calendar, April 27th).—Hilder- 
garde. Empress (on the calendar, the Feast of this Saint is marked 
for April 30th, addling: “Wife of Charlemagne” 783) — Monica, 
My very beloved Spouse, Mother of Augustine (Feast on the cal¬ 
endar: May 4th). 
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"Crescencia, Roman Martyr (Feast on calendar. May 5th). — 
Gisela of Hungary (the calendar indicates: (“Wife of Saint Stephen 
of Hungary, XI Century”). —Imelda, Virgin (calendar feast May 
12th, adding: “Imelda, Virgin of Bologna, 1333”). — Restituta, 
Virgin and Martyr (calendar indicates: “Of Africa, during the 
reign of Valerian”). — Euphrasia, Martyr (calendar indicates: 
“Under Diocletian, Nicea”). — Petronila, Roman Virgin and 
Martyr — (calendar indicates: “I Century; Feast, May 31st”). 

“Clothilde of Paris to whom I manifested Myself as a Virginal 
Spouse (calendar feast, June 3rd; adding: “Wife of King Clodoveo, 
545)”. — Ana Maria Taigi of Rome (calendar feast, June 7th: 
adding: “Mother of a Roman Family, 1837”). 

“Juliana Falconieri (calendar feast, June 19th; adding: "Flor¬ 
ence, 1340”). — Demetria, intrepid Roman Virgin, martyred by 
Julian the Apostate (calendar says exactly the same thing; Feast: 
June 21st) — Agripina, Virgin, Martyr of Rome (calendar feast. 
June 23rd; of the year 259). — Edeltruda, Queen and Virgin of 
England (calendar indicates the same thing; feast . June 23rd) — 
Emiliana, Virgin and Martyr of Rome (calendar feast: June 30th) 
—Isabel of Portugal (calendar feast: July 8th). — Praxcdes, 
Roman Virgin” (calendar feast: July 21st). 

NOTE:—Another Gertrude is marked on the calendar, thus: 
(“Abbess, daughter of Saint Isabel of Thuringia.”) — Therefore, 
I do not know to which Gertrude Our Lord refers here. The Feast 
Day of this other Saint Gertrude falls on August 13th. The first 
Gertrude whose name I wrote on page 2 (of the original copy), has 
her Feast on March 17th). 

“Helen of My Cross (here Our LoTd clearly alludes to Saint 
Helena, Mother of the Emperor Constantine, of the year 330. It is 
Saint Helena who discovered the Cross of Jesus). Jane de Chan- 
tal, My valiant Spouse (Feast August 21st; Foundress of the Visi¬ 
tation Nuns). — Sabina, Roman Virgin and Martyr (calendar feast, 
August 29th; martyred under Adrian). — My Rose of America 
(here Our Lord clearly indicates Saint Rose of Lima, Patroness of 
Latin America; Feast August 30th). 

“Florentina of France (I found this one also on the calendar; the 
feast is on August 30th as the preceding one. The calendar adds: 
“Virgin, Martyr of France”). — My Rosita — Little Rose of Pal¬ 
ermo — (I found this one on the calendar under September 4th, 
and it adds: “Saint Rosalia, Virgin of Palermo, 1166; Feast on the 
same day as Saint Rose of Viterbo”). — My Little Virgin, Ephi- 
genia of Ethiopia—(I discovered this feast on the calendar under 
September 21st; indicating “Saint Ephigenia, Virgin, Ethiopia. 
First Century”). 

“Teresa of Avila (Feast, October 15th) — Paulina, Martyr of 
Rome (calendar feast, December 1st). — Bibiana, My Virgin, 
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martyred in Rome (Feast: December 2nd). Leocadia, Virgin and 
Martyr — (Found on calendar. Feast on December 9th. She was 
from Toledo, Spain). —Eulalia and Juliana, Virgins and Martyrs 
(I found their Feast on the calendar under December 10th). Lucia, 
Virgin and Martyr—(Feast day found on calendar under December 
13th; from Syracuse, in the year 304. Her relics repose in Venice). 

“Eugenia, little Roman Virgin and Martyr” (found on calendar 
under December 25th; of the year 265). 

1 found all the names of the Saints which my Jesus pronounced 
this morning. He said that to all of these Saints. He revealed the 
Secrets of His Heart. 

Then Our Lord said to me; 

“My Little Spouse through you, My heart has been fully (com¬ 
pletely) manifested. Note well, that before you, no one has suc¬ 
ceeded during her lifetime, in diffusing the Revelations of My Love 
and of My Heart, as at the present time. That is so because, these 
manifestations of My Justice, being linked together with My Mercy 
had already been decreed for these times. 

“Tell these things to your daughters, to your sons, and to Father 
Jonas. Also, relate these things to My Brother, Fidel, when he 
comes. 

“Let all of you praise My (Heavenly) Father, because this Pro¬ 
phecy has now been realized. 

“Do you remember what 1 told you from the beginning? And 
how I explained that all I need is to find docility in you? Do you 
recall what I told you then; that My instrument has to be just as 
you are? That is, little, lowly, plain and insignificant? . .. 

“Thus have I desired to come on this Feast Day, to tell you and 
to show you these things. I have come to gladden your hearts that 
all of you may rejoice.” 

At this point, I asked Jesus: ‘May I publish this, my Jesus?' 
Jesus replied: 

“Yes, you may publish this also.” 

Then Our Lord blessed me as He always does: Tracing the Sign 
of the Cross on my forehead, with His thumb. He withdrew. (It 
was then about 8.00 a.m.) 

(Feast of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, June 9, 1972). 


(NOTE- In order to transcribe the names of the Saints dictated 
to me by Jesus, I had to search for them in a Book containing a 
Religious Calendar. Hence, by reviewing and reading over these 
names, I was able to determine accurately all the names, which 1 
had heard Jesus repeating to me .. . 

“The poor Portavoz of Jesus”. 
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THE VERGED —WEDNESDAY, JULY 5, 1972— 
AFTER HOLY COMMUMON 
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designated, as a Fcastday of the Heavenly Father. Hence at this 
moment, my Jesus answered my unspoken question. That is, He 
caw me a reply regarding this matter winch was passing through 
toy mind; and.which I had just remembered. Thus, Our Ix>rd re- 
plied as follows: 

“Yes it is 1 who infused this idea into the mind of My Spouse, 
Maria be La Immaculada. I breathed My Spirit upon her, and 
He inspired her with this thought. This inspiration was given to 
her so that all of you may do something by way of honouring the 
(Heavenly) Father. This must be done, not only on one day, but, 
in a solmen triduum. Therefore, all of you must silently begin to 
honour the (Heavenly) Father in this manner. First of aU, com¬ 
municate this idea to Father Jonas, and to the Brothers (Minims). 

“After all of you have celebrated this Feast, communicate the 
idea to My Brother, B.X. Tell him about it so that he may pro¬ 
mote this Feast in the Holy See, in Rome. And, if they approve 
this solemnity (solemn Feast Day) in Rome, many sms will bo 
forgiven.” 

Just then, as J began to wonder how soon I should reveal this 
Message to the others, Jesus answered me again: 

“Yes, tell them today: this very day. Then, starting tomorrow, 
all can begin to celebrate this solemn Feast (Triduum). As soon 
as it has terminated, Padre Jonas may set out on lus journey in 
peace. But, for the present, all of you must guard this matter u, 
secret Keep it as a secret until Padre Jonas returns. I hen, when 
Padre returns, call My Brother B.X., and communicate this mes- 
sage to him. 

After saying these things, my Jesus taught me the following 
prayer, saying: 

“Mv Spouse, all of you must try to accustom yourselves to the 
practice of invoking the (Heavenly) Father in this manner: 

“Our Father Who art in Heaven!!. . . Send Jesus to us quickly! 
send Him soon, we pray Thee. With Faith, with Love, and with an 
ardent desire, we humbly beseech Thee to grant us this favour. Let 
Jesus come quickly, we implore Thee, that He may rescue so many 
sheep that are going astray on the way of perdition. O Heavenly 
Father We, Thy poor children here on earth, implore lnee! We 
supplicate Thee!! We confidently hope to obtain this favour from 
Thee. Amen.” 

Having said the last word, Jesus withdrew. As on other occas¬ 
ions, just at that moment. Our Lord: permitted me to feel the Sign 
which He made upon my forehead. That is to say, 1 felt the touch 
of His Hand, as He traced the Sign of the Cross on my forehead.

The first thing happened at the beginning of the Canon, dur¬ 
ing Holy Mass. It seemed as though a light flashed upon me 
suddenly. It was similar to an instantaneous illumination, or 
enlightenment of the understanding. This flash of light clarified a 
certain matter which I had been considering for several days. In¬ 
deed, I had been pondering and wondering, regarding the following 
question: 

“What definition can be given regarding the manner of dis¬ 
tinguishing the “Holy, Roman, Catholic, Apostolic Church” at the 
present time.?* 

This sudden light (or inspiration) was so clear, that it seemed 
as though Our Lord Jesus Christ Himself uttered the following 
words to me, thus: 

“My Church, is formed, by the Hierarchy and the Faithful. 
That is to say, by those who remain faithful to the doctrine and 
customs which have been defined by My Holy Vicars. It is formed 
by those who do not permit themselves to be seduced by the temp¬ 
tations of the arrogant and presumptuous, during this period of 
apostasy. This is the only way in which they can persevere faith¬ 
fully with Me. Those are the faithful souls who will be placed on 
My right hand, on the Day of Judgment. Let them meditate upon 
My Words in the Holy Gospel: ‘He that shall persevere unto the 
end shall be saved.’” 

All that has been written above was transmitted to me at that 
hour. A few moments later, as T received Holy Communion, my 
Jesus spoke to me once again. His voice was clear but calm and 
deliberate. Our Lord continued thus: 

“This is the reason why it is urgently necessary to have the 
Legion of Victim Souls, that they may offer themselves for each 
other. Thus will they rescue the souls who wander astray along the 
devious pathways, suggested to them by the Demon. 
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“In religious communities and in seminaries, there must be 
more silence and prayer; more sacrifice, penance, and sound spiri¬ 
tual reading (wholesome spiritual reading). The spiritual reading 
should be made from the books written by My Ecclesiastical Lum¬ 
inaries. These are the books which they have left to enlighten the 
minds of other generations.” 

Here, at this point, I began to wonder if the poor efforts which 
we make, arc pleasing to His Divine Majesty. Immediately. Jesus 
answered me again, saying: 

“Yes, My Spouse: the efforts exerted by all of you during 
these moments, are very pleasing to Me. Let none of the souls 
whom I bring here to you adopt the modern ideas. Therefore, 
continue to speak as you are doing . . . through ‘Estrella’ (our 
monthly magazine) ... I will protect you and your daughters.” 

At this moment, I thought about one of the Little Brothers 
among the Minims. Concerning him, Jesus explained: 

“With regard to that Brother? Do not fear his reprisals (retal¬ 
iations). It is now time to dismiss him; but pray for him. I shall 
now give you a sign for Padre Jonas: if the Brother humbly con¬ 
fesses his defects and begs forgiveness, he must be forgiven: hut 
only once more (he must be pardoned for only one more time). 
However, do not permit him to go outside of the Vergel any more. 
Let him work humbly in the house, inside; let him be engaged in 
whatever work he can do.” (“En Casa” means “inside the walls 
of the Vergel”). 

After a pause, my Jesus continued speaking, thus: 

“1 have something else to tell you: when you invite My Bro¬ 
ther B.X., you must do so in a filial manner. Then, wait until he 
is here among you, before you explain My request to him. Con¬ 
cerning the Feast of My (Heavenly) Father, tell him that he must 
make the effort to present this matter in Rome. He must do so 
without mentioning anything to them about Me. That is He must 
not say that it is Iwho have requested this feast,’through an extra¬ 
ordinary means. Hence, let him present the request as though it 
were simply by inspiration. Do you understand? 

“The prayer to My (Heavenly) Father which I have dictated 
to you, must always be recited with arms extended in the form of 
a Cross. That is, whenever it is possible. 

“When My Brother, B.X. conies, speak to him as to his con¬ 
science (as a matter of conscience for him). Tell him that modern¬ 
istic interpretations in the definitions, are displeasing to Me. 
Neither am I pleased with concelebrations; nor with the procedure 
that the seminarians should be infected with the contagious man¬ 
ners (corrupted morals) of present-day youth. The seminarians 
should not be exposed to the unusual (rare) habits (customs) that 


are so prevalent among the young people of the present time. All 
of these procedures are nefarious (heinous, abominable!!!). 

“Tell My Brother B.X., not to accede so easily to those pro¬ 
cedures. Tell him that he has not taken notice of his deviation. He 
is not aware of it because he has turned his back on My Work of 
Atonement. This has happened to him because in withdrawing or 
turning away from My Work (Order of Atonement), he has failed 
to obey Me!! 

“Tell My Brother, B.X., that I am now asking him to correct 
the error: to rectify the matter. He must apply the remedy by re¬ 
pairing the evil which he has permitted to infiltrate within the dio¬ 
cese; in the diocese which I have confided to him. Tell him that it 
is time for him to extricate himself from his error!!!” 

When Our Lord told me these things, I felt pained, grieved. I 
was distressed at the thought of delivering this Message to His 
Excellency. Presently, Jesus said to me: 

Do not be distressed, My little one! Nor should you experi¬ 
ence the least degree of fear .... obey Me! ... at least you!” 

Then Jesus withdrew, while letting me feel the Sign of His de¬ 
parture: the touch of His Hand making the Sign of the Cross upon 
my forehead. 

It was then 8.00 a.m. — Friday, July 14, 1972).

—(Comments of the Portavoz of Jesus in Mexico)— 

ABOUT 7.00 a.m. AT HOLY COMMUNION 


Jesus said: 


This lesson is applicable to every soul who sincerely desires to 
advance in the practice of virtue. The soul will recognise its own 
state, by the manner and intensity of its perturbation under correc¬ 
tion. This is like an index. It indicates whether or not one has 
made progress. For, effectively, when we are reprimanded for that 
which wc have really done wrong, we ought to feel grateful and 
not be disturbed in the least. 

Even more: there is a clear proof. When a soul no longer be¬ 
comes disturbed when corrected, and, not even when unjustly 
reprimanded, it has really improved. This is an indication that 
such a soul has advanced, or has made some progress on the way 
of perfection: or, in what is termed: the extirpation of personal 
defects. That is, the eradication or disappearance of that inordinate 
self-love which we naturally possess. 

Indeed, when this takes place, when wc begin to acquire this 
attitude, it is really a sign of improvement. It shows that we are ad¬ 
vancing, improving, and making progress in virtue. In fine, it is an 
indication that we arc doing well. 

We should never deviate; nor should we ever abandon the 
path which we have freely chosen. Neither should we become ter¬ 
rified and turn back because it is difficult. By no means! To human 
beings, whatever concerns virtue will seem to be difficult: not 
merely difficult, but impossible! However, with the assistance of 
(Divine) Grace, all can be achieved. 

(This is a commentary of the Portavoz. I have made these 
comments from my own personal experience.) 


“Though a person may have many defects, if he willingly 
humbles himself and strives to correct his faults when reprimanded 
he is in a better state than another who is apparently very observ¬ 
ant. This second type of individual may appear to be very obed¬ 
ient and submissive, but when reprimanded, he becomes disturbed 
aud agitated, instead of humbling himself and correcting his faults. 
Thus, instead of amending, he becomes troubled and disquieted 
under correction. Hence, he forthwith determines to deviate and go 
his own way. Therefore, even though this second type of individual 
should display manifest signs of humility, it is only apparent; it is 
nothing but vanity and pride. Because, in the innermost depths of 
his heart, he is angry. Thus he remains annoyed and resentful 
against the person who reprimanded him. 

“Therefore, let souls be alert to recognise the spirit which 
animates them. Likewise, the superiors must be vigilant to detect 
the spirit which motivates their children (their subjects). This vigi¬ 
lance is necessary so that superiors may know how to guide their 
subjects. Keep in mind that which I have said, and it is also 
written in Sacred Scriptures: ‘He who loves his soul, loves 
correction’ (reproof). 

“That is so, because, even though correction may hurt him, 
he appreciates it, loves it, and does not reject it. Such an individual 
is grateful, and subjects himself with a good will. He humbles him¬ 
self, asks pardon and continues on the pathway which he has be¬ 
gun to follow. He does not turn aside or deviate from that pathway. 
He does not seek to free himself from the yoke. On the contrary, 
instead of seeking to be liberated from the yoke, he submits 
himself to it for love of Me: and, for the Salvation of his Soul.” 

(These words of Jesus were spoken to the Portavoz of Jesus) 
on Thursday morning, August 10, 1972, about 7.30 a.m. At Holy 
Communion.

MATTER OF CONSCIENCE 


On entering our cell this morning, after Holy Communion, I 
suddenly perceived the presence of Jesus. I felt His presence within 
me and near me. In a word, He filled every space. 

Just then, Our Lord said to me: 

“My spouse, My very little one, get some paper and write.” 

(I obeyed; and He dictated the following):— 

“I am being appeased, and satisfactory reparation is being 
made to Me by My children, the Brother-Minims, In their prepara¬ 
tion to consecrate themselves to My service. 

‘I desire that in their ceremonial for the reception of the habit, 
the following words be inserted: 

“‘Receive, My Little Brothers, the Livery of Our Blessed 
Mother, whose perpetual help will assist you, as you wear it on 
your bodies in every place, everywhere. Wear it with love and re¬ 
spect; and, handle it with great care. This Holy Habit will dis¬ 
tinguish you for all eternity, as children of My Blessed Mother, and 
as My ultimate Apostles upon earth.’ 

“Little spouse of Mine: when My Brother B.X. comes, tell 
him that he must withdraw (separate himself) from the apostate 
hierarchy. Tell it to him openly. 

“With regard to Padre Jonas, I desire that he should make 
his perpetual vows now: and not the temporary vows. Because, in 
the depths of his soul, he has the firm will (determination) to be 
faithful. Moreover, there is no more time to wait any longer. 

“Let all of you notice how I live among you in the Com¬ 
munity, assisting you constantly. Sometimes, a thought or a word 
whicli occurs to those among you, is My inspiration. It is as your 
Vicaress expresses it: ‘Heaven is having a Feast Day, because of 
the approaching ceremony of the Brother-Minims! In heaven, such 
a thing as time docs not exist; but, it does exist in the militant 
Church. Hence, whatever takes place in My militant Church 
transcends to heaven. 

“Finally, tell Padre Jonas that all of them should gather this 
evening, before My tabernacle: only the Brothers. As they unite 


there, together before My tabernacle, let all of the Minim-Brothers 
recite the Marian Act of Consecration of the Holy Slavery to Mary. 
This will be the preparation for their common ceremony.” 

When my Jesus had finished speaking these words, I felt that 
He drew very near to me. So near did my Jesus approach me that 
I felt the warmth of His breath upon my face; but I did not see 
Him. Then, since Jesus knew that I had a great desire to behold 
Him, He permitted Himself to be seen by me. Our Lord was 
dressed in a red tunic, and He wore His blue mantle. His feet did 
not touch the floor, but remained suspended in the air, near to my 
bed-head. This is where I always keep my Profession Cross. Then 
Jesus took my Cross and gave it to me to kiss. While I was kissing 
my Profession Cross, Our Lord disappeared. 

After Jesus had disappeared, the sensation of a very strong 
perfume remained. It smelt like the fragrance of spikenard. How¬ 
ever, I believe that the aroma of this fragrant ointment was meant 
for me to obtain only a mere perception of it. For at this mom¬ 
ent, as I terminate these notes, the fragrance is no longer percep¬ 
tible. May all be for the Glory of God! 

It was 7.30 a.m. when I began to write these notes.

LONG LIVE THE VICAR OF CHRIST! 


About 6.30 a.m. when Holy Mass was about to commence, I 
prepared to go to our little Chapel. As I went to turn off the light 
m the room where I am now installed, I heard the voice of Jesus 
speaking to me. (Our Lord spoke within me; not with Ilis physical 
voice.) The following is exactly what he said to me: 

“Leave the Sight on, and prepare some paper and pen; because 
I have something to tell you.” 

Obeying the command of Jesus, I proceeded to our Little 
Chapel. In a few moments, however, I had to return to the room. 
I came back to make a note of something which Our Lord had just 
told me after the Consecration in the Mass. Before I should forget 
His words, I immediately went to write them down. Lately, be¬ 
cause of my age and infirmities, sometimes I forget the textual 
words of Jesus; I know, and I feel that His words should be written 
tcxtually. Very well; in continuation, Jesus added the following 
words: 

“Insist on teaching your neighbour the emptiness of ail things. 
In this life, all things are empty if they are not used to honour 
God, Who is the Creator of all things. The only means of honour¬ 
ing God is this: let each individual occupy himself with the task of 
serving God in his true vocation. Only then is God honoured by 
cacli person.” 

When I had finished making a note of these words, I returned 
to the Chapel to receive Holy Communion. Immediately after I 
received Holy Communion, I returned straightaway to our cell, as 
I had understood I should do. Indeed, everything happened exactly 
according to my understanding of the command which had been 
given me. For, as soon as I knelt beside our bed, Jesus continued 
dictating His words to me, thus: 


“The vocation of each individual is to be found in that place 
where he fulfds the Divine Will. That is so even when it may be 
necessary, at times, to act contrary to the human will. That is to 
say, by controlling, mastering and sacrificing the human will to 
God. All are obliged to tend towards perfection (until it is attained). 
By the term “all” is meant, even those whom I have not called to 
render (heir service in the religious or ecclesiastical life. Therefore, 
in every state of life, human beings are obliged to seek perfection.” 

Here, my Jesus made a brief pause. Meanwhile, I continued 
writing rapidly what He had dictated to me. At the same time, T 
understood that these words expressed a Pure Doctrine. This is a 
very elevated doctrine; exceedingly Holy! Then, Our Lord con¬ 
tinued as follows: 

“Perfection is the only means that will open the gates of 
Heaven to all. Hence, if all do not perfect themselves in this life 
. . . they lose a great deal . . . then, after death, they will have a 
very costly price to pay for this loss!! . . . After death it will cost 
them very ninch to enter My Kingdom. 

“As for Purgatory? . . . even though Purgatory DETAINS 
the soul, and confirms it in the state of grace, nevertheless 
.... Purgatory is not to be desired . . . Purgatory should 
not be desired merely because souls are slothful, sluggish or lazy 
in applying themselves to work for their perfection here below. It 
is true that Pnrgatory may sometimes be a solution to the danger 
of Eternal Condemnation. Yet, the coward who does not strive to 
gain control of his passions here below, until he attains perfection, 
does not render Glory to God.” 

Here, again, Jesus paused briefly. In the incantine. He placed 
His hand upon my mouth (I did not see His hand; I simply felt it). 
(During all the time that Jesus had been .speaking, 1 only heard His 
voice; He did not show Himself visibly to me.) At this moment, 
I heard Jesus’ voice with my physical ears, as I had been hearing 
Him since I received Holy Communion. Now, Our Lord proceeded: 

“Therefore, teach everyone that all human beings must be 
guided by the light of truth; not by false illusions; or, by some 
eventual, future prosperity!!! Here and now!!! At the present 
time! Let each and everyone avail himself of the present moment, 
in seeking perfection.” 

When my Jesus had uttered these words. He paused once 
more. Then, with great emphasis, Our Lord continued. 

“Let all of them relinquish earthly goods!!! Yes, all of them 
I have said (seculars and religious; priests; bachelors, spinsters, 
married couples). Let all of them relinquish the vanities and filth 
of the world!!! And, let them live according to the tenor of My 
Doctrine. That is, according to the example which I, Jesus, came 
down to teach them!!”

MATTER OF CONSCIENCE — THE WORDS OF JESUS 
RECEIVED THIS MORNING: 


While attending Holy Mass (this morning), I suffered many 
physical indispositions, having passed a very painful night. Dur¬ 
ing the previous night, not only had I endured physical pains, but 
also, moral preoccupations. Thus, after the Consecration (in the 
Mass), Our Lord spoke to me, saying: 

“Remember!! I had already prepared you for this hour. There¬ 
fore, do not become fainthearted and dejected! Look at your 
daughters ... See how they support and encourage you! Do not 
despond so rapidly, My beloved spouse!!! Everything will end all 
right, according to My plans.” 

Then, after I had received Holy Communion, Our Lord con- 
tinued speaking to me, thus: 

“Behold . .. have you noticed? I can heal you in a moment.” 

(Thus it happened, at that very instant, Jesus removed all of 
my painful sufferings; and, He restored all of my physical agility). 
Then, our Lord continued: 

“But, the matter is that you have to suffer. At the present 
time, I am within you, and you are in Me. We are united in a very 
close intimacy, through My physical presence. I am really and 
truly here present in My Body and Blood, Soul and Divinity. Thus 
in one instant, I have taken away all of your pains and sufferings. 
I have relieved you of your infirmities and restored your agility.” 

Then Jesus proceeded: 

“My little one, I desire that you understand!! Understand well, 
that, when you suffer in your body, it is because I need your sacri¬ 
fice. J need your sufferings that I may apply them as My own, in 
atonement. You may teach this (lesson) to others, because it forms 
a part of the Doctrine of Victims.” 
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During those moments, 1 kepi thinking of something (tout I did 
not tell Jesus anything about my thoughts). The thought came to 
my mind: ‘Why did Our Lord not say all of these things to me 
early this morning; or, on any of these previous nights; or at early 
dawn, while I lay awake suffering and meditating? However, He 
Who penetrates our thoughts, immediatey said to me: 

“There ... in your cell? . .. Yes, I shall soon visit you there. 
But now, I wish to say the following things to you: . . . Write: — 
The attitude of My Brother, B.X., pierces Me. It wounds Me to 
behold his manner of acting. But, I forgive him. The blame is to 
be laid upon the wicked individuals, who unite together in caus¬ 
ing the fall of those who are upright of heart. 

“On this very day, let Mother Vicaria (Mother Vicaress) go to 
Hainan. Send her there accompanied by another sister. They must 
go quickly!! And, when they arrive there, Id them ask the Bishop 
to solicit from Rome, the Feast in honour of My Heavenly Father. 
Also, let them invite the Bishop once more (to come here to the 
Vergel). In addition tell them to ask Him what is the surest manner 
bv which your letters may reach Him sealed and discreetly de¬ 
livered. Therefore, insist!!! . . . insist upon this point.. . . . all of 
you continue praying. Continue to be faithful as you have all pro- 
cceded unto this present day!!” 

(This occurred about a few minutes after Mass in the morning.)

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MESSAGE FROM OUR LORD CONCERNING THE 

OBLIGATION OF LIVING A LIFE OF PERFECTION 

(This Message ratifies that of October 17, of this same year (1972). 
It was published in “ESTRELLA” for the month of 
November, on page 16) 


Wednesday, December 20, 1972, at 3.00 a.m. 


1 was fast asleep; then I suddenly awoke, because our cell 
was flooded with light. This light was very familiar to me; because, 
it is the splendour which radiates from the presence of Jesus. 

Awakening, therefore, I sprang to the floor and knelt. Then, 
almost weeping. I asked Jesus that He should deign to let me see 
Him. Immediately Our Lord permitted me to behold Him stand¬ 
ing in front of me. Then, Jesus said: 

“Write: The words which I have given you concerning the 
perfection which is of obligation for all, should have already been 
sent to .... (Here Jesus named a certain person whose name must 
be discreetly withheld by me). You must send these words to him 
on this very day. Tell him, on My behalf, that he must publish 
these words, adding a prologue composed by himself. In his pro¬ 
logue, he must exhort the world that no one shall attain salvation, 
without leading a life of perfection.” 

Our Lord then alluded to some news which was brought here 
by a Priest. Regarding this information, Jesus said: 

“The news which has reached you through these visitors of 
Rev. Padre Jonas is very true. At the present time, the demon is 
taking the greater number of souls along with him, to his kingdom.” 

Next, Our Lord made allusion to some words which He 
deigned to express in the “Universal Messages” given to the world 
by Him. That is. His “Messages given to the whole world” through 
this miserable soul; and which are already well known. However, 
hardly anyone pays attention to these Messages. The words to 
which Jesus referred at this moment, were as follows: 

“At the present time, that Message of Mine is now being 
realized. It Is the Message wherein I said: ‘If they do not pay 
attention to My request; if neither one (group) nor the other, of 
My children, should be willing to give Me what I ask of them, I 


shall abandon them to their whims and fancies. Then, after a 
tragic corruption, I will come and hurl all of them into hell’!”

“It is, therefore, urgent that you should once more insist upon 
the fact that I have not spoken in vain (that I have spoken for a 
reason). Hence, be perfect. Indeed, everyone should strive towards 
perfection; towards attaining his own perfection. 

“Great sinners should come to Me, repentant; while making 
great efforts to relinquish sin. Tepid souls must approach Me, 
while striving to become fervent. The ministers of My Church who 
have prevaricated, must retract if they desire to be saved. On the 
contrary, if they should desist . . . what a terrible eternity awaits 
those who are obstinate! ! !” 

(At this point, I conceived an idea which I did not pronounce.) 
Though I did not express this thought to Jesus, it crossed my mind, 
thus: ‘Why is He, Jesus, so silent in the Tabernacles?’ 

These were my reflections, because, I believe that it would be 
a very good thing for Him (Our Lord) to speak to many from the 
Holy Eucharist. Of course. I understand that my thoughts arc 
sheer nonsense; for, He (Jesus) knows much better than T, how all 
of these things should be done. 

However, since Jesus reads the very depths of our souls, and 
penetrates all our thoughts. He knew what I was thinking. Hence 
even though I had not asked Our Lord any audible question, He 
answered me, as follows: 

“My silence? . . . Ah, My spouse! . . . All that concerns My 
silence depends upon the mandate of My Heavenly Father. Divine 
Justice is brimful; it is overflowing! ! ! To be sure, there are some 
souls who offer themselves as victims; but . . . they are few in 
comparison with the momentary increase of sin!!! 

“Where arc the acts of penance that should be performed? . . . 
The penance that is due? ? ? . . . Who does penance anymore? ! ! 

. . . Everyone lives his life seeking commodities, conveniences. 
Behold, after I have redeemed them, the human race has become 
pagan. Human beings have converted themselves into veritable 
pagans; and, they refuse to live as Christians. That is, they are 
unwilling to live and act as Christians. 

“Hence ... by proceeding in this manner, will they be able 
to attain salvation? . . . Will they ever be saved by proceeding as 
they do? . . . Will they be able to aid Me in saving other souls 
from this whirlpool? . . . From this actual engulfing turmoil? 

“It is as I have already told you several times before: All 
should forget everything else and love Me. That is to say, live your 
lives at the present time, not for the body, but for the soul! Do not 
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The poor Portavoz of Jesus in Mexico 
May all be for the Glory of God! 


MATTER OF CONSCIENCE 

DURING HOLY MASS AT 11.00 a.m. 
SUNDAY. DECEMBER 31. 1972 
AT MY COMMUNION DURING HOLY MASS: 


During Holy Mass I had been imploring and beseeching Our 
Lord, to come quickly and show Himself to all; to everyone. 
Throughout this (Christmas) Time, 1 had also been insistently 
begging the Infant Jesus of Bethlehem for this grace. Even though 
Our Lord Himself had explained the cause of this delay a few days 
ago, I continued pleading. Yes, lie has explained that the grace of 
His coming depends upon the Heavenly Father. During the entire 
day, and at every hour of the day, I supplicate Jesus to come, 
saying to Him: ‘Come, Lord Jesus! Come quickly, and delay no 
longer.* 

Thus, as soon as I had received Holy Communion, 1 immedi¬ 
ately felt that Jesus was about to suspend my senses, in an intense 
state of ecstasy. Indeed, He carried me very far away in spirit. I 
completely ceased perceiving all the things that surrounded me. 
Later, when I came back to myself. Holy Mass had already termi¬ 
nated. Everyone had left the Chapel. Only two of the Sisters re¬ 
mained there with me. They were supporting me lest I should fall. 
They said that it seemed as though I was about to fall; for this 
reason they remained to take care of me. 

While the Sacred Host was in my mouth, my surroundings 
were still recognizable to me. I was even aware of the place where 
I knelt, etc. However, as soon as I had swallowed the Sacred Host, 
all sensible objects vanished from my consciousness. From that 
moment. I knew nothing of the things existing here below. That is 
to say, I felt nothing; I saw nothing; and I heard nothing. 

Jesus permitted me to see Him as an Infant in the Manger. I 
saw the Blessed Virgin Mary, Saint Joseph, the animals, a few 
shepherds, etc., etc. I also heard the heavenly canticles of the 
Angels.

As I listened to this strophe, I recognised it as the Hymn to 
the Eternal Father, which Our Lord inspired our Mother Vicaress 
to write . . . Just then, I heard that it was being sung by a multi¬ 
tude of voices. Some of those voices were heard very close to the 
little Portal of the Stable of Bethlehem. Among them, I heard the 
voice of the Blessed Virgin Mary; because She united Her voice 
to theirs in singing the Hymn. Indeed, Our Blessed Lady sang this 
Hymn in the most delightful accents. 

Other voices were also heard. These were the voices of the 
souls in the other life. These souls who are already confirmed in 
grace, prayed for the consummation of the Kingdom of Jesus. They 
have not yet entered the empyrean heaven, that is, the highest 
heaven, where they may contemplate God, the Highest Good: God 
the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghost.

I believe that during all of that time, my body must have re¬ 
mained here below as though it were dead; insensible. Because. I 
had completely lost the notion of all sensible objects surrounding 
me. I was also unconscious of all idea of time. 

Presently, I found myself in another scene. No longer was I 
in the stable of Bethlehem. Now I was walking along a road, and 
Jesus was with me. The pathway was lined with Crosses. This is a 
path which I had already seen many years ago. It was in the year 
1931. Instantly, I comprehended that this was the pathway of my 
life. At that time, in 1931, I beheld the three Crosses of Calvary 
at the end of the path before me. 

It was not so this time, however. Now it was different. As I 
gazed, I perceived a beautiful horizon! ! Proceeding, we continued 
ascending. Jesus sustained me at the back (as He had done on the 
day of my agony, during this year (1972). On this pathway. Our 
Lord manifested Himself as of mature age. He wore a red tunic 
and a blue mantle. I was dressed in like manner, because I wore 
my Holy Habit. 

Presently, Jesus said to me: “Look behind you.” As I turned 
around, I saw Calvary behind us with the three Crosses in the re¬ 
mote distance. I also perceived that behind my Jesus and me. Saint 
Joseph and the Blessed Virgin followed closely. They wore gar¬ 
ments exactly the same as Jesus and I had been wearing. 

Saint Joseph carried a staff in his hand. As soon as I turned

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FIRST MESSAGE OF 1973 
(Given at dawn, 21st January) 


Sunday, January 21, 1973. 

At dawn, when I was sleeping deeply, I felt that Jesus was 
awakening me. saying to me: “Little one ... I have a discourse 
for you to write.” 

I jumped out of bed and knelt, and, in fact, our cell was full 
of light. I could not see Jesus but I felt His presence there within, 
and I was immediately possessed of that respect and adoration that 
He infuses. After kneeling for a moment I arose to go to a place 
where 1 kept, for this purpose, pen and paper, but now, through an 
oversight, they were not there. It caused me sorrow, but He said to 
me kindly: “Sleep now, little one ... 1 will see that you do not 
forget even one letter of that which 1 am going to say. Listen to 
this discourse: 

“Ecumenism means that all the religions are fused into just 
one; but, which one? In the true and only one: The Apostolic 
Roman Catholic. This means also that those traitors who have 
turned their backs on Me and are within My Church must be con¬ 
verted and must publicly confess their sin. And this is not happen¬ 
ing. because each day, more and more grace is lacking in them. 
Therefore, it is necessary that I return among you and work this 
miracle that no one will be able to do but God, and I am God. 

“Note well that, with this, wc are returning to that which I 
have entrusted to you. in order that you in turn may reveal it: ‘that 
filial devotion may be given to My Heavenly Father.* Remember 
that since you were a child, I was telling you: ‘first to the Father! !’ 
It is necessary that an annual triduum be dedicated to Him, the 
Heavenly Father, and that that which I have inspired among you 
a few days ago may be sung and prayed frequently; the same 
which My Most Holy Mother has done with you and taught you 
to sing on the last day of last year as you humans count (time). 

“That this may be published as soon as possible, this very 
day, make it known and communicate it to those souls who come 
to the Vergel; and it will be for them the beginning of the grace of 
predilection.”

MESSAGE OF MARCH 23rd, 1973 


My brothers in Christ and the Most Pure Virgin: I related to 
you the last time that “Estrella” was published, (in April), some¬ 
thing about Victim Souls and T promised you in the following 
issue (the present one) to explain the same theme; for 1 have made 
many notes about the doctrine of Victimhood to the Divine Justice 
for many years past. But my Jesus has willed now that I relate to 
you some other things that He has just taught and explained this 
morning (March 23, 1973). Thus it is His Will that I relate these 
Divine words of His that teach us very beautiful and good things. 
According to my poor understanding, what He said to me now is 
a lesson on the refinement of Christianity—on the refinement of 
Christian virtues, above all of charity, of brotherhood with our 
neighbours, and even with the irrational beings. What’s more: He 
wants us to give thanks to God for all the good that we find in 
each moment of this life, recognising that it is His Providence, the 
exquisite love that He has for us, lie Who gives and orders every¬ 
thing for our good. But here He deals with knowing how to use all 
things to glorify Him and to sanctify our life, and as a result, our 
soul, and thus to save many other souls. After He gave me this 
lesson this morning. I have thought about and meditated on what 
title to give this Divine Message, and it occurred to me to call it 
thus: 

We must meditate and know how to understand how to find 
the truth that is hidden in all the created creatures and even in all 
the things that surround us. Understanding that everything is an 
effect promoted by His Great Divine Kindness, to help us to be 
grateful and to obtain His Divine Grace and thus, to merit Heaven 
and be happy, not so much here below, but above, eternally in the 
Glory of God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Spirit, Who 
form a Single True God. That is to say, my dear brothers: all this 
is reduced to knowing how to observe faithfully the Sacred 
Doctrine that God Our Lord has given to us; first in the Old Testa¬ 
ment, through the Patriarchs, and in the New, through Jesus Christ, 
the living Son of God, Who through His word and His life, taught 
us the road of virtue that leads to Heaven. 

It seems to me that what my most beloved Spouse Jesus 
deigns to teach me now is the elaboration of other Messages that 
He has given me ‘for souls and for His Church’; as He is always 
apt to tell me. For example, a little while ago. He spoke about the 
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obligation that all human beings have to aim at perfection. Surely 
this then seems to be the same, although now He has emphasized 
other details, applicable in the actual life of us humans. I pray 
then, that you may profit from these teachings, and pray for this 
poor sister of yours, so I too may profit from them. 

I am going to write a prologue, with the events preceding the 
moment of my having received such a Divine lesson from my Jesus 
this morning. 1 spent the night very poorly, due to my physical 
afflictions. For many hours 1 was in the solitude of our cell, in 
prayer, and very recollected in my God, and nevertheless, nothing 
extraordinary happened to me. When it was the hour for Holy 
Mass, 1 got ready to go to the little Chapel of our humble Convent. 
On arriving at the door that provides access to a room on the way 
to the Chapel, I met a little cat that we have, which looked piti¬ 
ful, as he was wailing for someone to give him something to 
eat. I felt sorry for him, however, and went to the kitchen and pre¬ 
pared him food and left it for him, going then to the Chapel. But. 
while going to the Chapel, as 1 passed by where earlier I had had 
our cell, (but for some time now. by the will of all the Community, 
and because my Jesus requested it, I left, it being converted into a 
little oratory), J entered this room that is very secluded in order to 
pray, meaning to leave then and nothing more; but it was then that 
1 heard His voice near me; He said to me: “My spouse, My little 
one, look, prepare yourself to take down something that I am going 
to tell you when you receive Communion, and come here to hide 
in Our perfumed cell, full of flowers and with a lighted lamp as I 
have asked you. Here My little one, all of you must study and 
meditate on this lesson.” 

This was all that He said to me and 1 had to leave quickly to 
bring and have ready paper and a pen; to go to Communion and 
then to return. And when I returned. He continued in a sweet 
voice, very close to me, that is to say, not a loud voice, as on some 
other occasions, but in a moderate voice and with deliberation. I 
took down everything on my knees and He said to me thus: “Note 
well and write: all the statues you have placed here depict Me and 
honour My Heavenly Father.” 

1 want to comment: When Jesus said this to me, I marvelled 
a great deal for there is in that little oratory no statue of Him other 
than a Crucifix; Our Holy Mother of Perpetual Help; She again 
in a picture of “Our Lady of Sorrows:” then She again as “The 
Divine Infant”—a little statue of the Sacred Heart and another of 
Our Father St. Joseph. Well then, He continued, saying to me: 
“The central Crucifix is telling them that I love them until the end, 
in sorrow and humility! ! For just as one day they lifted Me up on 
the Cross on Mount Calvary, thus I have remained, although hid¬ 
den, in the Consecrated Hosts, as in the images of the Cross, that 
depict Me nailed for love of you humans. I have come to seek and 
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to redeem only humans; for the other beings that I have created in 
union with the Father and the Holy Spirit Who moves us . . . all 
follow the laws of creation; and mail, the human being, whom We 
have made beloved through love, and have created him to Our 
image and likeness . . . man ... is disobedient, cruel and, at least, 
unfaithful and deceitful.” 

And here my Divine Jesus kept a moment of silence before 
continuing: “My beloved, I am going to explain to you the mystery 
of the veneration of all images. But especially those that include 
Me, the Son of God and of the Virgin Mary. All of you have 
obeyed in converting your old cell into My cell; and here you come 
to pray recollected, when the Chapel is occupied in other cere¬ 
monies that also honour Me; that is, when secular persons who 
adore My Eucharistic Tabernacle, congregate there. Moreover, as 
I have said: all this house ... all this place ... is My Tabernacle, 
and you are My hosts of immolation. You have placed m the 
centre of My little cell, My Crucified image: certainly in that image 
I myself am represented and you honour greatly the Divine Trinity. 
The veneration of the Crucifix whose true name is ‘Christ fastened, 
nailed to the Cross ... * 

“But you have at the foot of My crucified image, the statue of 
My Mother when She was a little child (a baby) and She is sleeping 
in that statue, entitled, “The Divine Infant ” Thus it is. My spouse 
. . . thus it is: My Mother although very small and even sleeping 
did not live except to deliver Herself up to Me, Her Son, to the 
Divine Spirit, her promised Spouse and to the Heavenly Father; in 
such a way that My Mother has the title of — .'Divine Virgin 
Mother of Christ Who is God’—‘Spouse of the Divine Holy Spirit 
Who is God’—‘beloved Daughter of the Father of the Heavens 
Who is God!! ... do you see . . . little one? 

“What I want to say is that: I am there also, in that statue; 
for She was privileged, being conceived without sin, because She 
had to give Me her flesh and blood.” 

And here My Jesus made another pause; a pause that per¬ 
mitted me to consider such beautiful things that He was telling me. 
Then He continued: “You have also at the right side of this little 
altar, the statue of My Mother and your Mother also, predestined 
to be in these last limes, the Mother General of the Order of 
Atonement, and the Universal Mother of the Holy Roman Church; 
and in this image . . . what is that which She shows you??? Me!! 
Her Son, your Redeemer. God. In her maternal hands I lie to re¬ 
ceive the instruments of My Passion and Death. Here She is My 
Throne. Therefore, through Her, you venerate Christ, the Re¬ 
deemer of the world. And on the other side . . . what have you 
put but Her sorrowful image . . . which accepts total sorrow 
and presses it to Her breast. In Her sorrowful image I am 
there also . . . your Redeemer, God. But still there is more . . . 
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above the little table that you have improvised as this hidden 
altar, that must continue thus until I come . . .to the right you 
have the Image of My Sacred Heart. Very well! ! You have not 
placed it there except by a previous inspiration from Me; there I 
am guarding My Most Holy Mother in her childhood sleep. And 
on the other side, the statue of My foster father, that you must 
never lack, and for that reason ... I have sent it to you . . . 
through another’s hands, providentially. And what does this statue 
show? Me, as a child.” 

And again my Jesus kept a moment of silence. Then He con¬ 
cluded: “Yes, indeed. My spouse: here below all the things that 
happen are either sent or permitted by Me. My Father St. Joseph 
is your Protector and Spiritual Teacher. Love him much, venerate 
him and propagate his devotion, too.” 

And again Jesus was silent, although briefly. Then He con¬ 
tinued, saying: “All the images of My Saints, of My angels and 
celestial hosts: those, too, of those souls that are purifying them¬ 
selves in Purgatory, join in venerating them. The demon abhors 
these images, they all have some spark of the Divine; they repre¬ 
sent Me, My Father or the Divine Spirit Who sanctifies.” 

Here Jesus seemed to be drawing very close to me, more 
intimately and lowering Ilis voice; in a moment He said to me: 
“Look, little one, I have wanted to give this lesson to you so that 
you may teach that there is no creature on earth, rational or 
irrational, that does not have something that reveals the marvel of 
its Creator. You were moved to compassion this morning on seeing 
your cat (‘kitty-cat’) being at the doorstep waiting for something 
. . . and you went to the kitchen and procured some food for him; 
meanwhile you deprived yourself of being in the little Chapel; but 
you obeyed the tenderness that I gave your heart, and for a little 
animal you sacrificed that which, at first glance, would seem an 
injustice . . . No! ! You were right; good motions always go from 
My Heart to the human heart; and it docs not matter that no one 
acknowledges it, nor does it matter that the good may be done to 
a beggar or ail animal . . . and ... the more destitute that being is. 
the better is the merciful action in My eyes. For those little good 
things ... I give grace . . . and if that grace prospers, I give more 
grace . . . and thus Heaven is attained ! ! Because thus God is 
pleased. Have you understood the lesson? It is, that you must find 
God the Creator even in a kitty-cat, in a little bird ... in an ant 
. . . and, if at times, it is necessary to kill the harmful insects and 
animals—or those that must serve for the nourishment of the 
human being, you must make use of them in giving thanks to the 
Creator of all things. And even the inanimate objects, fruit of 
human ingenuity, the honour and glory is owed to Me.” 


1 had been writing these things when suddenly, I heard my 
Jesus saying to me: “Enough now, little one: Now, read this to 
your daughter nuns, and publish it in ‘Estrella.’ 

Here I remembered the business of the printing press that one 
had thought of buying, but He said to me: “The press. Ah! For 
now, continue as you are: My Providence will not fail you.” 

On coming to myself, it was eight in the morning, which 
means that this narration lasted an hour.

Note from “Estrella": We transcribe integrally the communication 
we have received. We remind our readers, especially those who 
have periodic publications, that they may transcribe these words in 
the same manner, but without altering them in the least. 

A Message to the world about being “ALERT” with respect 
to diabolical religious errors. 

My brothers in Christ Our Lord and the Blessed Virgin, our 
Pure, Virginal Mother, mediatrix of all graces to whom it is nec¬ 
essary to have recourse constantly, so that she may free us from 
the cunning of the demon: I am writing these things on the next to 
the last day of the month of May (1973), the month of Mary, and 
I know that it will be published in “Estrella” in July. I know well 
that the publication of these things will attract dangers of a natural 
order for me and the “Minims" but—it does not matter! With 
firmness wc must seek first, “The Kingdom of God and His 
Justice." 

I am going to refer to some antecedents, so that you may see 
the hand of Providence preparing this message for me. One after¬ 
noon, during this same month, some persons sent me a book—a 
paper-bound edition—entitled ‘Catholic Pentecostals.’ 

The book has as its authors Kevin & Dorothy Kanaghan, of 
the Publishers “LOGOS INTERNATIONAL” Plainfield, N.J., 
U.S.A. 

It surprised me that the designation ‘Catholic’ would be joined 
to that of ‘Pentecostals’; for I had known of this movement and of 
certain groups of this sect, through individual persons who had 
given me their impression, giving its grotesque and theatrical cult. 
Thus, on seeing the word ‘Catholic’, I looked for the ecclesiastical 
permissions; and my astonishment was great when I saw that, actu¬ 
ally, it is endorsed, beginning with the Copyright (1969) by the 
“Society of St. Paul” (Missionary) in the state of New York. But 
that is not all, for it has the “Nihil obstat” of a Rev. Thomas G. 
Smith, Censor, and the “Imprimatur” of the Archbishop of 
Newark, Thomas A. Boland, S.T.D. 
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I was at that time very busy with other things, and I could not 
give way to astonishment, nor leaf through the book, nor comment 
on it to anyone, except that the effrontery and offence to the true 
Catholic Church was profoundly distressing me, but I kept my 
grief discreetly to myself. Later, I had intended to burn the book, 
or to hide it; but 1 could not do it, because that book was brought 
to me just at that time by two persons who were arguing between 
themselves with respect to “Pentecostals". And the most painful 
thing was that those two persons were, as 1 discovered: a father 
and his son, so that in bringing it to me it had been so that I, m 
(urn, being informed, could then give them my opinion. This 
afflicted me to the point of shedding tears. I had not time for any¬ 
thing that night, but on the following day, in my Communion, I 
heard the voice of my Jesus and l'elt Ilis Divine Presence in me. 
He said to me thus: “My Father and I are a single Entity and a 
single and Divine Spirit unites Us; and We cannot give this Spirit 
to those men or institutions dedicated to attacking and destroying 
My Church, which, as I have always taught you, is ONE, HOLY, 
CATHOLIC, APOSTOLIC, ROMAN. This means that My 
Church must be distinguished because it is ruled by a Legitimate 
Successor of Peter, on whom I founded My Church". 

Commentary: I understood the reason behind the discourse 
that Our Lord was telling me. Then, He continued: “Now, I have 
brought you that book that speaks of Pentecostals; read it care¬ 
fully, and do not disclose your opinions until I give you My orders. 
And it will appear in “Estrella”; for, is it not, perchance, a medium 
for diffusing My Light and My Word? For now, maintain prudent 
discretion." 

I wrote down these words of my Jesus and with them 1 under¬ 
stood the hidden plans that He has, seeing that He says to me that: 
“it is He who has brought this book” because He wishes to reveal 
to me the truth that is hidden in it. Since then, those first words of 
His were sufficient for me to have the conviction that ‘pcntc- 
costalism’ is an evil, openly evil, movement. Because, it seems that 
what that movement attempts is to replace with hself the Holy 
Church that Our Lord founded, and they call it Catholic by 
diabolical intention, in order to catch the unwary. Thus from that 
day, although I have little time to read, and even less to read books 
as repugnant as that, 1 have tried to obey my Jesus and I com¬ 
mend myself to Him and to the Blessed Virgin, to my Guardian 
Angel, to my Holy Patron Saints, so that this reading might not in¬ 
fluence me with any other impression but that which God Our 
Lord wants; and to publish it, so that many other souls might free 
themselves from similar danger. Nevertheless I read very few 
pages that day, which was Thursday, May 17 (1973) and on Fri¬ 
day also I was quite busy ; but that Friday morning, I had awak¬ 
ened very alert, without drowsiness, and thinking of the book, I 
went to read something of it, and I distinctly found a huge heresy. 
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On page 4, speaking of the author of another book (surely a 
similar book, and for that reason I at once made out an order to 
acquire it) and it is entitled: “The Cross and the Dagger” by David 
Wilkerson; it says: “These words show clearly that Christ received 
the Spirit so that He might be the Messiah and Lord.” And this is 
an error, because Christ Our Lord did not receive the Holy Spirit; 
since He is Cod, it is He who possesses Him and breathes Him, in 
union with His Father in Heaven; exactly as Our Lord had told 
me the previous day at Communion. 

On page 5, it says: “that the Holy Spirit living in us gives im¬ 
pulse and power to our Christian life,” adding then: “It was a very 
old traditional Catholic doctrine, etc.” Then I could grasp the in¬ 
tention with which they inserted this doctrinal statement, for this 
is certainly a Catholic truth and very old; but they made it known 
only incidentally, solely to hook some new follower, so that, in the 
last analysis, the intention they have is to trap them and to draw 
them away from the true Church of Christ Our Lord. 

On several pages, what they narrate seems a comedy; they say 
that the Baptism in the Holy Spirit—as they call it—is received by 
the imposing of the hands of others who already believe in Pcntc- 
costalism. I confess that the reading of this book not only repels 
me, but that it tires my head, so that morning, I left it and retired, 
the better to pray by myself. On the following morning, in my 
Sacramental Communion, My Jesus deigned to say to me: “You 
have grasped the better part of it, but not all of it. This sect has 
emanated not from the breath of the Holy Spirit, but from satan, 
who sets a boniire of heresies, seemingly mystical, but they arc 
rather engendered by presumption and pride; that is why it has 
been bom in the midst of an “intellectual atmosphere.” And here 
Jesus permitted me to penetrate His expressions: on speaking to me 
of an “intellectual atmosphere” T understood the multitude of sins 
that actually seethe there. For, in these very same days. He had 
spoken to me of another subject in which he had mentioned to me 
“the intellectual atmosphere”, telling me that it is corrupted by 
sins. 

Then Our Lord made mention of a concept I had noted when 
I was reading the book of the ‘pentecostals’. He said to me: “The 
Holy Spirit does not give Himself of Ilis own accord, but rather 
My Father and I, in the intimate union and identity of the Divine 
essence, breathe Him; moreover, He has been given to men through 
My merits as ‘God-Man’. These most exalted mysteries are incom¬ 
prehensible to the human mind while man remains here on earth. 
Not even in the highest degree of virtue can this light be acquired, 
because it is the light of eternal glory. Therefore, My little spouse 
. . . how much it pleases Me to see your firmness in that humble 
state which suits you and all the other human beings on the earth.” 
T understood that this explanation was against the boldness of 


those called ‘pentecostals’, of their possessing, in an almost mech¬ 
anical manner, the Baptism in the Holy Spirit, as one might say: 
‘Are they the dispensers now of the Divine graces of the August 
Trinity of Heaven?’ Finally, Our Lord told me this morning: “Now. 
see to your duties in peace. Your head aches! Offer your afflictions 
to Me . . . they please Me, because My Father, My Mother and 
Our Divine Spirit see you . . . grieving for our love and for your 
littleness.” Then, after these words, that I understood profoundly 
and appreciated greatly with great love. He said to me: “Now you 
may read this to your community.” 

Later, that is, yesterday, Tuesday May 29 (1973) also in my 
Communion, my Jesus dictated to me, telling me to note the follow¬ 
ing: “The Church of Our Lord Jesus Christ is not circumscribed 
in one place, nor to one race, nor less to one community; it is 
Universal and in it, all must mingle together, converting themselves 
from the depths of their hearts. There must not be any alterations, 
not in its moral teachings, nor less in its dogmas.” 

For that reason, Jesus left us forewarned so that when the 
time of confusion comes, near the end, we pay no attention if it is 
said to us: “Come, here is the Christ”, or if others would say: “No, 
He is here!” So that we might not believe the false prophets and 
false Pastors or impostors, because His signs will be visible, “from 
the East to the West.” And He deigned to tell me in 1965 that 
the sign of His coming (His second coming) would be that “the 
consecrated Hosts would fly to Heaven.” 

The crafty demon has sown discord everywhere . . . and he 
has sub-divided the CHRISTIAN FAMILY . . .and the demons 
and their followers (perverse humans and perverlers) do not rest 
from sub-dividing it each day more and more, to such a degree 
that, with the infiltration of the antichristian assistants of the devil, 
he has succeeded even in making use of VATICAN COUNCIL II 
itself; and instead of the separated brethren being converted and 
reconciled with the Universal Catholic Church to give it strength, 
on the contrary, more and more groups have been sub-divided, 
some under the cloak of hypocrisy, of attaining greater perfection, 
after the enemy’s having taken the key posts and having relaxed 
the primitive Fountains of Virtue in the Church. Now they reveal 
it as incapable of the sanctification of its faithful. 

Thus, for example, everyone is being invited openly to associ¬ 
ate themselves with a “New Movement” that was born in the fall 
of 1966 in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, called “Catholic Pentecost- 
alism ” and they give it the name ‘catholic’ to win over the adept, 
and they say, malelovently: “That ‘from the burning coals of 
ancient Christianity, one is now witnessing the fire of a new Pente¬ 
cost’ ” (Introduction, pg. x). 

But today, Wednesday, May 30, Vigil of Ascension Thursday, 
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I 

( after I arrived at Holy Mass, I felt that my Jesus was going to say 

something to me, so that scarcely had I received Communion when 
; I went again to the same little Chapel and I have written some¬ 

thing that He has dictated to me: “I invade you with My love, with 
My light and with My grace. Do not protest nor withdraw yourself 
... let it be done to you. I have wanted to make use of this place, 
this work and you, as I did with Moses on Sinai: to give my com- 
i;, mandments to the world. You are not important. You are no one— 

nothing. I like to make use of that which is of no importance be- 
■ cause with Me, the being and worth that I have suffices. Through 

this day, keep yourself in retirement with Me, in your cell and at 
your desk . . . because . . . We are going to write many things for 
‘Estrella’. Ask the Minims (the nuns and the brothers) for prayer, 
, and that they all keep silence this day. Formulate your petitions to 

the Father and I will present them.” 

That which I have written down began as 1 am going to relate: 
I do not know why it should be, but this day especially, I felt a 
certain weight on me that, I confess, l would gladly be rid of; and 
within me 1 was saying to Our Lord: ‘Look, Jesus, I am not suited 
to serve You in these things. How is it that, your having souls and 
persons who could serve You more fittingly, you bother Yourself 
j with me?* That is to say: within me, this was like a protest, some¬ 

thing that He saw in me; and therefore, the first thing He said to 
me this day was a reprimand. 

, Tliis has now happened to me several times—oh, may His 

Divine Majesty forgive me, if I am so bold in answering back to 
Him in this manner; but, in it I manifest myself, this miserable 
evader that I am; and the things that I receive, like this message 
♦ for the world now, arc from Him. I have wanted to relate this to 

you, my brothers, in order to humiliate myself in front of all those 
who are going to read these writings, so that you may see how we 
are all so miserable—that even the souls that He seeks for His 
service and His consolation, notwithstanding . . . oh, what grief we 
make Him suffer; we offend Him thus! Pray then for your poor 
sister, unworthy ‘portavoz’ of Jesus. And yet, if I make this con¬ 
fession to you, it is because He has ordered me to do it. 

May 31, 1973: Appendix 

T had left as finished what He sent me for “Estrella” this time, 
and I thought that all was written in respect lo that, but no. Today 
a few moments ago, being early morning. He has said to me: “My 
little spouse, I warn you that this message will continue later; 
since . . . there is still much to be said in order to free souls from 
I the danger of losing one’s road to salvation. Tell them this immedi¬ 

ately: ‘All My children of the earth, I love you with Divine love; 
« but satan, the infernal enemy, being loose at present by the designs 

of the Trinity in Heaven, goes ferociously seeking the perdition of 
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your souls; do not let yourselves be seduced by his cunning . . . 
once tempted, do not follow with your appetite the lower passions 
that he incites in you; do not deny the Faith that T have given to 
the world. Stop fighting against My Church. Repent! ! ! And come 
to Me, but come by the right road, and enter through the gate of 
the sheepfold, not by the false doors that the enemy opens to you; 
because if you enter through the false gates . . . ‘you will be as 
thieves and robbers.’ I am the gate of the Sheepfold and I, 1 am 
not in religions that I have not founded. Repent and come to the 
road to salvation.’ ” 


(In my communion of Friday, June 1, 1973) 

Again, at the approach of the Consecration of the Holy Mass 
of this day, first Friday of the month of June and the first day of 
the month consecrated to the Sacred Heart also. I felt His presence, 
and I proceeded to write what He said to me, and thus He said: 

“Never have error and lies been the proper means to enlighten 
minds and to bring souls to the Truth. This movement of ‘Pcnte- 
costals’ (called thus, without having anything of the light of the Holy 
Spirit) was bom of error, of vice and of lies; fomented in hearts 
corroded by the consumption of drugs; given up to the investiga¬ 
tions that the world calls ‘science’ and that is nothing but vain 
curiosity. It threw itself at the noise and resonance of the intel¬ 
lectual atmosphere of this epoch—sad, for the decadence of the 
spirit In the licentiousness of the flesh and of the avarice of this 
false resonance, they want to replace My Church! Poor souls . . . 
what judgment is awaiting them! ! !” 

Here, Our Lord made a pause, and I made bold to say, full of 
anguish: ‘Lord . . . when are You coming again visibly?’ And He 
responded to me immediately: “When? . . . when will 1 come? . . . 
soon . . . have faith in My word. But . . . tell them once and a 
thousand times, tell the world to be prepared in prayer and recol¬ 
lection; as My Mother lived, you, My children, must live, if you 
wish to be ‘children of such a Mother,’ and ‘My brothers/ so you 
may please My Father. Have a single Faith; do not divide your 
religion! ! Invite all to be Catholics, but—Catholics in (ruth! ! ! As 
were the first ones, surrounded by My Holy and Blessed Mother, 
who were not seeking glory other than the glory of God, no treasure 
other than merits for Heaven.” 

Here, I thought of the great perdition of souls due to the false 
priests and others, who being priests, yesterday good, today are 
now perverted and pervert many other souls. And He said to me 
then, responding to my thought: “Well I know it, that a great part 
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of the perdition of the Catholic flock is due to those Pastors and 
Priests dragging them along by false roads. Therefore, now, I am 
also warning of that danger and again I say: ‘Pray for everyone; 
but let each one rectify his path.’ ” 

Our Lord tells us clearly that each one is responsible for his 
own acts, since He gives us all the feeling of conscience. There¬ 
fore, brothers in Christ and Our Mother, the Pure Virgin, do not 
make yourselves unworthy of the Divine graces; I invite you, and 
at the same time, I ask your prayers for this, your poor unworthy 
sister: the ‘porta voz* of Jesus. 


MESSAGES OF OUR LORD AND REVEALED 
NAMES OF GOD’S ENEMIES 


Note from Estrella: We transcribe integrally the communica¬ 
tion we have received but, this time we permit ourselves to com¬ 
ment, for we, the Minim nuns, have received this mandate directly 
from Our Ix>rd, through the mediation of the same ‘Portavoz’. We 
remind our readers, especially those who have periodic public¬ 
ations, that they may transcribe these words exactly, but with 
absolutely no alterations. 

From the Vergel of the Immaculate Virgin of Guadalupe, 
centre of the Order of Atonement, the foundress, Mary Conzulo 
(Mother Zuniga) as well as the present director of “Estrella”, 
Teresa Lua Ochoa, authorize this on June 23, 1973, vigil of Saint 
John the Baptist: an unforgettable day for the Minims since the 
Foundation of this Blessed Work of God that He has deigned to 
confide in us—exactly thirty-one (31) years since it was founded in 
Zamora, Michoacan, by His Excellency, the Diocesan Bishop of 
that time, D. Manuel Fulcheri y Pietrasanta, of happy memory. 
Actually, as we are sisters of such a great Saint, sent by the Most 
High to prepare the ways of the Redeemer, wc unite ourselves to 
our Brother, St. John, and with him, we repeat these words that he 
applies to himself in his Mass: “I am the voice of one crying in the 
desert.. . ‘make straight the way of the Lord’ . . . Who has taught 
you to flee from the anger of God? 

That is why we are going to insert now, among the messages 
of Heaven, some of our comments, because we feel invited by our 
Brother, as well as by that honest and holy Prelate whom we hope 
is watching out for his little “Minims” from Heaven. 

We bless the Lord God Who gave us such a great Brother 
Protector and we abandon ourselves in the hands of God! Because 
some of what we are now going to publish will incite diabolical 
anger against us; but we know that we must obey God first rather 
than man. We present a photograph of our First Bishop who re¬ 
ceived this Work; he will enjoy eternal glory. So be it. 

My brothers in Christ and the Pure Virgin: In the previous issue 
of “Estrella” corresponding to the month of July, by the Divine 
Will I communicated to you a Message in which God, Our Lord, 
deigned to warn us of a dangerous sect that wishes to supplant the 
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Apostolic Roman Catholic Church, which is the True Church 
founded by Christ, Our Redeemer, and that we must not abandon 
for any other false doctrines. Because, as St. Paul says: “If an angel 
comes from Heaven, or I myself, preach to you a doctrine other 
than we have preached ... let him be anathema! !” 

Thus Our good Jesus warns us against some groups or move¬ 
ments called “Catholic Pentecostals” LIE! ! They are not catholic, 
nor does the Holy Spirit inspire them; rather, as I already told you 
in the previous communication, He says: “My Father and I arc a 
single Entity and a single and Divine Spirit unites us: we cannot 
give this Spirit to those men or institutions dedicated to attacking 
and destroying My Church, which, as I have always taught you, is 
One, Holy, Catholic, Apostolic, Roman. This means that My 
Church must be distinguished because it is ruled by a Legitimate 
Successor of Peter, on whom I founded My Church. 

Similarly, my brothers, remember that in the previous issue of 
“Estrella”, I told you that Our Divine Jesus told me at the time, 
that this message was not yet finished, for He would have to con¬ 
tinue; and thus it is that what I am now going to communicate to 
you is about the same thing: the Divine Kindness that wants to 
warn us of the dangers in which our souls are; that is why He 
wants to begin to denounce to the face of the earth, the sworn 
enemies of the Church, who work within Her (o demolish Her, as 
well as His Holiness Paul VI. Repeatedly He has said it, although 
without being precise about the persons indicated, because, let us 
not forget this historical reality which will always be: Our Most 
Holy Father Paul VI is a prisoner in the Vatican. And, what will a 
prisoner be able to do? That is why he scarcely utters a word at a 
time, and on doing so, it costs him physical martyrdom—imposed 
on him by those who surround him and guard him. T have known 
this since 1969 when my Jesus revealed it and dictated it to me as 
part of a message for him. A Message that has been published in 
“Estrella” and in the book of “Messages”, but altered, with para¬ 
graphs omitted, but now Jesus orders that these paragraphs that 
were omitted in that year be published, on the publication of that 
message. 

But, my brothers, 1 must be orderly in saying what is first and 
that is: On Thursday. June 14, 1973, being at Holy Mass, a few 
minutes after seven in the morning, I heard the voice of my Jesus, 
clear and strong, saying to me: “Truly, truly I say to you, that the 
day is coming in which this Work (of Atonement) of Mine will be 
spread throughout the world. And the Divine Will will be fulfilled 
in the observance of the Rules I have dictated to you.” 

I am going to explain: Our Lord was referring to what I was 
asking Him precisely at that time, that the “Legion of Victim 
Souls,” which also has a very perfect Rule of Life dictated by Him, 


be spread more and more each day. These souls are like sisters of 
the Minims, as they both form the same Work; atonement to the 
Divine Justice. That is why He immediately added: “You and 
your daughter Minims are the littlest of all the souls that will be 
gathered all over the world, anxious to assemble to guard the 
Observance strictly.” 

With this, I understood that Our Lord was going to dictate 
more to me, and I left quickly to bring paper and a pen. Actually, 
He continued speaking to me there in the Chapel. Then He said to 
me: “Then they will adore Me in every Nation day and night. And 
when this happens then it will be, that My Father and I will come 
to earth visibly, and human beings will be judged according to 
their works. And from then on. My Kingdom will be established 
eternally, according to the plan that Wc had on creating this 
world.” 

I was most amazed at hearing such words, and I still do not 
understand when that will be—when the Father and the Son must 
come together to the earth. And 1 see that Jesus says that that will 
be the last day of time, that is, what we call the ‘end of the world*. 
But, as my Jesus has promised me. He has to come first personally 
and visibly to the earth, to teach us again how we should be, before 
judging us. He has said it to me because He says, “If I were to 
come now, hardly anyone would be saved.” That is why I was 
listening then 100 per cent to those mysterious words. At that 
moment, the Canon of the Holy Mass was approaching. Then, Ho 
said to nic: “Note well and meditate on this revelation that I am 
now giving you, as a gift for your zeal for My greater glory and 
service.” 

I am going to explain to my brothers why my Jesus said these 
last words to me. It is that I was there also, preparing myself for 
Communion, very compunctious, on remembering that the day 
before I had reprimanded a person I have in my care; but He was 
saying to me then that He was revealing such sublime things to 
me, “for my zeal for His greater glory and service.” And surely, 
my reproof had been thus, because I felt the responsibility of those 
souls confided to me. Then, on Our Lord’s saying this to me, it is 
clearly seen that it pleases Him that wc correct faults, because it is 
for the greater service and glory of God. Thus the one who com¬ 
mits a fault must be corrected. This is even a point of catechism: 
to correct the one who errs; as it must be, because He is reminding 
us that They are going to come —“He and His Heavenly Father 
to judge us according to our works.” And He adds, that They will 
do thus, “from then oil. His Reign (of Christ, the Redeemer) will 
be established eternally, according to the plan that His Heavenly 
Father and He had, on creating the world.” My brothers . . . 
meditate on these words . . . Divine! ! 
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Then my Jesus continued, saying to me: “I have loved you 
even before sending you on this road of crosses and redemption.” 

With this, Jesus was clearly showing me His Divinity, His co- 
eternal existence with His Heavenly Father. I was meditating on 
this when the moment of Communion was approaching. Then He 
said to me: “Now, receive Me and withdraw with Me ... I have 
something else, and much more, to say to you ..." 

Commentary: How kind of Jesus! God made man, the only 
perfect man! He even gave me time to recite the Confiteor. He 
kept silence until I received the Sacred Host in my mouth. Then 
J left the little Chapel and went to our cell, and while I was walk¬ 
ing, His Divine voice said to me: “I am tolerating many profan¬ 
ations and hypocritical cults. I am letting the evil ones fall into 
Satan’s snare, that the diabolical apocryphal cults, the false cults 
and false idols suggest to them. They are giving themselves up to 
Satan, because they have closed their ears and their eyes to sound 
doctrine, and they apply themselves to the morbid fables that 
natter their passions.” 

At this moment, I arrived at our cell. I knelt in front of His 
Crucified Image and He continued telling me and I noted: “I per¬ 
mit them . . .^ X tolerate them, but with you, I am beginning to 
make their wickedness known.” (From here on, the voice of my 
Jesus became loud, full of energy and authority). “Tell, openly, 
that the ‘Catholics’ called ‘Pentecostals’ are the fruit of the devil, 
whom you find given refuge by modern youth; because he tailors 
himself to their vices and their presumption. The Priests and 
Bishops that approve those groups are OUTSIDE of My grace. It 
is necessary to denounce them openly, aud others that I indicated 
to you in My message to Paul VI ” 

When my Jesus gave me such a command, and remembering 
when in 1969 He gave me that message for His beloved Vicar, He 
made me delete the paragraphs and names that He was then im¬ 
pressing on my mind. I realized that the necessity must be very 
great now, in order that He Himself would come and order me to 
publish the message in its entirety. But, as He is God and He sees 
even to the depths of our souls. He told me: “Do not fear anything. 
Tell it! Make known the lamentable wickedness that has infiltrated 
My Church and possessed of high posts, in the Curias, especially in 
Rome. They (the Protestants) have been the initiators of this con¬ 
flagration of abominations under the cloak of Religion and the 
worship of God.” 


Then, referring to the Masses said in the Vergel by the Rev 
Father Superior of the Brother Minims, He said to me, in a very 
solemn tone: “The Masses and the adoration of the Blessed Sacra¬ 
ment in the Vergel are an atonement to My Justice and a consola- 
tion to My Victim Heart. But... oh ... my spouse ... so much 
offends Me outside the Vergel ... I am endnring so many 


diabolical evils in communion with the so-called Catholic ‘clergy’ 
... which is a much more terrible offence than what I receive from 
the ‘separated brethren’. But these, with everything, and their mak¬ 
ing a show of being more honest than the present-day so-called 
Catholic Prelates, that at present occupy My Fold—nevertheless— 
the groups of Churches that separated themselves one day from the 
Pontiff of Rome, My Vicar . . . these, these are the seed of the 
discord that was invading My camp, finding bribery with some 
Catholics. The remedy for all the present evils is only that each, 
repentant, confess his crimes and hidden sins and return to the 
right path. Tell it thus!!! Clearly publish My message that I gave 
you for these evil Hierarchs of My Church. Do not fear reprisals. 
If they kill all of you for this ... your blood would be fruitful and 
your souls would be free to help My advent. Courage now! ! ! 
Much courage! ! ! Speak all that I have told you in secret. Because 
these evils deserve to be denounced to the four winds; because they 
are the sworn enemies of My Church; they oppress My little ones 
. . . they seek only to have a great deal of power on earth! ! !” 

Here the voice of Our Lord was loud, demonstrating llis in¬ 
dignation. And I thought that this was going to be all, but no, He 

told me: “I still have something to tell you now: invite. 

(here He named an ecclesiastical person, whose identity I must 
guard discreetly) again, and speak to him clearly of the truth about 
what happens in the enemy ‘mafia’; and that I want to free him. 
If he will not hear My Message, leave him forever; do not concern 
yourself with him for anything. Just pray for him. It is for you that 
I wish to free him from among the wolves, because he and a few 
others have not come to understand (he truth of what is going on, 
and they remain immobile thinking they are doing good; because 
they take being ‘faithful’ as the basis for all their action. But, ask 
... to what or to whom are you goiug to be faithful when My be¬ 
loved Vicar Paul VI dies? What is going to be your position with 
respect to fidelity? Are you going to be faithful to My enemy AND 
to My Holy, Apostolic, Roman Catholic Church? Because any 
antipope is going to be My enemy; and it is to him that I will come 
and shame him and kill him with the breath of My mouth. And 
all the traitors will cry and howl . . . because, then ... it will be 
too late to ask pardon.” 

And Jesus was telling me these last words, loudly, making me 
understand His holy and just anger. And T was thinking to myself 
to ask Him, when and how these things were going to happen. 
And He answered me thus: “Be alert and you will see that it will 
not be long now. That is why you must publish all of this, although, 

do not publish the name of. (the ecclesiastic of whom 

He just finished speaking). But publish everything ... immediately! 
Right now ... in the August issue of “Estrella” and this, enough 
for now, little one. Because you are truly so little ... that I cannot 
give you great tasks.” 
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Then, with a voice very gentle and full of tenderness. He told 
me: ‘But I, I am in you.” 

Commentary of “Estrella”. 

The last part of this message clearly speaks of reprisals against 
the ‘Portavoz’ that will arise on the publication of this issue of 
“Estrella”; reprisals that surely, all the Minim nuns and brothers 
must expect, too. Nevertheless, scarcely had wc read this message 
when we have felt apprehension, vibrating with enthusiasm, in 
unison with the ‘Portavoz’ in expectation of what would come. Wc 
are only anticipating in asking our subscribers and brothers of the 
soul, who live united to these poor and little sisters, to pray for us 
so that wc may know how to suffer as we should. 

We continue transcribing the messages. 

We have in the first place the Message to His Holiness Paul 
Vf, that in the Book of Messages (Spanish edition) is on page 81 
and is called the “Fifth Message” of April 23, 1969, which was 
published very briefly with several paragraphs omitted. But then 
on page 92 of the same book it says: “The Message for the Pope: 
Complete Text.” This text is called “complete”, because actually, 
it was published almost complete; but now we publish it according 
to the order given by Our Lord to His ‘Portavoz’, absolutely com¬ 
plete, including some names whicli we thought at that time would 
never come to light. But now Our Lord clearly says: “it Is the 
hour to make known HLs enemies to the face of the earth.” And 
the expression that His Divine Majesty had when He said: “These 
evils deserve to he denounced to the four winds, because they are 
the sworn enemies of My Church,” was terrible. 

We transcribe the complete text of the “Message to the Pope.” 

“Write for My Beloved Vicar: 

“My very beloved son, I warn you that I shall grant you the 
palm of martyrdom, but before this, you will struggle with the 
enemies of My Church and there your martyrdom will begin. I 
also warn you . .. 

(1) That you should free yourself from the astute and clever 
men who come close to you proposing belligerent movements. My 
Church is a kingdom of peace, of pardon and of holy justice. 
Although you will suffer much oppression ... I will be with you. 

(2) Now, I send with this little one of mine, these counsels: 

(a) Accede to the petitions she has made, repeatedly, to you 
in My uame. My work of atonement is the most beloVed 


work of My heart. This work will give Me a legion of victim 
souls who will assist Me in conquering the world. All 
this will attract many towards My Church, and to My 
beloved Vicar on earth. This work should precede My 
second advent, which is now near at hand, My beloved 
son. Because in this second advent I wish to establish 
order in My Church, so torn asunder by diabolical plans 
which some of My sons even within it (in the Church) are 
collaborating with, who were redeemed by My passion 
and My blood; both priests and laity. I shall give you 
more precise counsels, My Son, so you will be attentive 
to them. Meanwhile, prepare your heart because I shall 
go to you . . . very soon to fortify you for this battle. 

(b) Renounce these lay institutions because they are instru¬ 
ments of the enemies of My Church: ‘CURSnXOS’, 
‘KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS’, ‘CHRISTIAN FAMILY 
MOVEMENT*, ‘SINARQUISMO’ (according to the 
dictionary of the Encyclopedia Britannica, a fascist group 
formed in Mexico in 1937 to establish an authoritarian 
clerical state) and other movements derived from it . . . 
Also many of the so-called Religious Congregations that 
are arising and that intend to continue arising, especially 
with the goals of missionary or educational apostolates; 
but in reality, they are deceitfully trying to subdivide My 
Church. 

(c) Summon to order My priests who have strayed; likewise, 
the bishops, archbishops, cardinals and your secretaries. 
Speak to them: loyalty to My doctrines, even though you 
may suffer torments and death for this mandate; and let 
all My sons know about the cunning wiles of My enemies, 
so they will not be seduced. 

(d) Take away all authority and government from those 
priests, bishops, archbishops and cardinals who openly 
are the instruments of My enemies. I shall enumerate the 
most dangerous . . . your secretary, Jean Villot; Leo 
Joseph Suencns; Jose Garibi Rivera; Miguel Dario 
Miranda; Sergio Mendez Arceo; Felipe Cueto of the 
Franciscan Order. These arc the promoters of the moral 
and spiritual disorder of My Church, as well as the 
MAJORITY OF THE BISHOPS AND THEOLOGIANS 
OF THE WORLD. 

(3) Remember, My beloved son, that they surprised you, also, 
before you received My spirit jointly with the sceptre of My king¬ 
dom on earth. And your predecessor they used as an instrument 
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for their plans. It matters not it' you suffer, My son, because he 
who follows Me must pass where I passed when I came from the 
Father to the earth. Only by the cross will the kingdom of Heaven 
be reached since the human race lost the preternatural graces. Now, 
having Me at the Head, they must reconquer these graces. All those 
who yield themselves to My way of the cross and suffering will be 
blessed for all eternity! And I have chosen you for this great gift. 
When you have given to Me your life (after your death) I WILL 
PERMIT AN ANTI-POPE to be introduced . . . But, It will be 
during this time that I shall come and shame and denounce him, 
to destroy him, with the breath of My month. 

Yon shall then return with Me, to the earth. When 1 return 
as judge, in My third advent, you will be at My right, proclaiming 
My Justice. You will be at the head of all My faithful Vicars. 
There, in the moment of solemn judgment, it will be seen how 
some of My Vicars were not loyal and how some are waiting for 
this day to leave purgatory • . . and others . . . oh! what sorrow 
. . . wifi be found at the left with the devil. 

You must try to restore order to My Church, in the integrity 
of the faith and in morals. Govern with My Sceptre! Do not fear 
severity, because it is now needed, and it is preferable to onniask 
the hypocrites rather than leave them in My fields sowing discord. 
The time has come when nothing should be concealed, My son. 
Fight for and with Me! I am with you. My virtue shall animate 
you, because I know your soul, your rectitude, your zeal and 
your charity, for this reason I love yon above all My sons. 

(4) Because men are not faithful to their duties, because 
women arc not self-denying nor pious, because children are not 
subject to their ciders (parents and other adults), for these reasons 
families have degenerated. Because My consecrated souls are not 
pure and loyal, because My priests do not want to be humble, poor 
and mortified, because bishops do not want to be pastors of souls, 
but wage-eaniers, because you have been too indulgent and timid. 
My beloved son, it is because of all these things that the world is 
travelling towards perdition! 

(5) If they do not amend themselves, and repent and do pen¬ 
ance for their sins, I will abandon them to their whims and fancies 
until the end. I will refuse them the grace to return to you as their 
teacher, and thus, after a tragic corruption, I will come and throw 
all of them into Hell! But ... I desire to save them ... all of 
them. My son, obey Me and make My children obey and above all 
things, My commandments must be observed as existed previously; 
and, as soon as possible, the work of Atonement must be estab¬ 
lished in My Church! 

“Follow in everything the plans My little one will show you, 
for I have chosen her as My Messenger.” 


The exact words of Jesus that I heard with my physical ears, 
on the morning of Wednesday, April 23, 1969. 

My brothers, see how Our Good Jesus always ends pardoning, 
opening a door to salvation. That is why He ends this message 
saying: “But... I desire to save them ... all of them.” 

When I received this message, as also now when I transmit it 
completely at His order . . . Can you imagine what I suffered? But 
He Himself consoled my soul by granting that the message, in its 
entirety, will arrive in his (the Pope’s) hands and that the messenger 
carrying it to him, would obtain, as a miracle of Heaven, to be 
alone for a few minutes with the Holy Father, (who was so moved 
that he asked only this in reply: “Pray for me.”) That we should 
pray for him? But why wouldn’t we? For my part, I tell you that 
I believe that there are many more who pray for him and love him 
and recognize him as a martyr Pope than those who, through the 
spiritual darkness that exists today, do not understand him and 
judge him as an accomplice of the enemies of the Church. 

I ask all of you who are going to read these pages that the 
prayers that you are offering to Heaven be united constantly, ask¬ 
ing for our present Pontiff all the Divine graces he needs, to be 
faithful, until achieving the crown and the palm of martyrdom; and 
thus, all will be for the greater glory of God. 

Now I am going to present to you, in the third place, a mes¬ 
sage which has not been published to date and that He Himself has 
indicated to me that I publish it, for He says: “Make known the 
lamentable wickedness that has infiltrated My Church, and pos¬ 
sessed of high posts, in the Curias, especially in Rome.” And our 
Jesus says this is more painful to Him than the ‘separated brethren’ 
that offend Him. that is, the Protestant sects; although of them He 
also says that: “they have been the seed of discord” and the "in¬ 
itiators of this conflagration of abominations under the cloak of 
Religion and the worship of God.” Therefore, I am going to tran¬ 
scribe that message. 

This message was dictated to me on Thursday, August 5, 1971. 
It says, textually: FOR TOE HIERARCHY OF MY CHURCH. 

Let it be known to you that very soon I shall erase your names 
from the Book of Life. Your crimes can be forgiven only if you 
pay attention to what I now ask you by means of this lowly, 
humble spouse of Mine; who has been selected from her childhood 
to be My ‘Portavoz’. She has been chosen by My Heavenly Father 
for these times, as the sister of My precursor, John the Baptist. She 
has been chosen to prepare a way; to make smooth the path for 
My second coming to the earth. 

“Now I am near at hand. I will come again to give a truce to 
the world of human beings, so that they may correct their ways; 
that they may be converted and do penance. Because, if I should 
come suddenly to judge them . . . nearly all of them would be 
condemned with the demon and his infernal satellites. 
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“All of you have permitted My enemy to enter My Church. 
the BARK OF PETER flounders on the sea of human life. It 
may seem as though I am asleep. But it is not so ... 1 am not 
asleep. On the contrary, I keep constant watch over My Beloved 
Spouse (the Church) to whom I have promised Eternal Life. My 
Church can achieve its mission completely either with few souls or 
with many. This is so because I do not seek My own glory which 
I already possess eternally; and of which no one can deprive Me. 
But, it is you . . . you human beings . . . whom I desire to save 
from the snares of the devil. 


“Therefore, with the authority of My powerful and creative 
voice, I command you to pay attention to these messages which I 
have given to the world through My lowly spouse, the ‘Mexican 
Portavoz’. These messages are the same as those which My Blessed 
Mother has uttered in various parts of the world. At present the 
demon presents himself with a feigned divinity. Together with his 
other diabolical and human satellites, he pretends that he is a 
divine being. They often perform wonders in order to deceive the 
world and to confuse the people. The good seed is intermingled 
with the cockle or bad seed . . . hence, it is necessary to ordain 
the day of the harvest. 


‘Before the time of the harvest arrives, I order, I command 
that you do two things; see to it that the modem Mass shall im¬ 
mediately cease; and return to the Canon decreed In the Council 
of Trent by Pius V. 

“Return to the primitive fountains of the Church. Restore the 
Christian and religious customs among seculars and religious, and 
repent, all of you who belong to the Hierarchy of My Church! All 
of you who have apostatised and have become traitors, repent and 
retrace your steps to the right way! And, of course, this must be 
done immediately! Without delay, ordain that the Holy See 
approve the Canonical Erection of THE ORDER OF ATONE¬ 
MENT, which My lowly Portavoz has repeatedly presented to you, 
to the Sacred Congregation of Religious, and to My Beloved Vicar, 
I aul VI. This is My Beloved Vicar whom you oppress and retain 
as a prisoner! You continually sacrifice and victimise him. 

“In turn, Paul VI offers himself; he yields to martyrdom for 
love of Me, and for your own sakes. Yes, Paul VI offers himself 
for your good; for yourselves! Paul VI is a martyr. He is a Holy 
Vicar, and the greatest among many who have preceded him. THIS 
IS A FACT EVEN WITH REGARD TO THE LAST PETER 
WHO WILL COME AT THE END! 


Paul VI is a faithful and Holy Vicar. His heart is full of the 
same charity which I possess in My Heart. Indeed, He overflows 
with the selfsame love which is in My Heart. Yet, all of you have 
outraged and crucified him in life. If you do not perform all things 
as I now command you to do . . . woe be to all of you! If you do 


not lend ear to what I demand of you, very soon you will all be 
denounced before the world, and be cast into hell! ! 

‘‘The Order of Atonement which I desire is the ONLY 
PLANK of salvation for all .. . and for you yourselves . . . hence, 
approve it now that you are all placed on the pedestal of Peter, 
though unworthily • . ■ make some atonement for your sins, at 
least, by opening the way for My Order, which is My most beloved 
work in the bosom of My Church. Perform this act, and do this 
quickly, so that there may arise to Heaven due expiation for sin. 
Fulfil My command that from the world of human beings, atoning 
reparation may rise to Heaven, in expiation for sins which provoke 
the Divine Justice . . . 

“With the exception of My lowly Portavoz, no other has re¬ 
ceived from Me these Rules which are to be approved by Rome, 
for this Order which I desire, because she is the depository, 
it is to her that these Rules have been dictated from her youth 
(since she was a young woman). My lowly Portavoz has suffered 
greatly. She has endured a prolonged Calvary until the present 
time. Hence ... It is now urgently necessary that I should take 
her away from the earth. This is in accord with My plans . • . 

“Even if you do not pay attention to My commands . . . My 
plans will still be fulfilled in a certain manner. And, by this nieuns, 
your stubborn and artful scheming shall be mocked. But, No! Yet 
a while, I entreat you as a Victim immolated in the Eucharist, re¬ 
peating: ‘My Children ... be docile to My Messages . . . pay 
attention to My humble messengers—to the humble souls placed 
on earth to warn you . . . allow yourselves to perform the good 
work of saving souls’. 

“Do not seek honours nor (he goods of this world . . . Rather, 
love Heaven and desire to possess it one day. Yes, I have permitted 
you to rule; to exercise power over My Church! that the promises 
made long ago to My enemies who have fallen into hell, may be 
fulfilled. Now I come to seek you through this means, that you 
may be one day in My Kingdom and not with satan . . . 

“My Order of Atonement must be called: ‘THE ORDER OF 
THE FRANCISCAN MINIMS OF THE PERPETUAL HELP 
OF MARY’, and their convents must be named ‘HOUSES OF 
ATONEMENT’. My children of this Order, both the Brothers and 
the Nuns, must assist Me to rescue all for Heaven. They will 
achieve this by offering themselves as victims; and, by seeking a 
legion of similar victim souls in the world, among seculars also. 

“I desire that through this Order all others may return to the 
primitive fervour. I also will that many Orders of Religious, of 
Religious Institutions, may merge together; incorporate themselves 
in My new Order. I also desire that the priests among the secular 
clergy should repent of their present sins and do penance. For I 
shall permit nothing defiled to enter into My Kingdom. 
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“Repent, therefore, and give Me what I ask of yon. Fulfil My 
demands!! It is I, your God . . . Who speak to yon ... I am 
He Who Am from the beginning and Who will never cease to be 
... for ever and ever.” 

COMMENTARY: As you have seen, brothers in Christ and 
the Blessed Virgin . . . how terrible it was for me to have sent this 
message to the Holy See and to another Ecclesiastical Curia! ! 
Nevertheless, the most sorrowful thing has been since, all has been 
absolute silence. Jesus is not believed, because He appears through 
this poor and miserable sister ... I understand it and I suffer; 
but, I offer it all to Him in atonement; and if now, on publishing 
this secret message, and others that I hope to publish also, being 
Ills Will, if the results were to provoke even more the anger of 
satan, through the means of those hardened hearts, pray our 
brothers who live united to our intentions of reparation—pray 
that all may be for the good of our souls and greater Divine glory. 
We . . . all of us who have offered ourselves to Divme Justice in 
atonement for our own sins and for those of the world, we are 
obliged to suffer with that same intention, all that the enemies 
of God do to us, who are, as He has said at one time, ouP 
enemies”. Thus it can be understood why they become indignant 
rather than pleased, when they hear the Work of Atonement 
spoken of, and far from helping k, so that it may grow and be 
ereoted canonically, they persecute it; they abhor it; they dispose 
of it and try to make it disappear. 

But, blessed be our God, it is truly a “work of God”. No! It is 
not possible to blot it out now, because the “Legion of Victim 
Souls” has been spread throughout the world, and that is the ob- 
iectivc. yes, that is the objective of this Work of Atonement to the 
Divine Justice. None of them will blot it out . . . because, as it is 
written in Sacred Scripture: “Their sound hath gone forth into all 
the earth; and their words unto the ends of the world."’ 

Commentary of “Estrella” 

We wish to emphasize certain expressions that Our Lord gives 
in the message that He dictated to His ‘Portavoz’ on August 5,1971 
and which He Himself called the “Message for the Hierarchy of 
My Church.” 

These words are thus: “Even if you do not pay attention to 
My commands ... My plans will still be fulfilled in a certain man¬ 
ner. And, by this means, your stubborn and artful scheming shall 
be mocked.” 

Truly, tire affirmation that God gives, which no one will be 
able to oppose, is irrefutable. Surely, it is thus also, in some in¬ 
timate message to the Portavoz in which He has said that, the third 
foundation of Atonement, predicted in Mexico City more than 400 
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vears ago has already been fulfilled, from the day on which we, 
the Minim Nuns, lived in the Vergel; this has been realized in a 
supernatural but real manner before His eyes. 

And it it is of faith that no one will be able ever to set him¬ 
self against God, and that it might be God Who would bp van¬ 
quished; because if the demon, in connivance with men, disturbs 
the predicted plans of God, He seeks another manner, other circutn- 
stances, perhaps other dates, but He fulfills His Divine Will. 

Thus is has been realized for the Work of Atonement, with (he 
world-wide extension of the Legion of Victim Souls, offered to the 
Divine Justice. And not only this, but also, extending the universal 
veneration of the vision that He showed to His Portavoz 
that is, the symbolic image of the Sun of the Divine Justice and of 
tile Victim Heart of Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament. Divine 
magnificences! ! ! these are, that only God can realize, and even 
against impious persecution. 

Now, let us go to the ‘Portavoz’ and that which has been 
transmitted to us for this issue. 

There are also several Messages of Our Lord in which He 
speaks to us of how CONCELEBRATED MASSES, as well as 
the irreverent manner of distributing Holy Communion, are a gra e 
profanation to Him. 1 have a revelation that He deigned t° give to 
me three years ago, to be exact, on Sunday, May 24, 1)70, feast of 
the Blessed Trinity. That morning, a little after the hour of Terce 
(between 9 and 10 in the morning) a Bishop came unexpcctcd y to 
see us and to invite us to go to Concelehration of a Mass at the 
Basilica of Our Lady of Guadalupe. The Mass was to be the end 
of the great Ultreya (Cursillo) that was closing its celebration here 
in the city. We, our Community, did not sympathize at the time 
with the “CONCELEBRATIONS” because Our Lord had already 
informed us that they were one of the things of the modern cult, 
completely contrary to His Divine Will. Nevertheless, up to that 
point, we suspected nothing of why it should be so displeasing to 
His Divine Majesty. But . . . that day . . . oh grief. . How much 
I had to suffer. 

Naturally, we had to accept the invitation, since His Excellency 
had come for us in his car, and the hour of the ceremony was then 
quite close. # 

We noticed, that in the atrium of the Basilica, a provisional 
structure had been raised for that celebration certainly, with a 
canvas roof, but in a very irreligious form. It provoked everyone 
who saw it, for it was of yellow-ochre in the form of an umbrella, 
it clearly seemed to be prepared as a stage for the festivities oi a 
circus. That saddened us; but wc never imagined at that point that 
Our Divine Spouse was going to be there and wanted to complain 
with us that day. 
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On arriving then, that Sunday and joining the faithful, some¬ 
thing which surely might have pleased us, because there were many 
people, but, how could it please us, if immediately we noticed that 
they were not there with any idea of prayer or anything like it 
They were talking everywhere; they were all standmg, and without 
any devotion; men and women were moving about without order 
there were even some persons with their badges, but not in line 
nor orderly. The Mass began, though we could hardly 
see, and although we were kneeling, it did not serve as an example 
for the other persons; rather they began to disturb us, because we 
were kneeling. They claimed we should be standing because it 
was the ‘concelcbration of joy’. In such a way that, on these false 
foundations, the faithful arc being taught not to render to God the 
cult of adoration that He merits. But the crowning blow was at he 
time for the distribution of Holy Communion, all remained in the 
same disorder, or even worse. Some young men who seemed to be 
no more than simple seminarians came to distribute Communion, 
and they were not wearing suits or any kind of liturgical garment, 
nor Roman collars. The Hosts, in some little woven baskets, 
although with a little white cloth in the bottom, gave the im¬ 
pression that they were distributing bread to cat. They were giving 
them without looking to whomever came, on foot, laughing and 
talking and. what’s more, eating sweets and pop-ices and chew- 
inc gum. And there were some young people among the faithful 
who were tugging at those who brought the Hosts and were saying 
to them without any respect, “Come here, give me my Bread . And 
they received it and continued laughing and talking. For me that 
was worse than death or martyrdom. I had scarcely received my 
Host when we retired, my sisters in religion and I, to a little place 
where we thought we could be more recollected; and my sisters 
surrounded me, because they said that they understood at once, (on 
seeing me crying as I was), that, on my receiving Communion, Our 
Lord was going to say something to me, and thus it was. He said to 
me* “Do you see these irreverent people here? Help Me to rectify 
things a little, until the moment comes when I shall be once more 
among them to instruct them in the truth. These people are always 
inclined towards relaxing My discipline and My precepts! They 
more readily obey the swarm of false teachers who continually 
guide them along the pathway of paganism, where the worship of 
the Divinity is destroyed. This is precisely the reason why these 
people evoke My compassion. This is also the reason why it is 
necessary for me to come, very soon, among them.” 


While Jesus was saying these words to me, I was kneeling in 
the midst of the atrium in the piazza of the Basilica, suspended of 
all my powers, and the nuns who accompanied me, told me later, 
that those who opposed our point of view about being recollected 
were looking at us with derision. For a few moments I was totally 


oblivious of all that was around me. I had such a great fear of 
seeing My Divine Spouse offended thus, that I would have wanted 
to cry out loud; but the custom, or habit, that I have of controlling 
myself in these situations, that He Himself had taught me, did not 
permit me to make any other indication than a profound recol¬ 
lection. And it was this that the persons surrounding us were mock¬ 
ing, especially the youth. The poor youth of today, who have been 
given such bad training! 

Our Lord continued speaking to me: He said to me: “But 
first of all, it is necessary that the Order of Atonement be ex¬ 
tended and formalized—at least, in the experimental stage.” 

Then He returned to the theme of the “CONCELEBRA- 
TIONS”. He said to me: “I have brought you here unexpectedly 
to witness this celebration so that you may see and understand to 
what degree I am being outraged in all places. Everywhere, I re¬ 
ceive more outrage than honour and reverence in the Blessed 
Sacrament, whereas, it is here before the Blessed Sacrament that all 
should humbly prostrate themselves and repent of their sins. On 
the contrary, THEY CONVERT THE MASS INTO A EAGAN 
FESTIVAL”. 

Then, on saying these last words: “They convert the Mass into 
a pagan festival”. He said to me, “Look! ! Just look at My 
countenance! !” And on saying these words. He permitted me to 
see Him for a moment. I beheld His Divine Face, all covered with 
stains, of mud, blood and something like a kind of gelatine, a 
liquid gelatine. All this disfigured Him a great deal. His features 
were horribly disfigured; they were deformed. It was Ilis Holy 
Face, without doubt, but wounded, livid and spat upon. Then He 
said to me: “Upon My face they renew the blows and the spittle 
which I received in the close, dark prison (dungeon).” 

And I noticed that Jesus had His eyes closed, as it is repre¬ 
sented to us on the Holy Face that was imprinted on the shroud 
of the woman, Veronica. This vision passed away briefly. Then His 
voice continued speaking to me: “Adore Me, and together with 
you, let the souls who surround you adore Me also! All of you, 
offer your adoration in atonement for all these outrages.” 

Here I opened my eyes and 1 could see that the young men 
were still walking about distributing the Holy Eucharist. They were 
swarming among the people, all of whom continued standing, with 
no recollection and without any respect for the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass which was still being finished there on the altar. Here, I 
remember that, with reason, Jesus had said to me in these past 
months that the Consecrated Hosts would fly to Heaven and also 
that, when He comes among us, He will reserve to Himself the 
privilege of celebrating the Holy Mass, and He will grant it only 
to some priests, that He knows will be worthy of it. 
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Oh, ray brothers, you do not know what sorrow I felt on see¬ 
ing My Divine Spouse treated thus, earned from one side to the 
other without any respect: (as they did when they took Hun 
from Herod to Caiphas, rudely, amidst the mockery of the impious 
soldierv) Thus now, on going to Communion, one must go wit 
reverence ofbody and soul, Silence and, when one ^ remved, 
keep a profound silence and adore Jesus with the adoration of His 
Blessed Mother—with the adoration of the angels. 

My sisters of the Community and I applied ourselves then to 
uivins thanks for having received Communion, praying with our 
arms^in the form of a cross, in a moderate tone, but devoutly, as 
an atoiiement? a^ He Himself had asked us, and when we arose 
and were returning to our convent, my Jesus continued speaking. 
He said to me: “Now receive the Blessing, and return to our peace¬ 
ful little nest. There, 1 shall dictate other things to you which you 
are to transcribe. Afterwards, 1 will tell you when to make these 
things known, and to whom you may show them. 

My sisters and I came home silently and still My Jesus said to 

me “These blind people are not at fault. lhose who are to be 
blamed arc the guides: the leaders of these pagan customs, within 
My Holy Church. They arc the promoters ot a false religion which 
disguises itself. Yet, it is human atheism and diabolical malice. 
These leaders are the cause of all these abuses. For this reason 
is urgently necessary to make acts of reparation, and to have good 
preaching. There is need for upright and sound preaching, without 
mutilation of My doctrines and the holy customs. 

“In the Holy Mass there must be a return to the Rites_which 
My (Holy) Spirit gave (to the Church) many centuries ago, through 
My just and upright vicars.” 

This my Jesus was saying lo me oil the road. Later that day 
He was profuse in Divine messages. My Divine Spouse deigned to 

send through my mediation private mcs f 6“ "o 

. oh. cricf . . • they made nothing of them. Our Lord tried to 
unite some priests so that they might go together to Rome, secretly. 
3 spS with “His Beloved Vicar Paul VI”. But to this day this 
has not been done. And Our Lord says that: He wiU fulfill His 
plans despite the fact that they disobey Hun and do not do His 
will” 

And my Jesus said on that day, speaking of the project that 
He was formulating and He dictated to me, saying: After My 
chosen sons shall have given Me th^e things for which I ask, the 
time of My visible return will not be far distant. That is to saj, 
after all these things shall have been accomplished, the hour wdl 
quickly come when I shall return and be risibly seen among aB My 
children, mankind. At that time I shall reserve to Myself (the 
privilege of offering) the Holy Eucharistic Sacrifice. With Me shall 
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be My children who are faithful to the traditions of the Church; 
above all, to the (traditions of the) lioly Mass. Thus shall it be 
until the wicked are converted, for they also are a part of My in¬ 
heritance. 

“At present, all of you are existing together, the wheat inter¬ 
mingling with the cockle. However, when we shall have purified 
the field (of souls) most of them will be converted. Then, from that 
time onward, THE HOLY MASS SHALL NEVER AGAIN BE 
PROFANED. Thus shall it be, because I will entrust the celebra¬ 
tion of these Sacred Mysteries only to those whom 1 know will 
faithfully persevere. For these Sacred Mysteries must continue in 
My Church Militant until the last day of the eternal judgment.” 

My brothers: from this message, I have taken out only what is 
relative to the Holy Mass, for that is the subject that is discussed. 
But this was one of the very terrible messages in which God Our 
Lord has permitted me to feel in a way, more or less (I think) how 
it will be when He presents Himself as Judge, to give to each 
according to his works. Similarly in those days, October 14, 1969, 
Our Lord prevailed upon me to send some words of Jesus to His 
Holiness Paul VI. 

This was when the Synod of Bishops was being promoted in 
Rome. Those words that 1 sent him were not the recent words 
only, but some, indeed were from many years before which 
He ordered that I write and then said to me: “Keep it and I will 
tell you when and to whom you must show it.” And it was then, 
particularly, that Our Lord called attention to the fact that the 
INFALLIBILITY OF THE POPE MUST NOT BE EXTENDED 
TO THE BISHOPS. And our Lord specified those words that are 
in the Gospel: “I have prayed for you so your faith may not fail.” 
Thus, the Pope must not, nor cannot, nor is he authorized by Our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to confer that grace that has been given ex¬ 
clusively to the Pope, legitimate successor of Peter. That Supreme 
Authority that the Supreme Pontiff has received, is not capable of 
being given over at any human liking. It is exclusively of the Pope. 
Because the Pope has received a Sceptre and he has received that 
Sceptre from Christ and it is to govern the Catholic Flock, not to 
give it over to anyone. And that Sceptre is also so that he may 
guide the People of God by the road of salvation, freeing them 
from novelties and new organizations in the Church, for if it were 
necessary to have such innovations, Christ Our Lord would let it 
be known; but rather, on the contrary: through the “primitive 
Fountains,” the Apostles tell us that it will be ANATHEMA TO 
CHANGE THE DOCTRINES RECEIVED FROM CHRIST 
JESUS. 

On this same theme. Our Lord deigned to give me another 
Message. This was given on January 21, 1970, and begins saying: 
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“OUR COVER” 


“One and only is My Vicar on earth, the successor ofPetenThey 
must recognize Paul VI as My Vicar. Let them free hnn from h« 
enemies and obey him!” 

So often Our Lord has insisted that they go to Rome to free 
His Holiness from the enemies that surround him in the Vatican, 
but no one notices; Jesus has not been obeyed.

“Our Cover” does not treat of the messages given to tire 
‘Portavoz’, but it is an indication that Our Lord made to her pre¬ 
cisely when she was preparing the communication for the August 
issue of “Estrella” and looking for some very suitable reproduction 
of the Blessed Virgin ascending to Heaven, to relate to us again 
about the revelation concerning the “Armistices in Heaven” on the 
days that the Church celebrates the Ascension of Jesus as well as 
the Assumption of the Virgin Mary to Heaven. Then, Our Lord 
gave her the order that follows. 

On June 22. I was looking for a very beautiful reproduction of 
Our Blessed Mother so that I would be able to use it as the cover 
of the August issue of “Estrella,” when suddenly Our Lord said to 
me: “Do not exert yourself in seeking and publishing the picture of 
My Mother ascending to Heaven; rather, show the photograph of 
the Father Superior of the Minims elevating in his hands a Consec¬ 
rated Host that bled. My Most Holy Mother at present is nowhere 
but here on earth, crying with Me and adoring the Eucharist, for 
all the sacrileges that are made in the Holy Mass and the profan¬ 
ations of the Great Sacrament of My Love.” 

On hearing this order and the explanation that my Jesus gave 
me, that our Blessed Mother, the Virgin Mary, lives at present 
more on earth crying, 1 understood that She is realizing her mater¬ 
nal vocation to human beings: she lives near her children, watching 
over them. She cries for the evils they commit, and, finally . . . most 
Sweet Virgin Mother Mary ... I applied myself to considering this 
very deeply, and here 1 am fulfilling the order of Our Lord. The 
photograph that “Estrella” will present for August, shows the 
Father Superior of the Minims, and he holds in his hands a Host 
in a Monstrance, and it is seen that the Host has many stains— 
and they arc bloodstains. What happened? And when? That is 
what I am going to relate to you, according to the information that 
that same Father: Father Francisco Jonas Gaudzc, deigned to 
write for me in a report, which says textually, as follows: 


THE HOLY MIRACLE OF SANTAREM 

Some narrators say it happened in 1247, others that it took 
place in 1266. 

At that time there lived in the village of Santarem (today a 
city of Portugal) a poor woman whose life was made miserable by 
her unfaithful husband. Weary of so much unhappiness she de¬ 
cided to consult a Jewish sorceress for aid. The sorceress promised 
the woman that all her difficulties would disappear if she would 
bring her a Consecrated Host. After great hesitation, the poor 
woman decided to commit this sacrilege. After being heard in con- 
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fession at the Church of St. Stephen she proceeded to the altar and 
upon receiving the Blessed Sacrament removed It from her mouth 
and carefully wrapped It up in her veil. She then proceeded to 
leave the church and hurry to the sorceress’ cave not noticing the 
great drops of Blood that fell from her veil. Others who saw the 
Blood inquired why she was bleeding so profusely. Confused and 
perplexed she ran home and hid the Holy Sacrament in one of her 
wooden chests. 

Late that day her husband returned. In the middle of the night 
they awoke and saw that the house was lit up by mysterious rays 
of light which penetrated through the chest. The woman confessed 
her sin to her husband and both of them spent the rest of the night 
upon their knees in adoration. At daybreak the parish priest was 
informed and people from afar and near rushed to the woman s 
house to contemplate the Holy Miracle. 


The Blessed Sacrament was then taken in procession to the 
Church of St. Stephen where it was placed in a small ease of wax. 

Some time later when the Tabernacle was opened for adora¬ 
tion of the Blessed Sacrament another miracle had taken place. 
The wax case was found broken in pieces and the Holy Sacrament 
encased in a beautiful crystal pyx. This pyx was placed in a gold- 
plated silver monstrance and can be seen to this day. 

The Church of St. Stephen is now named the Church of the 


Holy Miracle. 

Such is the history of the Host that bled; but that my brothers 
might know why the Rev. Fr. Superior of the Minims holds it—it 
is for the simple reason that he has been on pilgrimages to that 
Church twice, and being a Priest, they permit him to ..‘ajce jie 
Monstrance and to bless the pilgrims. The photo that Estrella 
presents in this issue as its cover, where the Rev. Fr. Superior ol 
the Minims appears with the Monstrance in his hands, dressed in 
the proper liturgical vestments, was taken in the year 1969, his last 
pilgrimage to that place, and on the vigil of his coming to the 
Foundation of the Minims. This photo was very well taken and now 
Our Lord makes a special allusion to that photograph and to the 
historical event of the Host guarded in that Tabernacle through 
His Providence, and through the piety of the faithful and the 
priests that have concurred in it. But, the most beautiful thing in 
this is that He Himself has indicated that we publish this prodigy, 
so that we meditate on the fact that a sacrilege, a profanation of 
holy things, is a very grave sin, and much worse if that sin.is| com¬ 
mitted against the Holy of Holies: Chnst m the Eucharist, that is 
to say: the Victim Christ, Christ crucified for our love, who lives 
twenty centuries atoning for this world of human beings, sinners, 
ungrateful wretches and traitors, who permit themselves to be 
seduced by the enemies; above all by the flesh and the devil. 1 ask 


God, then, that He grant that the relating of all these things, and of 
His Divine Messages, might serve for the eternal salvation of your 
soul. For my part, I ask all my brothers and friends of my soul for 
a prayer. Your poor sister in Christ and the pure Virgin, and in 
our Father Saint Joseph, model of a humble and laborious life, and 
of our Father St. Francis of Assisi, that He grant through all these 
Patron Saints of Heaven, that we all may some day succeed in 
going to praise God, thrice Holy. 

May it be for the glory of God!

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MESSAGES OF OUR LORD AND VIRGIN MARY 


‘Estrella’ — September 1973. Section of the ‘Portavoz’ of Jesus 
Note from Estrella: We receive and transcribe integrally the com¬ 
munication for this issue of “Estrella”. We remind our readers, 
especially those who have periodic publications, that they may 
transcribe similarly these words, but without altering them in the 

least. 


My brothers in Christ Our Lord and the Most Holy Virgin, 
our Blessed Mother who loves us and wants to save all of us, in 
this issue I am going to share with you what my Jesus and She, 
too, have recently confided to me for everyone. Oh, my brothers, 
surely ... we are in danger of being lost eternally if we do not 
amend our lives. Although this message is very special for the souls 
who offer themselves as victims of Divine Justice for love, in order 
to save the souls of many of our neighbours, (since it is an obliga¬ 
tion of all Christians to be aware of the unity of their neighbours, 
all of us who have been baptised in the Catholic Apostolic Roman 
Church of Christ Our Lord, so is it also an obligation, to guard 
the Doctrine integrally and to aim at perfection. Although this 
message is, 1 repeat, especially for the souls of the Legion of Vic¬ 
tim Semis of Atonement to the Divine Justice, nevertheless, it 
seems to be incumbent on all of us. 

I am going to refer to some antecedents to make myself under¬ 
stood. It happens that, for more than a month now, I am suffering 
a very painful physical affliction, which prevents my performing 
my duties of obligation, and it has made me adhere to an extreme 
diet. I have offered it in atonement for the sins of gluttony that the 
world is apt to indulge in almost everywhere. Nevertheless, I per¬ 
mitted myself to make a prayer to my God asking Him to free me 
from this illness, something that I am never accustomed to asking, 
because I know that it pleases God Our Lord that we abandon 
ourselves to Him, but, on this occasion, I felt that seeking the 
alleviation of this affliction was justifiable. 

Then on July 23, 1973, I said to Him at Communion, that if 
this affliction was in atonement for some sins, then, I would not 
want Him to relieve me of it, but rather to know how to endure it 


in a manner worthy of being offered to Him. Then He deigned to 
say to me: “If I wanted to cover you with leprosy . . . what would 
you do? . . 

Then I protested submission and I said to Him: “I would per¬ 
mit You to do with me as You will. My Lord and My God, and I 
would bless Your Will; but I would not be able to stop complain¬ 
ing of my afflictions, because I am little.” 

And, here, at this time. He permitted me to see Him: He was 
luminous, near me, and rays of light emanated from his wounds. 
But that vision was so fleeting, that there was not time to see any¬ 
thing else. On going He left the room all impregnated with a most 
delicate and beautiful perfume. I had no doubt, it had been He; 
but the lesson was this: I must not complain, because, as He has 
said to me on many other occasions during my entire life, it is not 
really proper that Justice should complain. 

With that, I remained sad, although convinced of my obliga¬ 
tion, nevertheless it was very hard for me and I could not stop 
complaining. But at my Communion on the 27th—of the same 
month, July, 1973—although without permitting me to see Him, 
He said to me: “Look, My little one: this is how you are thinking: 
that My Justice wants to be repaid for many sins through you. But 
you arc trying to endure this phase for merits, the most perfect that 
you can. What I mean is: not only must you not complain but also 
you must conceal your sufferings.” 

Then He kept silence and again He said to me: “My Blessed 
Mother, the most perfect Creature before the August Divine 
Trinity, is going to be with you in these days.” 1 thought, without 
saying it, ‘when would that be?’ And He said to me then: “When? 
You await Her night and day, wait for her because She will come 
to teach you many things so that you may begin to learn from Her 
and thus teach the others.” 

On hearing this I wondered if perchance He, My Most Beloved 
Jesus, was going to stop loving me? Would He be disillusioned (if 
the expression fits) on seeing me as such a little thing in suffering? 
And He answered me then, saying to me: “Yes, I love you; I have 
always loved you and I would not be able to stop loving you! ! ! ! 
On My Mother’s coming to you, she comes in My name and in My 
place. Isn’t She My Mother? And your Mother, too? She will give 
you her maternal spirit; because Victim Souls must be like She is; 
the mother of souls. I will not cease to be with you; for I chose 
you for this mission. It is right that you call your daughters (the 
nuns) and speak to them of this mission that I began in you and 
them and that they have to continue, without relinquishing the 
spirit of the redemptive work. It is necessary to suffer the punish¬ 
ments that sin deserves; only thus is Justice repaid and only thus, 
is the mediation of graces free to help Me to save souls, especially 
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in these days of decisive combat. Note well that, what is paid cor¬ 
responds to the sin, thus will be the atonement that must be paid 
in the victim! 1 ! Make this clear to those souls who, feeling the 
impulse of My grace, wish to offer themselves as victims. The re¬ 
demption of souls will not be realized without affliction! But this 
affliction will be mitigated because I am the consolation of victim 
souls; for I apply My merits to them.” 

Here my Jesus again kept a little silence and then continued; 
“This will be published in “Estrella” because “Estrella” is mine; 
and especially. My message that you must explain is this: that of 
how the LEGION OF VICTIM SOULS must be. Because, note 
well that I, in a single thing, include many others; but in the 
realization of ATONEMENT are included all the things of this 
Work of Mine so that, in spite of the impediments of hell and 
human perversities. My Work is realized. 

What I have noted above was from July 23, 1973. Well then, 
this very day, Saturday, July 28. 1973, being in Holy Mass, when 
the Priest elevated the Host at the Consecration, I felt physically, 
a trembling, that is the sign that something divine is going to come 
to me, and thus it was. In that same moment, the Blessed Virgin 
came and stood above the Tabernacle, and spoke to me thus: My 
little daughter, in the absence of the Father Superior of the Minims, 
you (the nuns) and the brother-Minims must pray a great deal for 
him, because the demon has plotted to harm him. 

Note: I must explain that precisely on this day, after saying 
his Holy Mass the Father Superior had to leave on a trip to his 
country, although only for a few days. Then, on saying this to me 
the Virgin Mary extended Her Blue Mantle in such a way that it 
was embracing all the little chapel and at that moment, the Pries 
was elevating the Chalice. And She said to me: I am with all My 
children and I protect them under My Mantle Look. And it was 
then I saw the Chalice being elevated and, although it was being 
held in the hands of the Priest, it poured itself out and I saw the 
Precious Blood fall over the Mantle of Mary and the Mantle was 
saturated in the Blood. And the Mantle covered all of us who were 
in the chapel, including two sisters who were outside of the little 
chapel, because their duties placed them there; I saw them at both 
sides of the Blessed Virgin. It was a very brief moment, but it left 
in my soul and even in my eyes the unforgettable vision of that 
kind of blueness that enveloped all of us present Meanwhile My 
Blessed Mother said: “Thus I constantly retrieve the Blood of My 
Son on the earth.” 

Then the Blessed Virgin said to me: “Look, my daughter, all 
of you (the nuns) and the brother-Minims were called to victims 

. it must not trouble you if they are spoken of or if there is 
silence Let God do what He wishes with you in everything!! 


She said this to me because at that moment 1 asked her about 
a sister of our Community, of whom, in some messages that God 
Our Lord had given, there had been no mention made. 
And here I had to go up for Communion; but scarcely had I re¬ 
ceived Communion when I became oblivious of all that surrounded 
me and of this world, and I saw myself alone, at that moment with 
my Jesus. The two of us were going on some very long roads and 
at the end of them there was a very blue horizon, all was blue, but 
very distant. In this, I heard the voice of my Blessed Mother who 
said to me; “Do you see this? In such a way My Maternal Mantle 
is spread because it has been given to me to be the Mother of all 
the children of Eve. I have reconquered them through the merits 
of the Passion of My Divine Son, suffering everything for love of 
human souls in order to save them. You, who form the Legion of 
these Victims . . . abandon yourselves to suffering . . . because it is 
a great thing to live here and now nailed to the cross! !” I left Holy 
Mass then with this lesson very deep in my soul and I have felt 
myself strengthened to suffer. May God be blessed! 

Bui, a few hours later, about 11 in the morning, I again heard 
the voice of my Blessed Mother who said to me: “The daughter 
who assists in “Estrella” answering some letters that you have not 
been able to answer for lack of lime, is good. Now, answer especi¬ 
ally my daughter Teresa, whom you have spoken to several weeks 
ago now. Tell her to do what can be done to teach among the 
social groups that she shares, modesty in dress, and say clearly that 
I will not be able to do anything before God if the women do not 
help with their co-operation being virtuous and modest, in the 
manner of dressing, of speaking and of conducting themselves, 
within as well as outside of the home. 

“The immodest women will not be My daughters on the day 
of Judgment; because the demon of lust will carry them away for 
himself in that day; and they will be the booty of the demons, just 
as now they voluntarily permit themselves to be seized by that 
shameless temptation.” 

When I heard such words from my Blessed Mother and that 
her tone was as if crying, I began to cry, too, and then, She said to 
me: “My daughter, enough for now for “Estrella” for September. 
I add only my recommendation as Mother: Do you want to be My 
daughter in eternity? Try now to be beloved of purity, of modesty 
and of all that characterizes the honesty of a Christian woman.” 

Thus, dear little sisters of the soul: why do you not heed the 
exhortations of the Virgin Mother whom we have in heaven and 
from whom we can attain many Graces now? . . . Now ... Yes! ! 
Now, even though the moment of Judgment has not come! ! I, your 
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I was going to get paper and a pen, when He said to me: “For 
now, rest, so that you do not lack vigour.” 

Commentary: How gracious of Our Lord, for He told me that 
I should rest, because in these last days I have been so ill with my 
indisposition that I cannot eat what is necessary. I obeyed, and 
slept peacefully until the hour of arising; but, at Holy Mass and at 
Communion, I heard the voice of My Blessed Mother. She spoke 
to me thus: “During the octave of My Feast (She refers > to the 
Assumption) live retired, and come out only for recreation.” 


I am going to make this other comment: The Virgin tells me 
that I am to spend the days of Her octave in absolute retreat and 
I must go out only for the recreation of the Community. Oh! Do 
you know why? Because the act of recreation in a Religious Com¬ 
munity is an important act so that the common life of the sisters 
may not be altered. The nun well trained in her duties knows that 
she docs not go to refresh herself, but to fulfil a duty of fraternity: 
she goes to refresh her sisters; that is why My Blessed Mother 
gives me that charge. I comment on it, so that those of you who 
arc going to read this may know it. Then She continued saying to 
me: “Make adoration, from your cell, at midnight. 1 will awaken 
you.” 


What more exquisite maternal solicitude is there than that of 
the Virgin Mary! My brothers, all of you, let us love the Blessed 
Virgin a great deal; but let us love Her with works, obeying what 
She recommends to us. Then, She continued saying to me: All of 
you, offer many acts of self-renunciation in these days for the 
souls that I am redeeming! ! All of you, help Me. . With prayer 
and sacrifice.” 


Commentary: The Blessed Virgin makes reference to the souls 
that She is redeeming, precisely in these days of the Octave of the 
Feast of Her Assumption. For. remember, all my brothers, that 
there is a most sublime revelation that, on this Feast of Hers, as 
on the Ascension of Jesus, there is an “armistice’ of souls; and 
that is why She tells us to please help Her. Then She gives me 
notice of something very personal. She tells me: You will have 
some visits, which will merit your attention.” 


That is to say. She is forwaming me so that on the arrival of 
the time of those visits, I know how to recognize that I can inter¬ 
rupt my isolation, for there will be persons, perhaps, with some 
words that we may discuss and their souls may be benefited ° r mi ? e 
She forewarns me . . . What sweet rootherlmess is that of the 
Virgin Mary! Then She continues: “Let all understand that they 
have been called to help Me to redeem sods. . - how? . . . by 
denying themselves their own satisfactions. This life is a me tor 
the redemption of souls. Everything to redeem souls! Everything 


is little . . . Tell your daughters, tell everyone; through the means 
of ‘Estrella’, tell them that: this is My epoch, a Marian Epoch . . . 
that is the same as saying: an epoch of sorrow! Because with this 
coin, souls are redeemed!!! Some souls suffer in one way, others 
in another, but all must be offered to the Divine Justice through 
the merits of My Divine Son and in My hands: through the medi¬ 
ation of the Handmaid of God.” 

This was what She said to me at the hour of my Communion, 
but later, about 10:30 in the morning, I being at my work, thinking, 
what would be good to do at this time? Again I heard the voice 
of My Heavenly Mother, next to me. She said to me: “Begin 
reading and making known for ‘Estrella’ the book tilled: ‘Path¬ 
ways of Life’ by My son Remigio Vilarino, SJ. You have to read 
it slowly and with concentration. Those counsels are holy and 
wise, they enclose the true light of Heaven, the true doctrine, which 
every soul that wishes to be saved must fulfil.” 

When I heard this order of my Blessed Mother, it amazed me, 
because for several days now I had seen that book in the library 
of our Community, but for lack of time I had not taken it to read, 
although in other years 1 had already read it; but on Her ordering 
me, then I obeyed. But, I am going to continue to convey the 
words that She continued saying to me: “In all the epochs, doc¬ 
trine must be the same. Thus all My children must consider that 
if they do not correct themselves of their perverted customs and 
evils; unless they return to the true road, they will not be saved. 
Let them meditate on these wise words (from the book mentioned 
by Her) that poured from a true priestly heart, and compare the 
doctrine that presently the false and evil priests are giving.” 

The Blessed Virgin kept silence here, and then said with very 
sorrowful emphasis: “Let all of them repent; priests and seculars, 
and accept now . . . soon ... the true doctrine of the Church.” 

And again she kept silence, then said: “While the women do 
not repent of their immodesty; in their dress and in their customs, 
and do not return to the practice of the Catholic religion . . . they 
... the women, are going to suffer for the sins of the men; because 
they are the ones guilty of the men’s living as they now live: in 
tremendous mortal sins. 

“Let them remember how in the beginning of creation, it was 
the woman who was guilty of the original sin. She invited Adam to 
sin. Thus now, the woman instigated by the same demon who 
tempted Eve, is being the ruin of HUMANITY. 

“They must have recourse to Me, and I will intercede for them 
and also for the men; for it has been granted to Me to be the 
Mediatrix of Divine Graces; but I cannot present souls soiled by 
sin to the Heavenly Father. It is necessary that they be purified 
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and that they change their life and their customs. Let all those who 
wish to be saved leave the fashion. I repeat to you: that I cannot 
recognise as daughters those who like to be impure and to go 
naked and to have sinful customs. It is urgent that the women Te- 
pent—all over the world! !” 

The Blessed Virgin kept an instant of silence, then said to me: 
“There now! My daughter! Let ‘Estrella’ for October be for My 
invitation to all Catholic women and even to those, who not being 
Catholic may be converted to Catholicism; let them commence to 
be valiant, calling a halt to all immodesty and the other sins re- 
lated to the fetid vice of impurity! ! I make a call to the woman, 

I the Virgin Mother who merited the grace to be the Mother ot 
Christ. 1 want to save all My children, especially beginning with 
the women, who must be docile to the voice of the Mother of 
Heaven, if they wish to save their souls and those of their loved 
ones. The Catholic woman must dress according to My example, 
covering all her body, with modesty!! Why do you (aU.of! you 
women) listen to the demon? ... It is he, he who goes dragging 
you down to Hell!!!” 

Friday, August 17, 1973 

Being again profoundly sleeping on this day. about one in Utc 
morning, the presence of the Blessed Virgin awakened me, 
as She had said to me a day earlier, that She will have to come 
during these days of the Octave of Her Feast of the Assumption 
and awaken me to make the Holy Adoration of the Blessed Sacra¬ 
ment from our cell. And thus it was. Her sign was the same as that 
Our Lord uses: our cell is illuminated with a light so clear and 
radiant that it makes me awaken. On perceiving this light and 
opening my eyes and jumping from the bed to the floor, 1 saw Her. 
bringing visibly on Her breast a large Host that shone. Then She 
said to me: “Adore My Son in the Eucharistic Hosts with Me. and 
olfer these adorations in atonement for the neglect in which He is 
left in almost all the convents, making flimsy excuses. 1 do not 
compain of you (the Minim nuns) for you do as much as you can. 

Then on saying this to me. She continued explaining to me. 
something that 1, from very early in my life have . un¬ 

doubtedly by the light of God. When 1 was living with my parents 
and 1 longed to go to the Church to adore the Blessed Sacrament 
and I was not permitted to, and I cried in silence, my Jesus con¬ 
soled me, saying to me: “Adore Me even from afar. for there are 
no distances for those who love one another. Thus now. My 
Blessed Mother said to me: “Just as you have understood it always, 
this adoration is not hindered either by distance orocrapatKms. 
(That is to say, a person can be working at his duties and at the 
same time adoring Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament m the rab«er- 
nacles, and even more so, in the most abandoned and lonely.) 


The Virgin continued saying to me: “Although, when it is 
possible there should always be a soul at the foot of the Taber¬ 
nacles who adores Him exclusively. Make acts of reparatory love 
. . . of fidelity and of penance, for the interruption now of your 
sleep and your rest. I live constantly watching the Tabernacles of 
all the earth.” 

And on saying these words, the Virgin was crying and I said 
to her: ‘Oh, Mother! ! ! 1 want to cry with you, because I under¬ 
stand your sorrow. Your sorrow is like the sorrow of all the 
mothers of the earth . . . who see their children being lost in this 
world.’ 

And She responded to me thus: “No! My sorrow is very much 
greater . . . for there is no sorrow like mine. Because it has been 
given to Me to cry for all the children of the earth . . . and for the 
outrages that are made against My Divine Son crucified in the 
consecrated Hosts. Help Me at least to cry for these outrages, to 
cry for the perdition of My children, the human beings . . . who 
prefer sin and not the state of grace nor the love of their God, and 
who wound My Heart constantly being obstinate in sin, especially 
women in immodesty.” 

And here the Blessed Virgin embraced me and cried on my 
shoulders. Then She disappeared, leaving her profound sorrow in 
my heart. 


The same day: Friday, August 17, 1973 

After the very perceptible company of my Blessed Mother in 
my hour of adoration, I had to sleep again. On awakening at 
the hpur of rising, when I finished my prayers and meanwhile 
was arranging our bed; T was preparing myself to take a light 
breakfast (in the same cell, due to illness) when my Blessed Mother 
returned to speak to me again. She said to me: “My daughter, the 
words that I have said to you this past month will be the reading 
for My very beloved daughters who will come to the Retreat, this 
coming Sunday. For them I am going to dictate now, and now, 
write: ‘My beloved daughters who come to the Vergel to adore 
My Divine Son, promise Me now that, scarcely on returning to 
your homes, you will have altered modestly your clothing and you 
will have asked and ordered your daughters to do so. Catholic 
modest}’ orders that women dress with all their body well covered, 
without any sign of perversion. Your skirts wide and to the ankle. 
The neckline to the neck, the sleeves to the wrist, and the waist 
loose, not tight. Since you do not wear the wide veil that I, your 
Mother, always wore, at least obey Me in these regulations that I 
give you, with maternal zeal, so that I can intercede for you and 
your children. Heed the lights that My Divine Son and I, too, give 
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you through ‘Estrella’. Because ‘Estrella’ is ours; it is the means of 
giving to everyone the voice of the Truth so that you will be saved 
in this night of confusion. My daughters, I love you a great deal, 
and I want to have you with me one day in Heaven. Obey Me 
then, and extend My message further for the women of this century. 

I bless you. Be good. I love you. Return My maternal love. 

The same day, Friday, August 17, 1973, being at Holy Mass, 
at the hour of Communion, my Blessed Mother, having the Host 
on Her breast, let me see Her again, then not She, but my Jesus, 
(Whom I also had in me with His Real Eucharistic Presence in those 
moments,) spoke to me. He said to me: “Note well. My little 
one. My Mother intervenes in the Eucharist in a manner so intim¬ 
ate! ! ! In the same way that from Her I had Flesh and Blood. She 
acts always for the care of Her Son here in the pilgrimage of 
human beings. She rejoices in the souls that receive Me with love 
and reverence; She suffers and atones in the souls that receive 
Communion without the proper dispositions. But . . . in the 
sacrilegious Consecrations ... oh, grief! 1 ! She alone takes part in 
crying and having recourse to other souls so they make atonement. 

On listening to these words of my Jesus, and not having any¬ 
thing with which to note them down, I went to get up so that they 
would not be forgotten, but She, the Blessed Virgin, said to me: 
“Stay to recite the prayers of the Communion, 1 will remcmbei 
all of it for you.” 

And thus it was, I obeyed, and later, I have remembered 
everything and I am writing it down and in these same moments. 
She has said to me: “My daughter, we remain in abeyance until 
after Sunday, so that you have time to put this message in order. 
I bless you.” 

And She left, leaving my soul full of Her Heavenly fragrance. 
Mv sisters who are going to read or listen to this message of our 
Mother in Heaven” . . . Take note! ! ! ! I beg you. for your own 
souls! ! ! 1

ADDENDUM. August 22. Ootave of the Assumption of Mary 


I had thought that what was said to me in my Sacramental 
Communion on Friday, the 17th of this month, as I have already 
narrated, was the only thing that I would have to convey to 
Estrella for the month of October (1973) because, after that morn¬ 
ing on which My Blessed Mother said to me; ‘we will have a 
special session together after Sunday/ as all of you will read it 
herein, and ‘dedicate some lime to putting this message in order’, 
for the group of women who come to the Vergel every month to 
make a spiritual Retreat. After that, on Saturday, the 18th of 
August, My Most Pure Mother deigned to come to our cell at 
dawn, to awaken me at two in the morning, so that 1 might make 
my Adoration of the Blessed Sacrament, from there, from the cell. 
The brilliance with which She is almost always surrounded awak¬ 
ened me; but there were no words from Her nor any other extra¬ 
ordinary sign. I was praying all that time so that this Message of 
Our Sweet Mother might have an echo in the hearts of the women. 
Similarly, at dawn on Sunday, or rather, during the night. She 
came again to awaken me at 11.30 p.m.; nor was there any word 
from Her. On Monday, the 20th, She came again to awaken me at 
11 p.m.; with no other sign than the light which She radiates. On 
Tuesday, the 21st, She did not come to awaken me, and on awake¬ 
ning myself at five in the morning, I felt saddened that she had not 
come. But I know the tenderness of a good mother . . . how much 
greater is Hers! She knew that I was very weak physically and She 
wanted to let me recuperate. Nevertheless, at my Communion, it 
happened to me thus: 

First, being at Holy Mass, I felt that something was going to 
happen and so it did. Although we left after Mass, nothing 
supernatural had happened, but on receiving Communion I had 
felt fervour and love so great. . . that was supernatural and as an 
announcement of another greater thing, because I am already ex¬ 
perienced in this, especially when the zeal to save souls is incited 
in me . . . but, not a natural, but a supernatural, zeal! ! ! That 
day, the 21st (yesterday) was almost entirely one of visits, un¬ 
doubtedly the visits that She had warned me that I would have and 
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that would be for a good purpose, and thus it seems it has been. 
But, today, dawn of the 22nd of August (1973) full octave of the 
Feast of the Assumption of My Blessed Mother, She came to 
awaken me at three in the morning. And, She said to me: “Make 
your adoration, spending as much time as you can with your arms 
in the form of a cross, and offer it for the souls that I shall redeem 
on this last day of the Feast on which is celebrated My Assumption 
into Heaven. Because this year, I have procured very many souls, 
my daughter . . . very many . . . that I have snatched from the 
devil; some almost on the verge of dying condemned; for you have 
had many prayers united for this purpose throughout different 
parts of the world!! My daughter it is fitting to continue exhort¬ 
ing through ‘Estrella’ this devotion so that, every year, we may 
carry many souls to Heaven with Me!!!” 

And when My Blessed Mother was saying these words, 1 saw 
her face joyous, smiling, very beautiful, truly most beautiful. She 
stopped over our bed, not in the air, but She stood on our blankets, 
which being very blue, reflected the whiteness of Her feet, very 
white and blushing. Her very beautiful feet, and as She saw that 1 
was looking at Her feet, She said to me: “Kiss My feet. My 
daughter;” and when I did it, I felt that She, at the same time, bent 
over, kissing my shoulder. I sat up and at that moment She said 
to me: “I am going ... but I am only leaving your sight, because 
I am always with all of you. Tell those who arc sleeping at this 
time, tell them, your daughters, that I love them with a special 
love.” 

Then, before She disappeared. She said to me: “My Son 
will tell you something today when you receive Him in Com¬ 
munion.” 

Then She added: “Rest a little or take something to eat, be¬ 
cause you need it.” 

I confess that J wanted nothing at that time, neither to sleep 
nor to eat, I wanted only to be seeing Her and hearing Her sweet 
voice; but She was gone, although She lias left me a feeling of 
very great expectation that She will triumph in this night of dark¬ 
ness in the world, because . . . How can we help but be saved, if 
we have, in addition to the Victim, Jesus, a Mother so full of 
grace? Let us unite ourselves to Her, especially those of us who 
form the ‘Legion of Victim Souls in union with the Victim Jesus:’ 
let us invoke Her ‘Perpetual Help’ because She is the Patroness of 
the Legion of Victims, under Her advocation of ‘Perpetual Help’. 

This same day: August 22, 1973, Octave of the Assumption of 
Our Mother, the Virgin Mary, into Heaven, I was prepared at 
Holy Mass with paper and a pen. On receiving Communion, about 
8 a.m., I immediately felt His presence in me. This is in an un¬ 
equivocal manner and those who know it because it has happened 


to them will understand it, and the Doctors in Mystical Theology 
as well. As I was already on the alert, I left immediately and, 
walking slowly, came to our cell and knelt down. During the walk 
from the little chapel to the cell, I felt, in a way I had felt it many 
times before, that I was going at His right and Ilis arm was lead¬ 
ing me by the shoulder, in such a way that I felt very secure; thus 
it was now. But on kneeling next to our bed, where I had placed 
a pad of paper ready to write, as I was arranging myself to write 
He said to me: “I am awaiting you;” precisely when .1 within my¬ 
self, was saying at the same time to Him: “I adore you.” Then, 
He said: “Write!” 

A MESSAGE FOR ALL THE NUNS OF THE WORLD 

And, on coming to my senses. He persisted, saying: “Write: 
these words that I am going to tell you now, form a message for 
all the nuns of the world. 

“I ask all of you . . . What have you done with the VOWS 
that you once pronounced? Of poverty, chastity and obedience? 
Because you have forgotten everything . . . especially you have 
forgotten"Him Who is your Spouscl ! 

“I speak to those nuns who have been modernized ! ! ! 

“You make your vows to Me and not to men! ! ! 

“And you . . . don’t you comprehend this point? 

“Yes . . . yes, you know your holy obligations; but you want 
to sin, approving with blind obedience without discerning what is 
good or what is evil; what is virtue or what is sin! ! ! 

“If you do not repent and return to the true road, fulfilling 
your vocation ... you will not save your souls, much less save 
other souls: nor will I recognize you as espoused souls; rather, on 
the last day I will say to you: ‘Away from Me ... I do not know 
you! ! ! Go to the eternal fire that you have preferred here on 
earth, by following the tempters, false doctrines of the false apostles 
who want to destroy My Church.” 

Here my Jesus made a short pause: then He said: “Where are 
your Holy . . . modest . . . religious habits? 

“What have you done with the Rules ordered by your 
Founders and Foundresses? 

“Why have you obeyed men and the devil rather thau Me? 

“Why are you going so proudly and stupidly by the broad 
roads that you well know lead you to perdition? 
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“Who has (aught you to understand the reverse of My words? 

“I, your God, your Redeemer, to whom you once came to 
consecrate yourselves to Me as spouses, I give you this message, 
by means of this little spouse of Mine; to give you time to reflect, 
to repent and to leave the broad road full of satanic darkness where 
you now are . . . believing that you are going the right way be¬ 
cause you obey men—clever and possessed men who have taken 
over My Church and to whom I am also giving a truce so that 
they may repent!! 

But, for the honour of My Name as Spouse of the Nun and as 
an oblation to My Mother, the Holy Virgin, I send this message 
to you: because you must, after your conversion, OFFER YOUR¬ 
SELVES AS VICTIM SOULS . . . YOU . . . THE NUNS . . . 
ALL OF YOU! ! ! BECAUSE THAT IS WHY THE NAME 
‘SISTER’ IS GIVEN TO YOU; BECAUSE YOU MUST LIVE 
HERE BELOW WORKING TO SAVE SOULS. 

“More souls are saved by means of VIRTUE, of PRAYER 
and of SACRIFICE; than by means of what is now called: ‘APOS¬ 
TOLIC MISSIONS;’ and at times . . . those acts of ‘Apostolic 
Missions’ have nothing good in them. 

“Get away from the False Pastors who go dragging you to 
eternal perdition! ! ! 

“Adopt a conservative attitude at those gatherings where they 
bring you together to orient you . . . they are not orientations ! ! ! 
Nor of a saving nor sanctifying nature, but rather . . . they are 
bonds of perdition put on the true religious spirit. They have 
borne you even to the fields of sin . . . openly! ! ! Because you 
yourselves know it when your conscience calls you . . . but . . . 
then . . . you continue in the broad pathways and you even are 
accomplices so that other souls arc lost—among them children as 
well as the young people, and even among adults, men and women. 

“Do you see? You let yourselves be scandalized and then you 
scandalize others! ! ! 

“In the name, therefore, of My Virgin Mother, I call you . . . 
I await you. I will not wait much longer. Have compassion on 
souls . . . starting with your own! ! !” 


WORDS OF JESUS (at my Holy Communion, Sept. 5, 1973) 


Antecedents: Because my physical indispositions, due to my 
ill-health, do not at times permit me to be in the Chapel, on this 
day I was complaining without words, but God who sees souls, 
saw that I was complaining, so that, scarcely had I received Com¬ 
munion when He said to me: “My little one, praise Me for every¬ 
thing. Just as others of your daughters serve Me in health, you 
serve Me in infirmity, sorrows, works and sacrifices; but in both 
things, I act in your souls, and a soul that suffers, glorifies Me even 
more, even when it is fit for nothing else. Therefore, be tranquil, for 
T order everything for your good. 

“Today I have wanted to have you withdrawn with Me, pre¬ 
cisely at this time, and I wanted to arrange it through the means of 
intensifying your ills.” 

Note: Our Lord refers to the fact that scarcely had T received 
Communion when I had to withdraw from the Chapel and come to 
our cell, due to the way I felt; and I was having pain, so that 1 had 
not been able to remain, to finish the rest of the Holy Mass; but He 
consoled me and explained that He Himself had prepared every¬ 
thing that way, that everything was the work of His Providence, 
because He wanted to have me alone with Him. 

Then He continued: “Thus ... I am bearing you wherever it 
is fitting at each moment, for your good and for My glory.” 

When Jesus told me this reasoning, I thought to myself, ‘To 
what is He referring? How could my miserable sufferings be of such 
importance and attain glory for the whole power of God?’ And He, 
Who does not need us to tell Him nor to ask Him anything, an¬ 
swered me thus: “What have I asked of you? ... Oh . . . My 
spouse, do not ask Me; because it is your duty only to obey and 
to be in peace. You are an inquisitor and this is not suitable for 
My little ones.” 

When my Jesus said this, I had my faculties enlightened in 
such a way that on hearing His explanation, it seemed to me 
opportune to remind Him of some of His own words that the Holy 
Gospels transmit to us and I said to Him: ‘My Jesus, those who are 
precisely “little ones ” the children, for example, if they are in¬ 
quisitors, it is because they speak and say everything they feel.’ 
Then He, my Jesus showed me that He does not mind my requests 
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and He said to me: “Yes, that is true, too, the little ones are in¬ 
quisitors; but for now I do not mean that I intend to force you to 
withdraw yourself with Me by intensifying your ills. The truth is, 
f love you! . . . And you love Me and we love each other reciproc¬ 
ally, and you being My littlest spouse . . . must let yourself be used 
m My hands, because I ... 1 am He Who commands you ” 

When I heard this reasoning of His, I said to Him: 4 Do you 
not like that I question You? . . . and, then ... to whom will I 
go 9 ' And He deigned to answer me: “Yes . . . ask Me, because 
you are a very little one who does not know how to understand 
anything if I withdiaw My light from you.” And my Jesus said 
these words with a tone of great authority, then, more gently. He 
added- “But, for now what I have wanted of you was to test 
your obedience! ! Be in peace’ 1 And think only of ofFering your 
sufferings for souls, because it is urgent to redeem many . . . time 
compels It! ! !” 

And my Jesus seemed to keep silence, in order to tell me the 
following: “Receive My benediction so that you can impart it in 
My name to your daughters' ! Love me! ! ! Suffer with love! ! ! 
Be good anil simple! ! ! I love you a great deal! ! 1 All this family 
of the Vergel’ ! My grace, My love. My protection are with you. 
Tell all your daughters woe to anyone who is unfaithful to 
Me' '. !” 

I was hearing only the voice of Our Lord and I noticed that 
He was approaching more or withdrawing a little; but, there was a 
moment when He was approaching quite close to me, saying to me: 
“And now, see to your duty, write ‘Estrella’ . . . concentrate, so 
that you conduct yourself—consistent with its contents. I am in 
your mind, in your heart, 1 help you, you are only a copyist I 
speak . . . you transmit . . . and never mind foolish opinions.” 

And, at that moment, Jesus permitted me to see Him; He had 
His Heart over His breast, and it as well as His hands and feet, 
too, were full of light, and He said to me thus: “All of you are 
living by the Grace that My wounds acquired ... for the human 
race . . . this proud race - . . that does not know how to humiliate 
itself anil ask pardon. My spouse, exhort them all! ! ! To the 
honesty of their lives, as to humble contrition for their sins, be¬ 
cause . •. the end is approaching.” And. here He left; but first He 
made the Sign of the Cross on my forehead with His hand. (This 
time it was not with His thumb, but with His whole hand ) 

My soul was full of happiness. May it be for the glory of God.

A MATTER OF CONSCIENCES Celestial Visit at Dawn of 
SEPTEMBER 11, 1973. 

1 was sleeping and my Blessed Mother awakened me and said 
to me. “Sacrifice your rest and offer it for a soul that 1 am winning 
for Heaven today.” I obeyed and was kneeling with my arms in the 
form of the cross for about three-quarters of an hour. 1 heaid the 
voice of my Mother again at that time, saying to me: “Enough 
now, rest a little.” 

I went back to sleep; but I awakened again very quickly, be¬ 
cause the resplendence of the presence of my Mother that fills my 
cell awakened me. 

When I was kneeling I saw her, very radiant. At her feet was 
the figure of a man; but all luminous. Smiling, She said to him. 
“Son, tell her everything.” Then I recognized the voice of L., who 
said to me: “Today 1 arose to Heaven and you have intervened in 
this very great grace that I have attained. I belonged to the Free¬ 
masons, you found out and in all justice you repudiated me. At 
that time I did not understand the things of the light of God, every¬ 
thing I had done, even behind the backs of my good parents, I 
believed justified, because my objectives were being benefited and 
thus I was hardening my conscience. Nevertheless, I chose you as 
spouse, because in the depths of my soul, I knew how to appreciate 
virtue and I wanted you for myself, a decent child, with faith and 
good habits; and a child pure in soul and body, for in my dreams 
as a man, I was anxious to surround myself with a family that, 
being mine, would give me integrity and purity and a holy way of 
life. My compromises with the lodges disgusted me, but the ad¬ 
vantages sustained me in them. When you, being so young, repulsed 
me for being a mason of the highest degree, and I, not being 
able to leave the situation, gave myself up to drink, and the vice 
of drinking unbalanced my mind a little. The years that followed, 
I disputed in the lodges, demanding my individual rights, because 
my madness was to renounce it and to return to you and beg your 
pardon: but there was no time then and one night they killed me, 
precisely when I had had recourse to a parish priest and I went to 
confession with an understanding of my responsibility; and having 
been absolved then of my sin before God, I invoked the Virgin, 
whom you taught me to love, and She saved me from Hell . . . 
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scarcely had I received Communion and He said to me: "Yes, it is 
I. Do not be disturbed.” Then He ordered me, saying to me: Now 
let us go to your room upstairs.” 

I obeyed and arrived at my writing desk and knelt and then 
He said to me: “Write, sons and daughters, Minims .. . utile ones, 
see how I want you to be: I want you very charitable, sweet, 
amiable, compassionate, forgetful of earthly mtereste, «*Iung only 
souk! ! ! ... heaven! ! ! to console My Heart, to dry the tears 
of My Blessed Mother. How is this to be done? Like this . . . you 
frequently have opportunities, giving to those who need, some ot 
what I give you. Of what? Of everything: of earthly goods and of 
eternal goods, of grace and of pardon. Using compassion. So that, 
on experiencing your charity, souls may feel themselves attracted 
(o Me and may recover in their afflictions, m soul as well as in 
body. I have called you to serve Me in this difficult time because 
of its lack of charity, of faith and of detachment. 

Well then, all of you, supply what is lacking: be charitable and 
be detached from the things of this world; because, let your faith 
be true and you will await everything from Me. I give you love .. . 
all of you, give that love to your fellow creatures . . . give It to 
them without expecting anything from them, but from Me, await¬ 
ing Heaven. Heaven is all a victim soul must seek! ! 

And here Our Lord permitted me to see Him: He was beauti¬ 
ful, radiant! ! ! At that moment, I said to Him: “Lord, what must 
L do? My question was about the specific case of Teresa, and He 
indicated perfectly to me how to proceed. He said to me: hirst, 
separately, call your Vicaress and discuss this subject with her 
Then, call everyone and discuss it with all of them; then, call My 
‘spouse’, Teresa, and read to her the conditions so that she may live 
in solitude with Me. Let her forget the world and prepare herself 
to expect Me when I will come for her. Do all of it as if it were 
done for Me. I love all of you . . . I bless you; but if you obey and 
console Me now . . . how well I will reward you in Heaven. 

And saying this last word, Our Lord left, but first, bending 
toward me. He kissed me on the forehead It was 9 sun...the hour 
of Tercc, the Community was singing the Veni Creator at mat 
time. May it be for the glory of God!

‘Take Him away! ! ! Take Him away! ! !” I heard at the 
beginning of the Canon of Holy Mass. They were the deafening 
cries of the mob. Immediately my Jesus came into view, with a 
crown of thorns and a cape of the “King of Fools” because it was 
a small and worn cape. I saw no one but Him, Who looked at me 
sweetly and sadly and said to me: “Do you want to come with 
Me?” 


At that moment I felt on my temples and head, the piercing 
of the thorns and, simultaneously. Our Lord was crowned by 
angels, with a brilliant crown, and He had angels, also, as His ped¬ 
estal. It was as I understood it, like the glorification of Jesus 
crowned in Heaven. 

I looked down and I saw the earth, as though burning with 
flames. At that moment, it was time for the elevation of the Chalice, 
for I saw the Priest and the Altar. 

I fell myself overcome with fear, but also with faith, with 
hope and, above all, with a great deal of love. 

When I had received Communion, He said to me: “My 
spouse ... do not fear anything; because I am with all of you; 
but, all of you ... be faithful to Me, and loving, and always do 
for Me those sacrifices that 1 ask of you. 

That was all, but is was something of such feeling for me, that 
T felt like crying out loud; but He said to me: “Finish with the 
Holy Mass.” Thus I had been, without moving, until the Blessing; 
but, truthfully, this has affected me profoundly. 

May it be for the glory of God!

Then He said to 
me: “Let us go to the salon and write. 
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I wrote what I had seen. Now, at this moment, T do not see 
him; I only sense His presence next to me. 

Then He said to me: “My peace be with all those who believe 
in My Messages given by means of you. I am honoured and served 
by those who believe.” 

And saying this, I felt that He kissed my forehead. This . . . 
what can I say? . . . How to express in words what is felt and what 
the soul considers its significance?

At Holy Mass at 8 a.m. At the moment of the Consecration, 
Jesus deigned to advise me of the following: “My little one, when 
you receive Me in the Holy Eucharist, carry Me with you to your 
room upstairs.” 

On receiving Communion, obeying my Jesus, I was coming 
towards the place He had indicated to me. But, on passing by a 
room which is next to the chapel and where there is a telephone 
installed. He, Our Lord, indicated the following to me: “Wait a 
moment.” 

I stopped and knelt. Then, at that same moment, the telephone 
rang, and then I understood that He stopped me to avoid the 
possibility that some sister might come to answer it, so f might not 
permit her to do it, given that it is a lack of respect to God Our 
Lord, Whom we have just received in the Host, with His Body, 
with His Soul, with His Divinity. But, blessed be God, 1 noted that 
none of the sisters came to the telephone, which gave me great 
pleasure spiritually. And, at that same time, He deigned to say 
these other words to me: “See? Thus the dignity, or the primary or 
secondary attention that must be given to each Person must be 
distinguished. Thus you must do it and teach others, especially 
your Minim sons and daughters.” 

Then He added: “Let’s go now.” 

And I went up to the room upstairs and I remained there for 
some time without hearing anything. I felt only His Presence 
nearby. I devoted myself to reciting the offering of thanksgiving 
for My Sacramental Communion: but I hoped that He might say 
something else to me. 

That same morning, before going to Holy Mass, I was think¬ 
ing of something that a person had commended to me, and this is 
about: in what—this person has asked me—will the life of per¬ 
fection for secular persons consist, and this can be published in the 
magazine “Estrella;” and thus I was thinking to myself, but un¬ 
doubtedly by the inspiration of God, that the life of perfection in 
general is found in the book of a Kempis and in the keeping of the 


doctrine of Our Lord Jesus Christ that says to everyone: “Be per¬ 
fect.” And then, adding those things that oblige, we have “The 
Commandments;” “The Works of Mercy;” “The Beatitudes;” etc., 
etc., all of which, it seems to me, are condensed in the book of 
d Kempis.

First Chapter 

THE ETERNAL WORD IN THE BOSOM OF THE FATHER 
BEFORE THE FALL OF MAN AND THE REVOLT OF 
LUCIFER. 

The Trinity existed eternally, filling the Heavens. And the 
world (the earth) was not yet. The angels were enjoying fully that 
divine possession because through the attracting force of its infinite 
charms, their freedom of will was subdued: their state of grace was 
meritorious in the eyes of God. 

Nevertheless, the Eternal Being longed for some creatures that, 
outside of the atmosphere of His Divinity, placed in a world of 
multiple charms, and enclosed in material flesh, should love Him 
at the cost of heroic fidelity, with the intensity and purity of the 
angels. 

And God made man with a soul in His Image, so that in Him¬ 
self, his spirit would discover that ‘Kingdom of Heaven*. 

And having been satisfied with His work, He put in it His 
delights and decreed, from all eternity, that “The Word will be 
made flesh, to dwell with the children of men”. 

And here the Virgin Mary (as a virgin She would be mother 
of all the earth) was decreed in the mind of the Eternal One. 

AS DAUGHTER OF THE FATHER, 

MOTHER OF THE SON, 

AND SPOUSE OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 
WHICH IS THE CENTRE AND THE FORCE 
OF THE CREATIVE POWER. 

THE ENVY OF LUCIFER 

And Lucifer (the greatest angel in Heaven) was filled with 
envy and with a bitter jealousy, and his pride rose in rebellion, on 
seeing that it was men and not angels who were to be dignified 
through the Only-begotten in His profuse love. 

Because: he did not love the joy of God; but lie loved himself 
with an inordinate love. 

And, on the fury and hatred arising in him, all his being was 
corrupted. And God, the ‘centre of all purity’, had to hurl him from 
the Heavens to the eternal abyss, accompanied by his followers. 


And in Heaven, God confirmed the good angels in grace so 
that eternally they would love Him and give Him glory. 

But Lucifer roved over the earth, when it was created by God 
to give it to the human race; and Lucifer rose up against man in 
persecution to mislead him from his course, to wreak his vengeance 
on him with the perverse science of his infernal egoism, attempting 
lo impede the Incarnation of the Word, the Son of God. Because, 
he said to himself:- “It is not possible that when all flesh is corrupt, 
He Who is all purity will want to clothe Himself in it.” 

And God saw the thoughts of the devil and, although a single 
act of His will had the power to impede his strategy, or although 
He had the power to confirm man in grace or to destroy the power 
of the malicious, and thus annihilate the enemy; despite all that: 
He let him act. 

And in conformity with His inscrutable and most wise plans, 
that one day He will manifest to man in Heaven, with the brilliance 
of glory, He wanted to await, in human fidelity, the reward of His 
preferential love. 

That is to say: He subjected His glory to the will of man, so 
as not to contradict even the smallest part of His Divine Law. 

Because: all was decreed and accepted by the Trinity of Per¬ 
sons in the Divine Unity, and in it was His own glory and the 
honour of His laws. (Inscrutable mysteries for us now. Mysteries 
of the great power of God!) 

AND MAN SINNED AGAINST 1IIS GOD 

And the hour of expectation arrived! 

And the malicious one put shackles on man . . . and flesh 
became corrupt and God was repulsed by it. And the Word In¬ 
carnate was constrained in the Bosom of the Father. And the Holy 
Spirit found no place to perch his wings. And the indignation of 
justice fell on men. 

And the gates of Heaven were closed; and love could no 
longer diffuse outside the centre of the Blessed Trinity, in a flux 
and a reflux, since it was not possible for man to understand it, 
much less share it. 

But at the sight of the wounds of humanity, the Word was 
moved and wanted to satisfy the Justice of His Love, in order to 
give love to justice. Because: the Eternal Word, craving His 
Incarnation, now offers Himself to the Divine Justice as a Victim, 
and waits only to be invested with human flesh, to condemn sin in 
it and to destroy the damage of the devil. 

And as thus the purity of the Virgin Mary had been conceived 
in the mind of the Eternal One, now, like a fragrant lily in the un- 
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cultivated world, her Immaculate Conception is decreed, without 
any stain of original sin. to be the worthy Mother of God; the 

Only-Begotten of the Father and the spouse of the Holy Spirit. 

JOY IN HEAVEN 

With this decree the Heavens were filled with joy! And the 
Eternal Father was pleased. 

And the Son ... the Word Incarnate ... ecstatic! There was 
no joy equal to the joy of this second person of the Most Holy 
Trinity. 

Because Mary presented Herself before the Divine Gaze, cor¬ 
responding to the Graces of predilection that the Creator had 
bestowed on her above all creatures: She did not leave even a tiny 
drop of that Grace of which She is full, unfruitful . . . Hail . . . 

Full of Grace. 


CONFUSION IN HELL 

On the other hand, in the infernal abyss, the evil spirits bel¬ 
lowed because they could not endure even the mere vision of the 
Immaculate Conception of Mary, as soon as it appeared in the 
Mind of God. 

Because the blindness of this dark spirit, fallen from divine 
grace, darkens his mind, because of his own diabolical pride, in 
which he is punished for all eternity; and thus he is always de¬ 
ceived. believing in himself and that his power will destroy the 
divine plans and that God will not find the means to repair the 
damages that he causes in this, his chosen portion: humanity. 

Thus on this occasion he bellowed from pride on seeing that, 
although flesh was corrupt, the divine power was working a most 
extraordinary miracle ... a miracle that is a mystery and that sur¬ 
passes human understanding—and even that of angels. 

A miracle, moreover, on behalf of man . . . the Inunaculate 
Conception of Mary, so that She may be the Mother of the Divine 
Word: the Redeemer! ! ! 

And from then on all the weight of Ws Punishment was in 
these words: “BLESSED ARE YOU AMONG WOMEN” whose 

echo in the Heavens resound: nrMARY T TO Tlffi 

INAL SIN! ! FROM THE CONCEPTION OF MARY, TO THE 

INCARNATION OF THE WORD!” 

There was only a step from the Conception of Mary to the 
Incarnation of the Word. A step that was. for Mary ... a sancti¬ 
fying and glorifying act of love. 

From the mud of the world, until then, Mary was the only 
creature who attracted the glances of God. She was the only 
whom the Holy Spirit was able to bathe with His graces and to 
diffuse Her in His love. 


But the Divine Word wanted to share with all men... with 
the entire world, with the children of men, His Beloved portion, 
where He had put His delights, the calls of love that were devouring 
Him. He wanted to be incarnate with them, to come to them and 
to live among them . . . and ... to live forever. He hungered and 
thirsted for our miserable hearts!!! Because: the Word of God In¬ 
carnate, loves us ... as we have not understood nor known how to 
return His love; for He still lives among us, although hidden under 
the Sacramental veil of the Eucharist ... as a Victim, who is en¬ 
during for us the payment to the Divine Justice for our sins . . . 
And, vigilantly, night and day for twenty centuries. He is waiting 
for us . . . that we may go to the foot of His Tabernacle and that 
we speak to Him and offer Him our love. He hungers and thirsts 
for our hearts! ! ! 

HOW THE WORD LOVES MARY 

Another motive that impelled the Word’s longing to be in¬ 
carnate, was Mary. 

That beauty of soul attracted Him . . . like a magnet. Because 
the Word Incarnate desired human love more than angelic love; 
because we human beings are His chosen portion. Thus, on con¬ 
templating Mary, the most beautiful creature in soul and in body, 
He wishes to annihilate Himself in her and to rest in that heart that 
totally delivers itself to Him! 

And although He knew that in order to obtain those treasures 
of His love—Mary and mankind—it was necessary to suffer on the 
Cross . . . His love for suffering was from that instant, like a 
Passion that consumed Him, suffering not being possible to Him 
then. 

But ... the hour tolls! ! Tiie hour prepared from all eternity. 
And the Word was made flesh and dwelt among us. 

THE BEGINNING OF THE HIDDEN PASSION OF 
THE WORD INCARNATE IN THE WOMB OF MARY 

(Doctrine for Victim Souls) 

From the same moment of the Incarnation of the Son of God 
in the womb of Mary, the INTERNAL PHYSICAL AND REAL 
PASSION OF CHRIST began. Because the PASSION OF THE 
SON OF GOD, OF THE DIVINE VICTIM, IIAD ITS ORIGIN 
IN HIS HEART, UNITED TO TIIE HEART OF MARY, THE 
CO-REDEMPTRIX. 

And from the virginal womb of Mary, as from a Holy Temple, 
or a Sacred Tabernacle, the Atonement to the Divine Justice from 
the Lamb of God Who takes away the sins of the world began to 
ascend to the Heavens. 
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And the fragrant holocaust was ascending and ascending from 
the Womb of Mary to the Divine Presence, on altars of the most 
pure love, obtaining graces and blessings for the sons of men, 
coveted treasure of the most Loving Heart of Our Saviour. And 
Mary was a victim with Her son. Who, while He dwelt in Her 
womb, could not give a single beat of His Heart to God, unless the 
physical and real organ, the Heart of Mary, would beat in unison 
with His. 

Such was the condition of filial dependence to which the Re¬ 
deemer wished to submit Himself. 

Such an extraordinary martyrdom of sharing, that Virgin 
most prudent accepted with her ‘Fiat’: like an heroic bud from an 
heroic love! For us . . . ungrateful . . . apathetic . . . indifferent. 

Oh Mother! Priest and Victim! I want to love you in the way 
that You and Your Son love us! ! 


REASON FOR I'HE CONFUSION OF THE DEVIL 

And from the devil, the spirit of darkness, this miracle of re¬ 
demption was concealed. 

Because for his poor eyes, blinded by pride, Mary, through her 
humility, was as a mirror blinding him more and more, while he 
was probing what had happened in her from the moment of he 
Incarnation of the Word. And so: he was not able to seeiin the 
Womb of Mary, during the nine months of Her holy pregnancy, 
the fruit of Her virginal womb; for the Holy Spirit covered Her 
with His divine shadow, under the vestige of littleness: humility. 

The Incarnation of the Word had no mandestation of exterior 
magnificence, except what was worked immediately by the Holy 
Spirit, this being a secret action between God and the most humWe 
Virgin. Nor could the unclean spirit ever know, iand for the same 
reason, he could not impede the holocaust that the Word Incarnate 
was then offering to the Divinity from that most pure and humble 
womb of Mary, 

Because Mary is an invulnerable tower, against which, all the 
malice of hell is dashed; and her most pure womb is, after the 
Bosom of the Father, ‘a paradise’, and refuge for victim souls, for 
this reason, the Word sanctified it and He d^ied n dunng th^nme 
months that He dwelt in it; since: rHE WHOLE POWER u 
GOD TOOK FLESH AND BLOOD FROM ORDER H> 

FORM THE PHYSICAL BODY Oh THE VICTIM PAR hX- 
CELLENCE, THE REDEEMER VICTIM, ASSOCIATED 
WITH HER AS CO-REDEEMER VICTIM. And the souls that 
follow Jesus in this way will thus be formed, first, if the divine 
action of the Holy Spirit is permitted to operate. And Mary will 
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form them, as She formed Jesus; in secret, in silence, nourishing 
them with Her purity and Her virtue. 

The Divine Word Incarnate will be concealing them with Him, 
in a mystical but real manner. And this will not be without a cross, 
but on the contrary: nailed to the cross as He was, sharing His 
interior sufferings that were begun then, and now are prolonged in 
the Mystical Passion in His Victim Heart. This will be: to become 
as an echo of the Heart of Christ and of the Most Pure Heart of 
Mary. Tiieir souls will deliver themselves over to Her with docility, 
in imitation of the Word Incarnate in Her. 

Because thus the Emmanuel, longed for by the prophets, 
could, from the womb of Mary begin His redeeming martyrdom 
and His merits ascend without interruption, and they will continue 
ascending through the means of the Legion of Souls, that with Him 
and with Mary, are offered to the Divine Justice in order to com¬ 
plete the Passion of Christ. And the devil will not be able to im¬ 
pede the victimhood of the souls hidden in Mary, before the eyes 
of God. 

THE PASSION OF THE WORD INCARNATE: 

THE LONGING TO BE BORN 

Now the Word longs and suffers to see the ‘hour’ of His 
Nativity on earth arrive. The moment of the consummation of His 
life on the Cross at Golgotha: that is to say, the full measure of 
His sacrifice! 

He was already longing for the martyrdom of His flesh: the 
straw of the manger . . . the cold snow of His material creation 
burning His delicate skin, that of a bud freshly burst into flower! 
The little pebbles of the earth wounding His foot! 

And finally: the nails shattering His hands and feet, and the 
lance His side! ! ! Because He knows that: “WHEN TIIE 
SON OF MAN IS ELEVATED ON THE CROSS . . . ALL 
WILL BE ATTRACTED TO HIM.” And this ‘all’ is, the life of 
the spirit and of grace: The spirit of life and grace, His reign over 
humanity, that He will perpetuate in Heaven, that consists in giving 
all to us, through pure love. 

Ah Father: GLORIFY YOUR SON . . . WITH THAT 
GLORY THAT HE HAD IN YOU, BEFORE THE WORLD 
CAME TO BE. 

Words that encompass all in a mystery of infinite love for us, 
miserable . . . ungrateful . . . sinners ... oh sorrow! ! 

“OH FATHER, GLORIFY ME, FOR I AM YOUR ONLY- 
BEGOTTEN . . . GLORIFY ME AS FIRST-BORN AMONG 
ALL MEN, SO THAT THIS GLORY MAY BE ALSO FOR 
THEM. 
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“SO THEY MAY BE WITH ME ON YOUR RIGHT 
HAND . . . MERITING (through Me) THAT GLORY THAT 

THE WORLD COULD NOT MER ™ ^cf^ERE 

WHICH IT MERITED WHEN 

CREATED IN YOUR ETERNAL MIND, Bt! ^ ™ F f '°^ 
TPiNiTYRR OBJECT OF YOUR LOVE . . . THAT GLORY 
THAT THEY LOST THROUGH THEIR SIN . . . THROUGH 
THAT SIN THAT I AM GOING TO VANQUISH WITH MY 

IMMOLATION.” 

Thus the Word Incarnate longed, hidden from aH. in the worn 
of Mary, and present only before the Divine Throne.

He did not remain 
inactive a single instant during those nine months of intimacy with 
Mary, whom He instructed in the secret of their hearts marvellously 
fused in a single love and a single sorrow. Charity ... Immolation! 
The motto that victim souls must have, in order to live really and 
practically, with the Hearts of Jesus and of Mary. That passion, 
which from that instant, has not ceased to exist in the Heart of 
Jesus, and that longing to co-participatc with us, and for which He 
asks for souls at the foot of His Tabernacles, pure Eucharistic 
souls that arc immolated in secret with Him and as He is. There, 
enclosed in the womb of Mary and now in the Tabernacle, is the 
same Victim, the same Host in a single Immolation. 

Oh Jesus, your interior passion on the altars of the love of 
Your Justice, in your Victim Heart, is the hidden treasure for 
victim souls! To you we must come, we who have been happily 
called to co-participate in that Passion, to fill ourselves with Your 
love of charity, to condemn ourselves in you; so that from that 
fire of love, to be lifted up like You on the Cross, in an ardent 
passion of giving ourselves entirely in a holocaust of propitiation, 
in order to redeem Your divine interests: human souls ... the souls 
that arc lost in the turbulence of this life by the seductions of the 
eternal enemy, the devil. 

Oh Mary! You are the Mother of the Legion of Victim Souls. 
You formed in Your womb the Divine Victim ... for which you 
will form me, enclosing me in Your womb, to learn from you the 
perfect virtues that all victim souls need to have.

Love, in pardon, and He gives Himself in an abundance of mer¬ 
cies, of blessings, because thus He fulfils the Justice of His love. 

Well, then, the Word Incarnate, knowing all this even while 
in the womb of Mary His Mother, from the first instant of His 
Incarnation, His first thought. His first act was: An Act of the 
Most Perfect .... the Most Pure .. . Love ... an Act of Adora¬ 
tion to the Heavenly Father . . . Love! 

Five days, the first five days, the Word Incarnate enclosed in 
the womb of Mary, consecrated on behalf of His elect. 

From the dawn of the first until the dawn of the following 
day, on seeing Himself subject to time as man, but as God im¬ 
parting to His works a limit to eternity (which is limitless) He 
consecrated Himself exclusively to that act of Love to the Divine 
Justice, offering it with repeated pleas as the Victim for Humanity. 

Thus the prodigy was realized: Behold a Victim Divine and 
Human at the Same Time. Now finally He could give to God that 
which humanity was not giving Him: Love . . . Love! 

Redemptive love, satisfactory love, impetratory and propit¬ 
iatory love. And that was how the Law of Fear was changed to 
the Law of Lovc and of Grace, by Him Who said: I have not 
come to abolish the Law, but to fulfil it. As if He said: the law 
has been until today, one of fear, through the fault of you who 
were not corresponding to the Love of My Heavenly Father Who 
loves you so much; until His having decreed to give Me. His Son, 
to you as a pledge of His pardon. 

The Word knew His Father and came to make Him known. 
Because no one knows the Father except the Son, and those to 
whom the Son wishes to reveal Him. 

Thus, he who wishes to know the Father, let him lovc Divine 
Justice as the Son gives him the example, seeking it and deliver¬ 
ing himself up to it with generosity and love, and the Just Father 
and the Loving Son will come to him and will make their abode 
in him. 

They will cause the Holy Spirit of love and of grace and of 
truth to dwell in him and they will illuminate him, they will mani¬ 
fest themselves to him and he will know . . . how sweet and gentle 
is the Lord. 

“May you be blessed, Just Father, because You have revealed 
these things and they have been made known to the little ones 
and they have been hidden from the proud and the powerful. Thus, 
Oh Father, You have done it, because thus it pleased You.” 

Already the Word is absorbed in adoration, loving with all 
the force of His lovc the Divine Justice of His Heavenly Father.

Thus in that instant in that first day. Jesus thought of Ins

Thus they must live mystically, hidden with the Word Incar¬ 
nate, with the Divine Victim, that life of copious reparation, shar¬ 
ing the sorrows of His Divine Heart. 


Jesus wishes to teach His victim souls with this, His first 
concern on incarnating and dwelling in the womb of the Most 
Holy Mary, how the base or principle of their duties is the love 
of Divine Justice. A love that includes the delivery and generous 
rendition (of oneself); but without ostentation, in secret, as He did 
it within that ‘Enclosed Garden,’ in the womb of Mary. He did it 
physically; victim souls will do it mystically. 

Jesus beheld in this act of adoration all the offences that all 
the souls, from the creation of man until the end of time, would 
do to His Holy Justice. And in the measure that His Heart was 
inflamed by this interior passion and was inundated by bitterness. 
His love increased. His Act of Ix»ve was taking universal pro¬ 
portions, to compensate for the offences. He might have wanted to 
have His Legion of Victim Souls in that instant ... all the souls 
of His “beloved Legion” to share His sorrow with them. 

But on finding Himself alone at the time. He expands the 
dimension of His soul in order to assimilate in Himself those in¬ 
timate agonies of love that later lie would disseminate to the souls 
of His Legion, according to the capacity of each soul. O Jesus, 
Victim of Love! 

SECOND DAY OF THE WORD INCARNATE 
WITHIN THE WOMB OF MARY 

Then the second day after the Incarnation comes. The Word 
is dilated with joy in eacli precious instant of these days in which 
now He could offer to the Eternal Father, the Father, object of 
His Immolation, the merits of His human existence, rated with the 
value of a God! 

From the dawn of this second day until the dawn of the third, 

the Word offers Himself as a victim in propitiation for the sins 
of the world in order to atone to the Divine Justice of His 
Heavenly Father. 

His Act of Offering was united to a perfect act of sorrow 
for the offences that He was offering to amend. 

Here, in a special way, or better said, in a unique way, the 
Word fixes in His mind and places in His heart, His legion of 
Victim Souls that He knows and that He knows intimately will 
unite themselves to Him. He thought of them and He loved them 
intensely!! And His Heart felt ineffable refreshment in the midst 
of the torture of the sorrow for the sins v/hich He had voluntarily 
taken upon Himself. 

But He saw them in reality; as weak and miserable creatures, 
who would find themselves as fragile as palms whipped about in 
the middle of the desert of the world, playthings of the gusts of 
evil. Then ... in that same act of sorrow and of His beloved 
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may perfume the Heavens and saturate the souls on earth. 

And thus He saw all the sins of the world . . .andi His^mter- 


months ‘unborn’ and His thirty-three years of mortal life. He re¬ 
ceived; and the prolongation in His Buckarist, that would have to 
be suffered in silence by His Victim Heart. 

YESTERDAY WAS THE DAY OF LOVE FOR JUSTICE. 

TODAY IS THE DAY OF JUSTICE FOR LOVE. 

Oh Jesus! Here you manifest your Heart with all the tend¬ 
erness of the most delicate hearts and even more ... Oh Divine 
Victim with the tenderness peculiar to God. Unfathomable 
mysteries!! 

And Mary? What was this sinless dove doing in the expec¬ 
tation of those holy mysteries that worked within Her? The office 
of a perfect Priest and of a perfect Victim, too: the most perfect 
of the Legion after Jesus. In these considerations are the empor¬ 
ium of a doctrine for the Priests of the Lord: at the same time the 
Divine Victim was immolated within Her, She offered Her Heart 
and at the same time it was immolated. Mary! . . . What a phen¬ 
omenon in the eyes of God! She (her body) is the Holy Temple. 
She (her heart) is the altar. She. her body, her heart and her soul, 
exist in union with the soul of the Divine Victim: the Son of God 
and Her Son . . . and, exist hidden in Her!!! 

While these miracles were working in Mary . . . Mary was 
unpretentious in her exterior; and no one, not even the devil, 
knew the prodigies that were unfolding within Her. This was a 
phenomenon known only to Heaven. And unknown to the world 
and to hell. 

There, all the splendour was the modesty, the prudence, the 
silence of the most humble Virgin, object of confusion for the 
devil and the world, who were unable to perceive anything but 
what appealed to their senses. Behold the model of victim souls: 
The Word hidden in Mary, Mary concentered in the Word. 

THIRD DAY OF THE WORD INCARNATE IN THE 
WOMB OF MARY. 

Then the third day comes : from one dawn until the other. 
It was the Day of Light. 

Yes! Now the Word has adored and offered Himself. Now He 
is going to ask for something. And for what will You ask, Oh 
Love . . . and, how will You ask and for whom? 

The object of the constant preoccupation of the Word In¬ 
carnate has always been: to obtain for me, ‘Good’. But a ‘good’ 
not as they may wish: a Good in the fullest meaning of the word 
Good. 

Two days He has spent in adoring and offering Himself to 
the Father, for men do not do it, they do not know how to do it. 
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“Father! Father!” the Word cries then: “Have Mercy on My 
Spouse, the Church. Have compassion on the wishes of Your Son.” 

And the Word prays from the Womb of Mary on this third 
day after His Incarnation; prays for the Infallibility of His Church. 
That is why, when later He is announcing it to Peter, He says to 
him with a very intimate satisfaction. “I have prayed for you 
that there may be no defect in your faith.” 

The infallibility of the Vicar of Christ! It is decreed in the 
Heavens from this instant; because the prayer of the Word Incar¬ 
nate, Who is offered as universal Victim of Atonement, and of 
redemption, has done violence to the Heavenly Father. 

The Word acquired this grace for the benefit of men. And the 
Word was absorbed in joy . . . having just acquired a treasure 
that wc will enjoy on earth, but that only in heaven will we be 
able to know its value. The infallibility of the Vicar of Christ on 
earth is the visible assistance of the Son of God in His Church. 
To proclaim this truth is to proclaim the Kingdom of Christ! To 
confess it is to render an act of gratitude to the Heavenly Father! 
To respect it and venerate it is to extend the reiga of thc Holy 
Spirit, which has its origin in souls, through faith and the culmin¬ 
ation of its operation in the Father of souls: THE POPE, to whom 
through his infallibility, all power within thc Church was given, 
and is known by the integrity of the Doctrine, of the Faith and of 
thc primitive customs of this Divine Entity! 

And the Word is certainly pleased and seems to forget every¬ 
thing in thc midst of this joy . . . and of thc gratitude with which 
this grace obtained from Heaven seizes His Heart. 

The demon has been routed, because in the furious sea of his 
snares he will always see the Ark of Salvation sailing tranquil, 
against which he will never be able to prevail. And if the world 
is such a vast area in which to take captives, thc Church, die 
Holy Ark, will have the power to enlarge her bosom more and 
more to redeem souls. 

Oh Beloved Word ... are You not yet satisfied? 

And the devil was ignorant of all these prodigies that the 
prayer of the Word, hidden in Mary, was obtaining from Heaven. 
But: why? Had God permitted this wicked centre of darkness to 
witness the Annunciation . . . had He heard the words of the 
Angel and the ‘Fiat’ of Mary; but, as it was not possible for him 
to penetrate the Virginal and most pure womb of Mary, nor 
could his eyes tolerate the brilliance of Her pure soul, he was 
waiting to know the effect of the Incarnation by some exterior 
manifestation of thc Mother. But the humility of this Immacul¬ 
ate Mother confounded hell; and all the prodigious graces She was 
concealing in the secrecy of her interior mansion. 

“Quia Respexit Ilumilitatem AnciUae Suae” 

Because He has regarded the Humility of His Handmaid. 
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His Divine Spirit to the soul of His Precursor; who, already hid¬ 
den in the womb of Elizabeth, his mother, sleeps awaiting the 
Comforter. And this motion of the Word, in Mary is also an irres¬ 
istible motion; and She sets out on Her journey to Elizabeth, so 
that by means of both mothers those two ‘beings’, that each one 
conceals within herself, and that will be the Light that enlightens 
the world, approach each other. 

Because, although the Eternal Father could give His Spirit to 
the Precursor, or give Himself . . . Nevertheless it is the Divine 
Will that God will not give Himself to souls except through His 
Word. 

And, as the Word of God had His will and His power, hum¬ 
anly speaking, subject to Mary, His Mother, on account of His 
Incarnation; it was necessary that She be there; and through Her 
He breathes on the soul of St. John, on him whom he called ‘his* 
on being near him . . . 

Scarcely is the presence of Mary near to the mother of the 
precursor when he leaps for joy on seeing His Lord. Because the 
Word poured out His Spirit through the mouth of Mary in the 
first words of Her salutation. 

And the womb of St. Elizabeth was filled with brilliance, be¬ 
cause the fruit of her womb was sanctified. And the devil was 
permitted to see this spectacle and he believed and he feared that 
lhe son of Elizabeth might be the Messiah. 

By this grace St. John was blessed even in the womb of his 
mother. 

And the devil called the splendour of this purification, “Signs 
of flic Word.” 

But he was not permitted to know the Word in Mary, be¬ 
cause his eyes could not bear to trespass on that which is “All 
beautiful.” 

In that visit of Mary to her cousin, Elizabeth, the Word re¬ 
vealed to St. John the light of the Holy Spirit, the mystery of the 
Incarnation. And He instructed him all the time that Mary re¬ 
mained at the side of St. Elizabeth. And all those in that house, 
near Mary, were the object of that grace. 

Because the presence of Mary, while She carried the Word 
in Her Womb, sanctified those places; because each desire of Her 
heart was attended by the condescension of Her hidden treasure, 
which was poured out through Her. Oh Mary, pregnant with the 
Word of God . . . You are a worthy Reliquary of all the Glory of 
the Divine Trinity. 

FIFTH DAY OF THE WORD INCARNATE 
IN THE WOMB OF MARY 

Until now, the love of the Word has been manifested infinitely 
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; ; • And nevertheless, He is not satiated, even in His copious 
Father^ ^ ^ day He gaVC US His Adoration <« the Heavenly 

• c On the second He offered Himself as a Victim for us to sat- 
isfy the Divine Justice. 

On the third He obtained for ns His visible assistance (in the 
person of His Vicar on earth). 

On the fourth. He prevailed upon the Heavens so that the 
centre of its Divinity, His Spirit, would descend to diffuse Himself 
as a burning fire to souls. 

What then remains for Him to do? 

What is His love now going to invent? 

It is the last day in which He must conclude the fulfilment 
of our Good. 

And in His mind, the days of His life pass, one by one, then 
His Passion, His Death and His Resurrection and Ascension. 

Everything is reckoned, exactly that it may happen. Not one 
day more nor one day less. His return to the Father is decreed 
irom all eternity. His glorified body cannot dwell among men when 
they have not been resurrected also — What to do? 

He takes delight in dwelling with the children of men. How 
will He go and leave them? 

Certainly, the Holy Spirit will be the Comforter, the Guest 
of the soul . . . but . . . the faithful friend? The Word made Flesh 
Whose heart beats with the children of the flesh and sighs with 
them . . . and prays with them . . . and suffers and rejoices with 
them . . . sharing the human life with a nearness and a certain 
human contact, too . . . how will He accomplish it? 

And the Word immersed His Heart in the secrets of His 
Divine power: “Oh Father ... I want to remain with them until 
tlie end of time ... It is not enough for Me to be born once, to 
suffer once and to die ... I want to perpetuate My office of Re¬ 
deemer and of Victim with a real and present continuity ... and 
in that moment He conceived in His mind (humanly) the Insfitu- 
tion of the Holy Eucharist. 

Thus He would be able to renew His supreme Sacrifice with¬ 
out interruption on all the earth. And He. the Royal Victim, alive 
Divine and Human, would be able to remain among us and to’ 
dwell with the children of men’ (his inheritance) until the end of 
time — in order not to leave us alone, but that we should be able 
to have recourse to Him in our afflictions and, above all, so that 
we would be able to Eat Him and to assimilate Him —in order to 
help us so that State of Grace may become permanent in us, and 
so it might be possible to consummate eternity happy in His 
union, and possessing us that we may possess Him for all eternity. 
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been enduring it, really and truly, in His Soul; because. He is not 
dead, but living. And although His body has been Glorified in 
Heaven, the Mystery of this Sacrament of Love is so profound 
and so unfathomable for us, that the immolation of the Divine 
Victim, in propitiation for us, is hidden. And since then, . . . 
will Mary be able to withdraw from the Tabernacles? 

Agonies . . . martyrdoms . . . annihilations; because so many 
souls banish Him into oblivion . . . The Word of God made Man 
and the Man, under the appearance of Bread m order to hide Ins 
grandeur, is consumed with longing for hearts that beat m His 
love. lie lives loving in silence ... in a continuous immolation. 
His Office of Victim has Him constantly mediating between 
Heaven and earth, obtaining mercy and pardon for us. 

If it were not for Him . . . ! 

For victim souls, this is their model: the Word Incarnate and 
hidden, from the womb of Mary to the Eucharist, that is offered 
as a Victim par excellence, through whom all other victims are 
accepted, offering themselves to the Heavenly Father to pay the 
Divine Justice. . 

His Victim Heart is the prisoner of His intimate Passion for 
US . . . 

THE INTERIOR PASSION OF THE HEART OF'JESUS 
CONTINUED IN A MYSTICAL, BUT REAL, MANNER 
IN THE HOLY EUCHARIST 

That Heart of the Word Incarnate, hidden in Mary all ablaze 
with love, even hidden in the maternal womb, was already cabbie 
of suffering! And He was suffering there . . . with that intensity 
proper to His love. He was longing to offer reparatory sacrifice 3 
to His Father, in Atonement for sinful humanity, and in prop IjjJ 
tion for all of us. Grieving over the vision (interior) of the in¬ 
gratitude of men, that which was causing Hun a most cruel sorrow, 
there were . . . those thousands and thousands of souls who would 
resist the Truth of His Divine Word: His Holy Doctrine. 

The blindness, the resistance to the faith, the errors of their 
hearts their impenitence in evil, that they would close their spiritual 
doors to His Divine Grace ... His Grace . . . that grace that was 
so costly for Him to obtain for us . . . and that we ncgl 
it . . . that by acquiring it for us before His Heavenly Father, He 
left Heaven and was obliged to remain anonymous and hidden 
among men, transformed, first-into a being not yet born, enclosed 
in the 8 womb of a woman, the most humble and onknownofall 
women . . . then: a tiny infant, poor and subjected to the rigours 
of this earth- bom in a contemptible stable among the animals . . . 
on a winter night. Then an adolescent under the -re of an« 
in the most poor and forgotten home ... and later, a vigorous 
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Apostle of the multitudes, who for three consecutive years gave 
Himself for the good of souls and was attacked, persecuted, mal¬ 
treated, until ending it by dying reproachfully on a cross, as a 
victim. And perpetuating this Sacrifice through the centuries in tiie 
Eucharist, completely hidden under the form of a Piece of Bread. 
He . . . with His Body, with His Soul, with His Divinity, with all 
that abyss of love with which He has loved us ... until eternity . . . 
because He wanted to continue being the pure Victim, in silence 
and annihilation. Who, on taking on Himself all of our miseries, 
would be able to intercede incessantly for us. 

All this was considered by the Word Incarnate in Mary, the 
only Son of God ... of that God Who needed nothing from us. He 
... all holy, all powerful and perfectly happy in His Heavenly 
Kingdom, in His Eternal Glory! ! ! His only object for such ex¬ 
travagance was: Our Good. 

All these intimate sorrows were already destroying the Divine 
Heart of the Word Incarnate in Mary, sharing them only with Her. 
Sorrows that to us are inconceivable, incalculable, because they 
exceed our capacity. They were proper only to the capacity of the 
‘God-Man’. 

And the intensity of His love, augmented the sensitivity of His 
Heart. And on the other hand: so great was the ingratitude of men 
. . . ingratitude that was present to Him there, in anticipation of 
the prayer in the Garden of Olives; the prayer was there and the 
vision in the Garden, sealed and enclosed in the Maternal Womb 
of Mary. 

Another object of His sorrow was the coldness of good souls, 
those who grasped Ilis doctrine, those who, although not giving 
themselves up to sin opcnlv. grow torpid in a coolness that congeals 
grace. The effect of these souls on Him was a horrible solitude and 
a reason for ridicule from His enemy, the devil . . . There . . . in 
those souls, where He would put the elaboration of His Gifts, where 
He would try to win the love of the heart so that it would not be 
captive of the devil nor the world . . . What sorrow! The 
enemy would gain much, impeding the rapid pace of these 
souls, so that they will not climb the path to Divine Union; be¬ 
cause the enemy would be able to put lead on the feet of these 
souls ... and ice in their hearts, so that the flames of love in those 
breasts consecrated by the predilection of the Word, would not be 
able to rise, with fervour to Him ... and He would find His divmc 
and ardent Heart submitted to waiting long vigils. Those thousands 
of souls remiss in virtue, delaying in their total delivery to the cross 
and to divine love . . . Those bargaining souls in the trials of God, 
attached to little things, that cannot bring themselves to give every¬ 
thing to Him alone . . . 

And those others who would approach Him with a magnani¬ 
mous spirit . . . and . . . then, when they should deserve to be full 
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of the treasures of His Passion, when He should put His Cross on 
those shoulders ... and with such generosity they had ottered 
themselves to Him . . . oh cruelty! Rebels in a stroke of diabolical 
intrigue, they would hurl Him in front of the cross they would turn 
their backs and fleeing from Him, they would leave Him con¬ 
temptuously wounded and betrayed . . . 

Jesus . . . Jesus . . . foolish lover of souls! Ah! When His 
Heart experienced those sorrows - . . there . . . even enclosed in the 
maternal womb . . . why did He have to suffer? With what gne 
of His Divine Passion for us would He await the moment ot birth. 
To find Himself among men and to be face to face with them? To 
deliver Himself up . . . with that generosity unique only to Him 
... to combat His enemy, the devil, and to be able to say to him, 

I will succeed one day in attracting them to Me . . . 

In the Holy Gospel there is a very intimate expression of this 
sorrow of the Heart of Jesus, Our Divine and valiant Saviour, when 
one day He exclaimed: “Wicked and adulterous generation . . . 
how long must 1 suffer for you.” It is like Jesus to combat the 
demon, lie who tempts human souls and turns them against their 
Redeemer. 

And nevertheless, it is He Himself who calls us constantly: 
“Come to Me, all you you! ! ! ” And He Himsdf Who, on per¬ 
petuating His presence in the Institution of the Eucharist, to re¬ 
main with us, says to us, full of tenderness: “I will not leave you 
orphans.” Ah! The sorrow of the Heart of Jesus does not dis¬ 
courage, but increases. His zeal . . . Divine flames of chanty that 
invade Him. Flames that increase with each step and under tnc 
weight of the sorrow. Because He is the Perpetual Victim between 
Heaven and earth Who is paying for us to the Divine Jusice of His 
Heavenly Father ... His essence, simplified, is love! 

The Heart of the Divine Word Incarnate is a most pure centre 
of love ... of the divine emanations ... it is all love! For this 
reason tiie sorrows, the jeers, the wounds the outrages, the con¬ 
tempt, the ingratitude that He receives, all . . . are converted into 
merciful pardon, in love! Love that united to thc Divmc Sanctity 
in Him, has been given a close embrace: Mercy and Justice fa Hun 
are united forever! ! ! Therefore, while Jesus remains as a Victim, 
Justice is dispersed over the world and produces pardon and mercy, 
because it passes through the Victim Heart that suffers for us, that 
pays for us and responds as a rich and exuberant guarantee . . .Oh, 
the mysteries of Divine Love, enclosed m the Victim Heart of the 
Word Incarnate, that began the Redemption from the womb ot 
Mary. 

In the nine months of isolation in the maternal womb, the 
Word was suffering alone. All the souls who were the object of His 
love did not yet know Him. And nevertheless, already He was 


mediating for them, praying, suffering and delivering Himself to 
the Heavenly Father, with that generosity so characteristic of Him: 
“Father . . • forgive them for they know not what they do.” 

Not the ingratitude, nor the offences, nor the death itself that 
He would give in payment for His love; nor the abandonment in 
which they would leave Him when He would live among us hid¬ 
den in the Tabernacles . . . nor the preoccupations of some nor the 
inattention of others; nor the persecutions nor the blasphemies . . . 
nor all the sorrows of hell with which the world would crush His 
Heart, succeeded or ever will succeed in containing the infinite love 
with which He loves us from eternity. 

Ay . . . the follies of His divine love are such that He was 
longing to expose Himself to all the material and spiritual cruelties 
of His passion and of His death, to obtain among millions of un¬ 
grateful souls, to inspire love in at least one, to open His Heart to 
it and to feel a single human breast beating for Him. Thus He 
revealed His intimate tenderness, in that Last Supper with His 
disciples in His mortal life, when, opening His divine mouth He let 
His Heart overflow from it and each one of His words encloses a 
world of love . . . and a promise of eternal glory . . . 

Jesus hungered and thirsted insatiably to give Himself for us! 

He fulfils His desires of giving Himself to the Father for us in each 
instant, from the moment of His Incarnation that has continued in 
the Holy Eucharist. But . . . ah! ... it is not enough for Him . . . 
His love desires to overflow itself in the cup of our souls . . . and 
to saturate us with His own Being. 

But men do not understand this love of the Word; they do not 
want to receive Him . . . they do not want to be invaded by His 
love; they resist Him: at times they despise Him, they neglect Him 
even, not only for other human and miserable loves, but even for 
the devil himself, when they give themselves up to sin, and they 
permit him to seize their souls. For this, the Word Incarnate suffers 
this mystical passion, but no less real for being mystical, in the 
Holy Eucharist, where His physical life continues, with His Body, 
with His Soul, with His Divinity, united to His Holy Humanity. 

Souls are not filled with the divine Gifts, only because they 
refuse to receive them, because they resist opening them to the 
emanation of gifts and graces that He would pour over us. They 
do not want to give Him a channel for His torrent of mercies; they 
do not want to deliver themselves up to His love and Ibis resist¬ 
ance of souls is the cause of the mystical agonies in the Divine 
Heart of Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament, Who lives silently . . . 
waiting . . . enclosed in a Ciborium or in the disc of a Monstrance, 
as He was then living hidden and silent in the womb of Mary. 

The exterior customs have established a type of mechanism 
among the adorers of the Holy Eucharist . . . ah . . . they know 
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enough to see in that little Host, with faith and vener¬ 
ation, The Admirable Sacrament... the Centre of our Religion ... 
the object of our adoration ... Ah! ... but He wishes. He longs 
that they discover the miracle of His love ... of His intimate love 
. . . and they would know how to meditate on the tenderness of the 
love of His Heart! Of that adorable Heart of Jesus ... of that 
Incarnate Word Who hungers and thirsts to be loved with all the 
beauties of love . . . 

He longs to be loved as God and as Man; just as He is pre¬ 
sent under the sacred species that hide Him—with lively sentiments 
. . . with strength . . . with true unction! 

Ah . . . and how many centuries must this Divine Heart suffer 
. . . such mystical agonies . . - agonies that began being physical 
in that Heart from the moment of His Incarnation. And neverthe¬ 
less, Jesus suffers silently in the Tabernacles, as He suffered silently 
in the womb of Mary . . . unknown . . . alone . . . 

Souls, object of His love, loiter over thousands of vain aspira¬ 
tions, outside of His LOVE! Other ideals overwhelm them; that of 
this love, that of this Heart, leaves them cold and indifferent ... it 
bores them to spend even an hour with Him . . . they beg the 
muddy water of the puddles (false, perishable affections) while His 
is eternal and sublime . . . they delay, they disown, they despise 
. . . Jesus! Why do those you love so much treat you thus? Why 
do you love so much those who treat You thus? 

The Word Incarnate lives for a hope always real to Him . . . 
He hopes always for souls. He hopes that one day, tired of crazy 
pursuits, they will return to Him, have recourse to Ilim. And that 
is when He gratifies them and He is gratified in them with the sub¬ 
limities of His love. For a single soul, the Word descended to In¬ 
carnate Himself, and divinely generous—as only He is able to be- - 
He will accept all the corporal and mystical torments. And He 
would wait for it. . . until the end of time, with the hope of seeing 
it totally converted to His love. Because the love of His Heart 
exceeds everything ... in life and in death, on earth and in the 
heavens, and even in hell itself. 

This . . . this is a mystery that we will not be able to under¬ 
stand except one day in eternity with the light of glory! Now it 
must be enough for us to believe thus, because He Himself has 
revealed it to us. 

The love the Word of God Incarnate has for us is such that 
when absorbed in the vision of the ages, even hidden in the womb 
of Mary, He sees the prowlings of the devil making war with the 
triumphs of His Redemption! The conflagrations in His loving 
Heart are inflamed and in Him only this longing prevails: To give 
Himself for us in that measure that our miser}' may demand of His 
mercy. 


If He wishes to draw us to His love, it is only for our good; 
if He seeks us, if He calls us, if He puts up with our resistance, it 
is only because He loves us more, infinitely more than we ourselves 
are able to love ourselves and to love our good, our happiness and 
our eternity. 

He takes upon Himself all our crosses, in His body and in His 
soul. From then on, after the Word of God became flesh and dwelt 
among us (and dwells even yet) ‘Who is weak and I am not weak?’ 
As St. Paul says. After that. His Heart, human and divine, beats, 
feeling the weight of our weaknesses (except sin), our miseries and 
our sorrows. Who suffers, who weeps, that He does not weep, does 
not suffer? 

Souls! ! Souls! ! Men! ! Men! ! 

Acknowledge at last the Divine Victim Who lives, Who dwells. 
Who lodges among us . . . who sighs alone. Who loves. Who suffers 
enclosed in the Tabernacles . . . always anxious for our hearts; 
prisoner of a sublime passion: to redeem us from sin; consumed 
with a constant and eternal anxiety: to glorify the Father ! ! 

He has become a burning coal of ardent immolation to acquire 
for us the Heavenly treasures of His graces, and He waits, day and 
night for the gratitude, the love of our miserable hearts to unite us 
with His merits, with His life of expiation . .. divine life! And thus 
to sanctify us in Him, to give us one day the eternal kingdom of 
His Glory. That Kingdom that He Himself left to come among us 
... so many centuries ago . . . and Who came to submit Himself 
to those unique martyrdoms of His office of Redeemer, which He 
endures since the moment of His Incarnation. 

The cross of wood that He took on His shoulders physically, 
and on which His feet and hands were nailed, is not the only Cross 
of His most cruel martyrdoms ... no! The more sorrowful cross 
He carries in His Heart (as He showed St. Margaret Mary) and in 
these last days He has wished to manifest His Heart nailed to the 
centre of that cross . . . the internal Cross. Yes, Jesus was nailed 
to the cross of wood on Calvary, the instrument of His death, for 
three hours; but the intimate cross that He has affixed to Himself 
mystically in the Consecrated Host: the Eucharist . . . and . . . who 
thinks about that? Thus He continues being the Host of Immola¬ 
tion perpetually sacrificed on the cross of His intimate sorrows. 

It was not only the lance of the soldier that has wounded His 
breast, rending Ilis Heart with a single thrust . . . Jesus, from the 
first moment of His Incarnation was wounded, living intensely the 
vision that He embraced and made present, human ingratitude; 
and thus it continues in the Holy Eucharist. . . 

That wound in His Heart has not been closed nor will it ever 
be closed. Thus He Himself has revealed it to this miserable 
creature, when once, contemplating the manifestation of His 
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wounded Heart I wanted to ask Him to permit me to close it; then 
He answered me: “Oh no! Prevent yourself from doing it, for 
while this wound is open all the sinners will enter through it.” 

Do we realize? All the corporal martyrdoms that Jesus suffered 
in His cruel Sacrifice are like a symbol of His spiritual, interior 
martyrdoms. Thus on Calvary His Heart was already wounded 
when He was consummating His Passion by being nailed on the 
Cross in the state of a Victim, for mercy for His creatures. 

And these internal spiritual martyrdoms, the Word Incarnate 
suffered from the moment of His Incarnation and He suffers them 
yet in a mystical, but not less real, manner. For us this is another 
of the great divine mysteries that we will not be able to under¬ 
stand here below and that will humble us one day in eternity if we 
will permit our Saviour to save us. 

The Mystery of Faith is this: to believe that in the Eucharist 
... He is alive! And if He is living. He is not insensible. He is 
there with His Body, with His Soul, with all His Humanity, as well 
as with His Divinity. A living Victim that will not rest until the 
day of Judgment, the day of eternity for the humans of this earth. 
The sins of men, these arc the cruel instruments that sacrifice Him, 
the nails that more and more fasten Him to the Cross. And He 
continues in that sole and exclusive occupation that He showed us 
on the height of Calvary when He was lifted on the cross: praying, 
interceding before His Heavenly Father, at the head of miserable 
humanity, who without Him . . . would only bring upon themselves 
the anger of God, the just Divine indignation ... the essence of 
God offended ... as He wanted to show us by the earthquake that 
happened when Our Mediator expired. For three days He withdrew 
from among men to visit the secret cavities of Limbo . . . days 
there were of mourning and desolation in which hearts seemed to 
be in agony, without faith, without hope, without light . . . 

But . . . came the third day the Life of our life: Jesus risen! 
And again He diffuses His Divine nourishment in the world of His 
own (the humans) ... of the poor ... of the miserable . . . His 
beloved! ! 

That is why He had said to His disciples: “A little while and 
you will see me no more; but again a little while and you will see 
me again.” 

And from then on Fie has remained with us and near us pin¬ 
ing for love . . . But now . . . who can see Him . . . except with 
eyes of faith! And He wishes that we see Him thus, that is why 
He said to Thomas: “Because you have seen Me you have believed; 
blessed are those who have not seen, but believe.” 

No, only the heart enamoured of Him discovers Him, and the 
pure souls, whether they be those who have never been stained, or 
those who cry repentant and are cleansed of their sins. Jesus makes 


Himself known to those who love Him. That is why, when He 
appears to Magdalen under the guise of a gardener at the sepulchre, 
she recognizes Him, because love reveals it to her. That is why 
also when His disciples, at the shore of the sea, perceive Him in¬ 
distinctly on the sea, He asks for something to eat, the first to 
recognize Him is John, the disciple pure and full of love for Him, 
and for that reason he says to the others: “It is the Master.” In the 
same way now, even hidden in the Eucharistic species. He wishes 
that faith and love may reveal Him! For that reason we must go 
to Him frequently and call Him with pleadings: “Come Jesus! Come 
quickly! Come and do not delay!” And . . . Jesus will come! He 
will come, because He has promised to; He will come because He 
wishes to; He will come because we need it, although ... we do 
not deserve it. 

Let us go like St. Peter, determined that, on recognizing Him, 
we will expose ourselves to all risks to go in pursuit of Him, as 
Peter threw himself into the sea without thinking that he would 
sink; yet Jesus made him walk on the water to demonstrate to him 
the reward for his faith and, above all, for his generous giving up 
of himself... for his sincere and ardent love. 

“It is He and He calls me,” like Magdalen, when Martha ad¬ 
vised her that the Master was there. 

Jesus, thinking of these heroic acts of love, wanted to remain 
hidden and promised later that, again ‘He would be seen’. From 
then on . . . since these enigmatic words are in the New Testament, 
the generations have asked themselves: when will this be? As in 
another time, the disciples were saying: ‘what does He mean by 
this little while?’ Mysteries of the love of God! Mysteries that let 
us live in expectation, awaiting the miracles of His promise and 
of His reality. Meanwhile in the Tabernacle, we do not look on 
that Host as a piece of bread . . .no! We look at Him. At the 
beloved and divine Jesus. At the Master. It is He! And He calls 
us ... It is He .. . the same one who one day was incarnate in 
the womb of the Virgin Mary, and Who is living ever since, really 
and truly, Man and God. And Who lives hidden and sacrificed for 
us: lives mystically crucified on the cross of His interior passion to 
redeem all of us. 

How sad that the soul, object of such great love on the part of 
God, does not even know how to recognize Him, but still less to 
acknowledge Him, nor when to respond at least a little in his heart, 
to such divine kindness! 

The soul, at the foot of the Tabernacle, must do the same as 
at the foot of Calvary . . . and the same that would have to be done 
before Mary in the time of Fler most holy pregnancy . . . because 
before him he has the extraordinary phenomenon of the crucifixion 
of the Word made Man, the Divine and human Victim, Who offers 
Himself to the Eternal Father in continual immolation for the rc- 
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demotion of the world. His life is, with respect to His Heavenly 
Father, an uninterrupted act of love to the Divine Justice, with ha 
supreme ideal, of directing everything to that end. He wishes that 
souls unite themselves to the sanctity of love, to make a holocaust 
to His Divine Father, rendering Him worship, worthy or His 
Justice, that is love. It is He! The same Jesus that was born in 
Bethlehem in a humble stable; and was nailed to a cross on Gol¬ 
gotha. He calls us! Yes, continually He calls us, from the instant 
of His Incarnation He does not cease calling souls, and now it is 
from the Tabernacle . . . “Come . . . Come” . . . anxious that His 
loved ones approach Him, and He says to them: Behold, 1 come. 

Jesus, enamoured of souls, I want to watch with You, inflame 
me with Your love! But, ah, there are souls that in front ot a 
Tabernacle and even in front of a Monstrance, become bored not 
knowing how to do or to say anything, not knowing how to use 
that time . . . At most they recite vocal prayers mechanically . 
routinely. “These people honour Me with their lips but their heart 
is very far from Me.” 

Jesus! Word Incarnate and hidden . . . manifest Yourself now 
. . . Lordl 

Heaven help us that wc may not be thus nor that wc make the 
Heart of Jesus that loves us so much, complain. He longs that we 
approach His Tabernacles with love and great faith, reverently, 
recognizing that He, being our God, has made Himself a Victim 
for us Let us not go only to take Him complaints of our temporal 
sufferings, nor to ask gifts of Ilim for our own convenience. And 
even less: let us not go before Him protesting our crosses, seeing 
Him patiently nailed so many centuries for our good. Let us not 
be miserable and ungrateful. 

Because, may we never forget that He lives silently waiting 
for a soul to approach Him so that He can pour out His love on 
it! ! Because He wishes to show Himself to these souls, just as He 
is. He will reveal to them the depths of His Heart and He will 
relate to them the height of His Love. He will show them how, m 
Him, all is amiable and these souls will know ‘how gentle is the 
LoTd.’ 

He will teach them in a special way so that they may know 
how to love and to deliver themselves to the Divine Justice, so that 
without fear, they may be formed into a Legion of Victims in 
atonement for all the world! ! That is the most ardent desire that 
consumes the Heart of Jesus in the Eucharist, Whose passion began 
the day of His Incarnation in the womb of Mary, the Virgin Mary, 
His Mother and our Mother, co-redemptnx of the world, the hrst 
of all women, the first of all creatures to whom He associated His 
Redemption; and thus She will present souls before His Heavenly 
Father. 


Thus He will be able to give to drink the same Chalice that 
He drank: ‘the bitterness ... the sorrow’ that with love, is delicious 
divine wine . . . thus victim souls will be as an oasis where the 
sorrowful Heart of the Divine Victim will repose, aud the souls 
thus offered will be covered with His merits before the Divine 
Justice. These will be the victim souls that Jesus desires . . . asks 
instantly a Legion. For them. He has lived silently in the Taber¬ 
nacles awaiting the time designated to attract them to His road of 
the redemptive Cross . . . and such is the ardour of His desire . . . 
that each instant that passes... is as centuries for His Heart. That 
is why He longs to be given to all souls in His Sacrament of love 
... He wishes to pour out His graces on them ... He wishes to 
leave an echo of His voice, of His moans of sorrow, in them. 

And this is not fancy, but reality, it is neither a chimera nor 
an invention. Souls! Souls! We should go to Him and love Hint, 
responding to His love. We should pour out our hearts at His 
feet, and permit Him to work in the interior of our own souls and 
permit Him to work in our road and in our life ... let us be docile 
to His Will, submitting ourselves to it in everything, for . . . this 
He values more than anything. Let us humble ourselves in the con¬ 
templation of His Heart, in order to know all His agonies and to 
suffer with Him ... so that we may not continue augmenting His 
martyrdoms . . . that we do not oblige Him to say to us: 
“Are ’ you not able to watch even one hour with Me?” 
Souls, adorers of Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament, are needed at the 
foot of die Tabernacles . . . silent and contemplative souls with 
whom He is able to converse ... He has much to reveal to you 
... and many treasures to confide in you to teach you the science 
of all sciences: His Love. Because the love of God encompasses 
everything. Through the love of Jesus one reaches Justice. The 
Heavens themselves and God with His infinite gifts will fall by 
means of love ... Let us love the Highest Love! !

A Message for Minim brothers and nuns, exclusively. A 
Message with Our Lord’s special recommendations for the vigil 
for tonight, awaiting Holy Mass at midnight, that is, the Christmas 
Mass. 

Antecedents: 1 woke up feeling badly from my ordiiiair m- 
dispositions. especially from the gastric ulcerations and the‘annoy¬ 
ances that accompany them, one of which is. in addition to the 
affliction a very great inability to be able to pray, even less to 
S and this, my not being able to sing to Our Lord in His 
Chapel, saddens me almost always, so that now. its being; the 
vespers of Christmas Eve. I complained to Hun fromThedqXhiof 
my soul: ‘My Jesus, give me permission so that, on this night, I 
might be able to adore You and to sing to You. . . 

That was my plea, and my state of physical prostration and 

almost moral prostration, too, was sad. . • 

But, being thus, on receiving Communion, before receiving 
Him in the Sacred Host, He said to me, that on receiving Him, I 
should go to my private room upstairs. This place called so y 
Himself is a place that He has made known reputedly to be 
oleasinfi to Him, and He announced to me previously by saying. 
“Let us g go to your Private Room upstairs.” It is private because m 
there is part of the documentation of the Community, and it is 
SaSy becauseit is in what we call here, a ‘loft’, a Boor over the 
ceding of the house, a floor with a very low ceiling, with humble 
wooden grates. Well then, having His order now, of withdrawing 
r Am flip Chanel after receiving Communion, I did so, and I 
S - at Vhc desk and knelt. Shortly thereafter He deigned to 
say to me: “My spouse, note well what you ask of Me; is it to 
give pleasure to you yourself or to Me? 

I said to Him: ‘To You, my Jesus, Divine Infant Jesus, I want 

sleep We After 1 alh You sec'ratiSkl, my hSrt.my conscience. 
Grant it to me! ! !’ 


When I made this petition to Him, He responded to me: 
“Very well, I will grant it to you; but this afternoon, withdraw to 
your cell to rest. Because, do not forget that you do not have a 
supernatural nature; rather, in everything you are like all human 
beings, completely ordinary. That is why I have wanted to make 
use of you; so that I may be resplendent, there . . . where every¬ 
thing is little.” 

On hearing this reasoning of My Divine Master Jesus, spon¬ 
taneously I felt and said to Him thus: ‘My Jesus, do it rather, as 
you wish; and not as I want it.’ 

Then He said to me: “Look, My little one, I am all yours, 
just as you deliver yourself to Me. But ... I want it! ! ! And thus 
you will perceive that tonight the strong spirit of My Will resurges 
in you, so that, although you are sick, the fervour surpasses your 
condition of sickness and incapacity . . and on coming to these 
words, I observed that He spoke the following words with a great 
deal of enthusiasm: “I want you to sing to Me, to lullaby Me to¬ 
night, with your soul and with all your physical powers. Thus, you 
will be able to adore Me on your knees, to sing to Me, to praise 
My Eternal Father because He sent Me to the earth; to sing and 
to praise My Mother and My adoptive Father, Joseph, My chosen 
little one ... the littlest of My beloved little ones. 

“Sing! ! ! Sing! ! ! For on this Christmas Night, My little one 
... I will be in this group of little souls whom I love with all My 
Heart. 

“Tell My Minim nun spouses, that all of them must sing, sing 
with love, sing with loving solicitude! ! ! With burning love and 
adoring solicitude. 

“Tell My Minim sons that all of them must sing to their God 
Who became little in order to be able to come among all those 
that, for love of Me, want to make themselves little! ! ! 

“Let not the vain fear that their voice may not be harmonious 
cripple them nor silence them . . . Let them try to learn to sing in 
chorus with their brothers and also to sing to Me alone with devout 
love . . . 

“Now . . . write these words well and order the Minim 
brothers . . . then ... to sing to Love! Because I alone am Love 
. . . and an Infinite love, and thus I love you and thus I live with 
you daily, with all of you . . . 

“But... the fire of love for My loving Heart is still lacking! ! 

“I . . . am coming! ! I am with all of you! ! And I will be 
more united to those who love Me more with all their hearts! ! 

“1 bless you, in My Father, with My Holy Spirit, through My 
Mother and with St. Joseph, the most chaste and virginal custodian 
of Me and of My Mother. Tonight is the night of glory and of love 
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for you! ! ! And on this night, pray for those who do not pray, 
love Me for those who hate Me; and offer your sacrifices in atone¬ 
ment for the licentious.

ESTRELLA March 1974—Message from Heaven 

Note from “Estrella:” We transcribe integrally the communica¬ 
tion we have received for this issue of “Estrella.” We remind our 
readers, especially those who have periodic publications, that they 
may transcribe these words exactly, but without altering them in 
any way. 

A Message concerning the life of perfection, adapted to the 
life of seculars. 

January 10, 1974. About 8.30 in the morning. 1 had received 
Communion and withdrew from the Chapel, because T was feeling 
very poorly with my physical afflictions, for one of them causes me 
a great deal of pain since I am the cause of bothering others; 
because, suffering from gastric ulcers all my life, in the mornings 
especially, it produces in me a constant acidity, by virtue of the 
gastric hyperacidity. Thus 1 thought it prudent to leave the Chapel, 
and to proceed to the loft, to a place where all the Community 
gather for readings. There I knelt to give thanks for my Eucharistic 
Communion. 

But scarcely had I knelt when I heard my Jesus calling me, 
from the private room upstairs. 1 heard that He said to me: “Come, 
I am going to inform you of something.” I went then, quickly, and 
on entering the room. He told me to jot down what He was going 
to say to me at that time. I was a little disturbed and He, waiting 
for me, spoke thus, and I wrote: “Today, I am going to give you a 
programme of perfect life so that you may publish it in ‘Estrella 1 
for March. 

Prepare yourself in silence with Me after recreation at noon. 
Direct your Vicaress in the necessary things, and after Refection in 
the evening, you will come with your daughters and they will read 
My instructions. And you. My little one, do not trouble yourself 
about your lack of bodily health. I have given you that cross and 
you must receive it with love. Now I tell you one thing: pray 
a great deal and offer sacrifices for the conversion of My sons, 
the bad members of the Hierarchy of My Church. Because I am 
touching their souls with My grace? but some of them . . . resist 
Me with satanic pride. 

“My Church, of which the faithful are also part, and more 
closely the Religious bodies, find themselves buffeted by the rod of 
the evil spirit, who dominates some of them and who makes others. 
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like My Minim sons and daughters, suffer and earn ^Buthjve 
confidence: I have defeated the world and all the enemies ot My 
Kingdom; and that is why the same bullets of the enemy resound 
to My greater glory, according to the manner in which My child¬ 
ren know how to suffer everything for My love. 

After this marvellous discourse of Our Lord, He told me in a 
tone very solemn and amiable: “I bless all of you whom I have 
brought to the Vergel of My Virgin Mother of Guadalupe. I am 
eternally your faithful Master.^ Spouse, Friend and first-bom 
Brother through My Incarnation.” 

Then, lowering His voice, and very amiably, Hcsaid to me. 
‘‘And, enough for now, little ontt 1 await you in your cell in t 
‘House of My Heavenly Father.’ ” 

He ended, at nine minutes before 9 a.m., the hour of Terce.

Scarcely had I written what precedes when 1 sensed Hu p«s- 
ence and wrote: ‘Here He comes ... I sense Him here . . . next to 
me. I am kneeling next to our bed, on which I have paper a d 
pen.’ 

Commentary of the Portavoz: From this moment, I wrote as a 
macSTs if I wore a hand moved by a Being so Superior to me 
that I . . I am not aware of hardly anything, unless He dispose 

;t in which case something, or someone, comes to my memory, 
because the ecstasy or the suspension of the powers is so strong. 
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that one only obeys the Divine Will that is occupying it, conforming 
to His most wise and hidden plans, very much His. May He be 
blessed! 

My notes continue: 

He says thus: “My little one, you have understood well.” 

Our Lord, on saying this to me, refers to the person who came 
to see me, although briefly, this morning, seeing that I do not have 
permission of My Divine Spouse to leave the parlour, much less to 
go outside the cloister. And that person came to explain to me her 
great sufferings, asking prayer, and she left with me the impression 
of her virtue and patience. 

His words continue. He says: “Now, think about that person 
who came to see you a few minutes before twelve noon. She and 
her daughters arc souls who are grateful for My Provident doing 
and disposing of things. They suffer many things, very difficult 
things and they offer it all with love to My Justice, abandoning 
themselves to My Will. Do you see? Therefore, write: that the life 
of perfection must be established in the loving delivery to My Will 
—without protesting, without grieving because you have sufferings, 
troubles, difficulties and illnesses, although you come to less in your 
economic situation, and even arrive at finding yourself reduced to 
extreme poverty. These are the foundations of the life of perfection: 
and without these foundations, without these bases, the perfect life 
is a chimera. Only in these virtues is the structure of the perfect 
life raised, as the Justice of My Heavenly Father desires and de¬ 
mands. 

“Tell the souls that this is costly at the beginning; but, when it 
has been practised sufficiently in them, bringing about victories, 
interiorly and exteriorly, the virtue of patience grows, and with it, 
the domination of the passions, with humble intention—not by vain 
satisfaction, nor by false show, nor by stoicism, but by true charity, 
the supernatural virtue that they receive from Me in just payment 
for their generous constancy in seeking the Divine union ... I, 
Who penetrate hearts, know all of them . • . I know what they 
suffer, what they battle, what they themselves correct, only to 
please their God. 

“These virtues. My spouse, everyone must practise: the 
ecclesiastical, the religious, as well as the seculars. In all vocations 
and states of life, these virtues oblige; for without them ... no one 
will enter Heaven. In this exercise of self-conquest, all the virtues 
are included: the Cardinal virtues, the moral virtues and the theo¬ 
logical virtues. 

“Aside from this, there are other practices that they must heed 
for their perfection, each according to his state of life. 

“The religious have their Rule of Life, that tells them at each 
moment what they must do. Thus, for example: to comply with 
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the schedule, to keep the disciplinary norms, and doing all this as 
legitimate obedience demands it—which is much easier than in 
secular life. If the religious persons will fulfil this, and at the same 
time are conquering their passions, life, even sacrificed, is sweet to 
them; because the grace that they are given on behalf of the Divine 
Justice soothes their pains and because the force of the Religious 
Vows is very efficacious and sacred. 

“In regard to seculars, they would have to put their life in 
order, conforming to the schedule of their work and their hours of 
rest, sanctifying the one as well as the other. They must use vocal 
prayers, although they be little ones, but they will elevate the soul 
to its God. They would have to have a most intimate and filial re¬ 
lationship with My Blessed Mother. The Holy family Rosary, the 
Communions and the visits to My Eucharistic Sacrament, even 
spiritually, at least, and this during the day and even at night. 

“But, in order to do this, it is necessary to withdraw from the 
vice that has infected everyone at the present time: radio and tele¬ 
vision. They must have a moderate schedule for this diversion and 
not occupy themselves with immoral programmes, as most of them 
are, and not to err by permitting the children to lose their innocence 
through this wicked diversion. 

“Another sinful thing at present is the decor of the rooms of 
the seculars, where now no place of preference is given to My Sac¬ 
red Heart nor to the images of My Immaculate Mother, My Saints 
and My angels, or if they are given a place, it is done with¬ 
out true devotion, and the religious images are mixed with other 
worldly and mundane ones. The homes of the believing seculars, 
who believe, belonging to My Church because they arc Baptized 
and have received other Sacraments, such as Confirmation, Pen- 
nancc, that is. Confession, the Eucharist, Matrimony . . . they are a 
shame! ! ! For they themselves, before Me and in the society in 
which they live; ... do not differentiate themselves from 
the pagans, or from the members of the false religions. At times, 
they have a religious image next to a nude; for, at the present time, 
this sin of lust has been extended over all the earth. 

“Tell them, then, My little spouse! ! ! Tell My children who 
belong to Me, because in the Sacrament of Baptism they have re¬ 
ceived the grace of Redemption . . . tell them! ! ! Tell them. 

Tell them! ! ! . . . not to offend Me so . . . let them not mock their 
Divine Redeemer, for i have undergone twenty centuries of being 
nailed to the Cross, atoning for them! ! ! Let them change their 
conduct, let them hasten to repentance and amend their lives! ! 
delivered them to the world, to the concupiscence of the flesh and 
Let them show with works the faith and the love that some of them

redeemed; for ... I ... I came to earth for everyone, and for 
everyone I remain between earth and Heaven, asking pardon, be¬ 
cause I want to save them! ! !

Commentary of the Portavoz: When Our Lord said these 
last words, interiorly I asked Him: “What is that “Hill of the 
Cross” to which He was referring?’ 

And He, condescendingly spoke to me thus: “What? . . . 
The Ilill of the Cross begins within the soul with acts of humility 
and sorrow for having offended their God. Then it continues in 
siucere Confession, fulfilling the penance that a legitimate eccles¬ 
iastical authority imposes on them.” 

Here, too, I again presented a question to Him, without words; 
for He secs within us what we think or what wc want to ask; and 
He responds to it, if it suits Him, not to our whim. Well then, 
what I asked Him was if they will have to seek some priest who is 
not a progressivist in order to confess their sins or if it would be 
all right with whomsoever there were; and then He said to me thus: 
“Yes! A Priest of My Church not contaminated by the systematic 
progressivism, or an infiltrated satanic member.” 

Then He continued dictating to me the same theme that He 
was explaining, saying: “And, finally, the Hill of My Cross ends in 
receiving Me lovingly in the Eucharist, where T deliver Myself 
totally to those who receive Me with proper dispositions.” 

Here Our Lord, after a short pause, added with an emphatic, 
authoritative tone, saying to me: “But it is fitting that you write in 
this programme of perfection that the faithful unite themselves in 
refusing to receive Holy Communion standing, or from anyone 
other than a priest, much less, in each one’s taking Me to himself 
... I deliver Myself totally to those who receive Me with the 
proper dispositions.” 

‘And, what must they do for it?’ I asked Him at that same 
moment, to which He responded: “My spouse, union . . . union 
gives the strength.” 

Our Lord kept another moment of silence here; and simul¬ 
taneously I remembered how, in years past, He deigned to give 
certain assignments, through my mediation, to seculars and to 
priests, but they paid no attention to Him. And He, seeing my 
thought, said to me: “You have seen that those whom I have called 
through means of you, since the year 1969 when I ordered you to 
publish My messages, have not obeyed Me. Now, the circumstances 
arc different; and for that reason, the means, too, must be different. 
But, you publish these words of Mine; tell them to co-operate with 
prayer and sacrifices; and if they do not pay attention to you, who 
arc as good children who love and believe My words, after your 
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having sent them to the Vatican, then, at once, let each of the 
faithful, as a member of My Church that he is, have recourse to 
the Authorities of his local Church, asking in the Name of God and 
of My Immaculate Mother, Queen and Universal Mother of My 
Church.” 

Here I said to Our Lord: And if they excommunicate us?’ 
Because, if they do not pay attention, will they order reprimands?’ 

And He responded with a strong, firm voice: “Those repri¬ 
mands will not harm those who are with Me. And I will still await 
a day when the wicked members of the hierarchy may be con¬ 
verted, or I will execute justice punishing them, and those who 
persevere faithful until the end, will form My Kingdom, which will 
begin here on earth and will be consummated in Heaven.” 

'When, Lord, will this be?’ I asked Him. 

And He responded: “1 will execute justice in its time; you . . . 
pray and suffer and offer everything with love.” 

And, on saying these last words, my Jesus permitted me to see 
Him in the middle of a splendid light. Then He said to me: 
“Enough for now, little one, rest and then you will read this to 
your daughters.” 

The figure of Our Lord now was like that of the Blessed 
Virgin of the Miraculous Medal, with His arms extended down¬ 
ward, and He was standing on our bed; but I saw absolutely 
nothing of our cell, except that, at that moment, it seemed to me 
that I myself was enveloped in that light, which is as intense as 
precious stones resplendent in the light of the sun. I saw His Sacred 
Wounds, in His Hands, Feet and Side. He blessed me on the fore¬ 
head with His thumb. He was very amiable, smiling a little; dressed, 
as I almost always see Him: a red tunic and a blue mantle. When 
His figure disappeared, I then felt an impulse to leave and go to 
relate everything to the Community; but, then I heard His voice 
again, saying to me: “It is not yet the hour that I indicated to you; 
now you must eat something.” 

And, surely, I looked at the dock and it was 5.30 in the 
evening. 

At that moment I felt like one who had awakened from a 
happy dream and felt sad on awakening; but also, it seemed to me 
that, truthfully, I needed nourishment and I was able immediately 
to set myself to taking a light collation; for the hour that my Jesus 
had indicated to me to go and read His Message to the Community 
would be at 6.15, after the Community collation. I finished taking 
my collation at 6.05. I was standing next to a dresser that serves 
me as a little altar to our Queen and Mother, the Virgin 0 f Per¬ 
petual Help. At that moment, I again heard the voice of Our 
Lord saying to me: “My beloved, My little spouse, you can add 


this appendix to today’s Message: ‘How pleased I am by a soul 
who obeys Me like a child!’ In recompense. My pure Mother is 
going to bless you.” 

An on hearing these words of my Jesus, immediately He 
and She, my Blessed Mother, appeared at the same time. They 
were there, next to me; I fell on my knees. And They, Both of 
Them, were smiling at me, and the Blessed Virgin said to me: 
“My daughter, you may tell the world that My last apparitions and 
the Messages that I am presently giving to the world, are those of 
the Immaculate Mother of God.” 

Oh, my dearest brothers and sisters! How I thought there at 
that moment of so many persons who had commended their nec¬ 
essities to me, and I thought too about other persons who are 
related to the messages—some, very faithful and believing; others, 
unfaithful and lacking in faith! But God Our Lord permitted that 
I remember there precisely, before Him and His Blessed Mother, 
the pure Virgin, someone who, although I do not know her, I feel 
toward her soul a fraternal attraction. A woman who lately, here 
in our country, has had apparitions and messages from Our Blessed 
Mother of Heaven, that she gives to the Curate of the parish to 
which she belongs; and there is, as always, in this, doubts, and also 
good believing people. My question was, although mentally, if 
those messages and apparitions were true . . . and . . . how great 
was My joy, on seeing and hearing my Blessed Mother, who said to 
me: “Yes, it is I.” 

She said nothing else, but briefly affirmed it to be She. She! ! ! 
Who is presenting Herself to this poor woman, who, as I know, 
lives in a little village of Michoacan, called Puruaran. And, without 
saying or doing more, She blessed me with her hand and kissed my 
forehead. 

Brothers and sisters of my soul, wc must all be more simple; 
we must remember that, as the Evangelists remind us, our beloved 
Jesus repeatedly exhorted us to be simple, as children, even com¬ 
ing to say that, if we do not become like children, we would not 
enter His Kingdom. I cannot explain to you the joy that I felt this 
afternoon with the Heavenly visit of Jesus and Mary and their say¬ 
ing that they came to reward me for having obeyed like a child, 
docilely! ! ! Truthfully, I am ashamed at that praise; but, the joy 
that I have had is so great . . . that I would like to transmit it to 
nil of you. May it be They themselves Who deign to visit you, and 
you will know what the anticipated joy of Heavenly Paradise is! ! ! 
And I end for now. Help me to thank God for these so unmerited 
gifts for this, your poor sister, the ‘Portavoz of Jesus’ on earth.

Appendix I 

SACRIFICIUM LAUDIS: the Apostolic Letter of His Holi¬ 
ness Paul VI to Superiors General of Religious Communities 
bound to the recitation of Divine Office in Choir. 

The sacrifice of praise, offered by those professed to faith in 
the Lord, the psalmody and chant whereby are sanctified the hours, 
clays and seasons of the year, centred in the Eucharistic Sacrifice, 
as the shining of the noonday sun attracting all things to itself, have 
by uninterrupted custom ever been held in greatest consideration 
by your religious communities, vowed to the divine service. 

Rightly indeed was it believed that nothing should come before 
so holy a religious practice. It is then easily understandable how 
much glory has been thereby given to God our Creator and how 
much utility has resulted for the Church. 

By means, therefore, of this form of prayer, established and 
maintained perpetually through the centuries, you have taught that 
divine worship is of supreme importance in human society. 

But. from the letters We have been receiving from some 
among you, also various missives reaching Us from others. We 
have come to know that the Religious Houses or Provinces depend¬ 
ing on you—Wc speak of those of the Latin rite only—have been 
adopting different customs in the celebration of the sacred liturgy: 
whilst for some, oil the one hand, the Latin language may not be 
interfered with, others, nevertheless, are asking for the vernacular 
languages and, still further, for the chant known as Gregorian to be 
here and there replaced by popular ditties in vogue today. By sonic 
it is claimed outright that the Latin language should be done away 
with. 

We confess that requests of this kind have gravely disturbed 
and not a little grieved Us; and the question puts itself, where ever 
did this widespread frame of mind and hitherto unheard of in- 
sufferance arise, and why has it been spread abroad. 

You certainly are aware, and cannot doubt, how much We 


have at heart, and what great store We set by, your religious com¬ 
munities. Many and admirable are the examples of outstanding 
piety and civic virtues that have given them lustre and fame. And 
it is a great joy to have offered Us the occasion to act on their be¬ 
half and uphold their desires- so long as lawful and suitable things 
are concerned—and provide for their happier estate. 

But the things We have denounced above are taking place 
after the Second Vatican Council has expressely and solemnly pro¬ 
nounced upon the matter (Cf. Const. Lit. 101, I) and after clear 
and precise rulings have been issued in relative Instructions. In one 
of these issued for the disciplining of the Constitution’s practical 
applications in regard to the Sacred Liturgy, on September 26th, 
1964, this was decreed: “In the recitation of the Divine Office in 
Choir the clergy are bound to preserve the Latin Language (no. 
85).” In another Instruction entitled “Of the language to be used 
in the celebration of the Divine Office, etc.” bearing date of pub¬ 
lication November 23rd, 1965, the same obligation is reconfirmed 
and at the same time the reason adduced of the spiritual advantage 
of the faithful, as well as of particular conditions that may prevail 
for regions having to be cultivated by missionary activity. 

Until such time, then, as anything different shall be lawfully 
laid down, these arc the laws in force, requiring that obedience 
which it is above all needful for the members of religious com¬ 
munities, the Church’s most dear sons, to be distinguished by. 

Nor, furthermore, is it here but a question of the preservation 
of the Latin language in the recitation of the Divine Office in Choir 
—language which, far from being held in little honour is certainly 
worthy of lively defence, it being in the Latin Church the most 
fertile source of Christian civilisation and richest treasure of piety— 
but it is also a question of keeping intact the decorum, beauty and 
original vigour of these prayers and chants: it is a question, that is 
to say, of the Divine Office's being sung in Choir with those “notes 
of the Church, which she sweetly sings” (Cf. St. Aug. Conf. 9,6; PL 
32,796) which your Founders and masters and saints in heaven, 
luminaries of your Families, have handed down to you. Not to be 
held of little account are those things which the Fathers instituted, 
and which for long centuries afforded you lustre and fame. More¬ 
over, this manner of reciting the Divine Office in Choir has been 
one of the main reasons why your very religious Families remained 
united and welded together, enjoying happy growth, and increase. 
It therefore gives rise to astonishment that, shaken by sudden 
storms, this manner of prayer seems to some by now something 
that may be set aside. 

In the existing condition of things, what language, what chant 
is able to take the place of these forms of Catholic piety that have 
up to now served you in good stead? It is necessary to reflect and 
watch lest a worse situation arise, if once that glorious inheritance 
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were rejected. The danger is that the choral Office be reduced to a 
bare recitation which you would be the first to feel the poorer for, 
and which could produce tedium. 

There is also this problem: would those desirous of hearing the 
holy chants and prayers continue to frequent your churches in such 
numbers when there were no more heard there to resound that im¬ 
memorial and original language of theirs joined to a chant so full 
of gravity and fitting beauty? 

We therefore ask all responsible and concerned to weigh well 
what it is they are wishing to get rid of, and not to let the springs 
from which they have freely drawn till now run dry. 

Without doubt, Latin may afford the novices of your holy 
militia some hardship, not light, perhaps. But this, as you know, is 
not such as cannot be conquered or overcome, especially in your 
Houses where, farther removed from the cares and noise of the 
world, you may the more easily give yourselves to the study of 
letters. 

For the rest, these prayers so full of strength and noble majesty 
will continue to attract to you young people called to the service of 
God; the choir, on the contrary, that were to be deprived of that 
language, which is above the boundaries of individual nations and 
whose worth is in its wonderful spiritual force—the choir that were 
to eliminate those melodies rising up from the depths of the soul— 
We mean Gregorian Chant—would be like a snuffed candle, giving 
light no more, no more drawing men’s minds and gaze. 

However, dearest sons, the requests above referred to are of 
such grave moment that for the present it is not possible for Us to 
grant them, derogating from the Council’s norms and those of the 
above-recalled Instructions. 

We exhort you, then, with all Our strength, to ponder well and 
long, and as to its every aspect, a matter so delicate and complex. 

We do not wish, for the love We have for you and the great 
esteem that is Ours, to grant what could bring about a worsening, 
and be the origin, possibly, of no small harm to yourselves, as well 
of undoubted weakening and sorrow for the whole Church of God. 
Allow Us to protect your heritage, even in spite of yourselves. 

From the Church herself, who, for reasons of pastoral utility, 
and for the convenience of the people not knowing Latin, has intro¬ 
duced the use of vernacular languages into the Sacred Liturgy, you 
now receive the mandate to conserve—both as regards language 
and chant—the traditional dignity, the beauty and gravity of the 
choral Office. 


Meanwhile, therefore, obey with sincere and tranquil spirit 
these precepts which no outmoded love for ancient customs but 
rather Our paternal love for you suggests, and which your own zeal 
for Divine worship persuades you to. 

Finally, as conciliator of heavenly gifts and testimony of Our 
benevolent regard. We impart to you and your brethren, with all 
Our heart in the Lord, Our Apostolic Blessing. 

Given in Rome, at St. Peter’s, on August 15th, Feast of the 
Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, in the year 1966, the IV 
of Our Pontificate.

Appendix II 


CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE CHURCH 


Many believe that the Church is no worse today than at other 
times in history. They speak of errors and discord, of scandals in 
the behaviour of Prelates and high dignitaries, and they even speak 
as a final argument of the bad example of the history of the Popes. 
But the actual situation is different because to all of these anomalies 
of individual conduct is added some even more dangerous—the 
doctrinal deviations of entire groups of Bishops who represent wide 
sectors of the official Church. Today, the successor of Peter is 
denied, ignored and insulted. In the year 1378, during the great 
Western Schism, theological error did not exist, nor did bad Will—- 
as in denying obedience to the legitimate Pope. There was only 
ignorance and disagreement as to the identity of the authentic Vicar 
of Christ to whom everyone wished to pledge faithful obedience. 
It was not an age of rebelliousness nor of any theological error; it 
was an age of confusion and disagreement in which everyone 
agreed on the necessity and desire to obey the Pope—but did not 
know who was the true and authentic Pope. And each person, in 
accordance with his best knowledge and understanding, and the 
dictates of his own conscience, subjected himself to the one he 
believed had the most possibilities of being the authentic Vicar of 
Christ. 

On this occasion, Pope Urban VI as well as Pope Clement 
VII, acted in good faith. There was a Pope in Rome and another 
in Avignon; entire provinces that offered their obedience to one of 
them later believed otherwise and subjected themselves to the 
other. Religious institutions, such as the Carmelites, Dominicans 
and Franciscans, found themselves divided and came to have two 
contrary General Superiors. But no one wished to be discordant or 
make a disturbance. Everyone felt the same way: The should obey 
the legitimate successor of Christ. They were deeply hurt by the 
situation caused by that disagreement and that division. 

The present situation is not at all like the situation of the 
Western Schism. The present situation is worse because, although 


only one Pope exists, inside the Church they persecute him, they 
rebel against his authority, commit treason against the doctrine of 
Christ and, as was announced in the secret of Fatima: Cardinals 
are opposing Cardinals and bishops are opposing Bishops. 

What is the cause of this dangerous and chaotic situation? 

THE ORIGIN OF THE CONSPIRACY 

Nicolas Barrief classified the System of Government in Mos¬ 
cow as “satauocracy”. We can say something of the man who gives 
himself up to wickedness and lets himself be possessed by Satan. 
Stalin was possessed and showed himself to be in the latter years of 
his life. He lived the last years of his life vomiting blasphemies, 
foaming at the mouth and dragging himself across the floor. The 
cause of death was diagnosed as a cerebral haemorrhage, but it 
seems that it had a traumatic origin. The nature of his death and 
the manifestations of the last days followed a clearly preternatural 
order. Pope Pius XI, with his authority of Supreme Teacher of the 
Truth, classified Stalin's work as “intrinsically perverse.” 

In the year 1917, this political figure who was not stopped by 
anything or anybody wrote: “For almost 2000 years the Church of 
Christ has been attacked from the outside with sterile results. The 
moment has arrived when we shall penetrate the breast of the 
Church to attack it from the inside and destroy it forever.” Lenin 
had already brought forth this idea. And from this thought they 
pulled out countersigns and orders and entered into a diabolical 
and dangerous conspiracy. 


THE CONSPIRACY CRYSTALIZES 

If, in order to penetrate the Apostolic College, the enemies of 
< lirist made use of a Judas; in order to destroy His Church, they 
made use of yet another Judas: The progressive priest, and among 
I hem the “pro-Marxist” clergy who. in the name of false Ecum¬ 
enism, try to renovate the Church and believe that Marxism can be 
organized within a Christian society.
